Despite a relatively small high 
school graduation in the Loui- 
siana schools last spring, fresh- 
men have been pouring on the 
campus for the past two weeks 
to swell registration figures for 
the 65th academic year to near 
the 1400 mark. 

Although no accurate count of 
the shaved heads is available at 
this time it is estimated that 
beween two hundred fifty and 
three hundred students are en- 
tering Northwestern for the first 
time. 

As the Sauce goes to press 
1393 persons have passed through 
the treasurer's office. Registra- 
tion will continue through next 
week and night classes at the 
college in business courses are 
expected to enroll more than 
enough to round out the 1400 
total.

Nursing Program 
Starts Functions 

Seventy-five students in basic 
nursing and two graduates com- 
pleting work for their bachelors' 
degrees have enrolled in the 
school of nursing now being 
conducted on this campus, Dean 
G. T. Walker announced this 
week. 

Among the 72 enrolled are — 
54 native Louisianians, 12 Tex- 



ans, five from Arkansas, three 
from Mississippi, and one from 
New Mexico. 

In commenting on the pro- 
gram, Miss Ida Graham Price, 
director of the school of nur- 
sing, says, "The basic program 
is being built on sound educa- 
tional foundations, and more 
and more interested students will 
continue to enroll in the pro- 
gram." 

During the first two semes- 
ters and the following summer 
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semester, nursing students will 
study basic sciences and other 
related subjects. The second and 
third years will be spent in 
one of the four Shreveport af 
filiated hospitals or at the E. A 
Conway Memorial Hospital in 
Monroe, Louisiana. The students 
will receive clinical experience 
while under the direction of the 
school faculty of N. S. C. 

Upon completion of the three 
year program, this college will 
issue a certificate making the 
trainees eligible to take the Ex- 
amination of the Louisiana State 
Board of Nurse Examiners for 
registration as registered nur 
ses. 

In making a statement about 
the program, Dean Walker points 
out, "Our type of program, 
college with hospital affiliations, 
is the most desirable possible 
and since there is a shortage of 
qualified nurses, the continued 
progress and success of this pro- 
gram is without question." 

The three types of programs 
as explained by Dean Walker 
are (1) strictly a hospital pro- 
gram, (2) a program of hospi- 
tal training with a college af- 
liation, and (3) a college pro- 
gram with a hospital affiliation. 

The latter is the program 
being adopted by N. S. C. 

All students enrolled in the 
program were carefully selected 
after passing a physical, psycho- 
logical and reading examination.

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COLLEGE GROANED THROUGH 
GROWING PAINS ~ BUT GREW

For those who might wonder 
the Natchitoches High school 
has not always been as closely 
affiliated with the college as 
it is now. There was a time 
when the students of both ed- 
ucational systems could not get 
along, and, as a result, the high 
school was moved to the build- 
ing near the post office in town. 

That was a number of years 
ago, during the interim that 
several other things happened 
to put NSC in the news and 
boost its educational influence 
on a state-wide basis. 

Even longer ago than that, 
when Miss Catherine Winters 
was a rather new personality on 
the campus, one of the leading 
students of the time started a 
new social move for the student 
body. 

G. J. Ledet, now superinten- 
dent of schools for Vermilion 
parish, was president of the stu- 
dent body when eds and co- 
eds were not allowed to stop 
and visit each other on the cam- 
pus-much less hold hands. The 
drive in action by the presi- 
dent would make a social hall 
out of the lobby of the Old So- 
cial Hall where the non-segre- 
gated students could sit with 
each other and talk about home 
and the weather. The move was a 
terrific success, causing the ad- 
ministration to allow the stu- 
dents to date more frequently, 
and causing the social hall to 
become an exclusive religious 
center. 

Further leniences allowed the 
boys to travel across the quad- 
rangle on the campus, at present 
the most popular site. Modern 
times have allowed the big bad 
boys to sit on the benches, and 
have called for a new religious 



center. 

The year 1934 was a big year 
for Louisiana State Normal. It 
was the college's 50th Golden 
Jubilee, at which time massive 
pageants, celebrations and pa- 
rades shamed all homecomings. 
Barbecues were staged through- 
out the campus, and visitors 
from all state colleges and cities 
in the area were special guests. 

In 1936 the institution tasted 
it first big dose of a student 
strike. The incident cost the ad- 
ministration some embarras- 
ment, but state newspapers gave 
it front page and headline pub- 
licity. Some of the students 
were more or less fed up with 
the strict regulations prevalent 
at the time. In order to make 
the rules less severe, students 
revolted. 

Football players for that sea- 
son led the strike in hooded 
huddles, by raising Cain on the 
quadrangle nights. When their 
actions were discovered and at- 
tempts were made to arrest 
them, the punters would break 
out in mad chase and hide out. 

However, one night one of the 
crew was captured. Evidence of 
his being an registrar was found 
by a laundry number on his 
sheet hood. He was asked to 
squeal on all his gang, and he 
refused. The entire football team 
was suspended. 
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At that knowledge, the en- 
tire campus objected. After sev- 
eral days of stubborn class cut- 
ting and uncomplimentary de- 
monstrations, the boys were re- 
instated with full rank. 

A similiar strike gained pub- 
| licity^n 1947 when two veterans 
were suspended for actions 
claimed not becoming college 
students. Students were told that 
the veterans had not sought to 
"get even" with a certain fac- 
uly member, and loyal class- 
mates acted to convince the ad- 
ministration that suspension was 
too severe. The strike lasted 
three days and ended after the 
president was given a vote of 
confidence. The veterans were 
suspnded for that session, but 
were allowed to continue their 
studies here the following term. 

It was in 1945 that Louisiana 
State Normal became Northwes- 
tern State College. Since that 
time, enrollmens have increased 
annually and educational faci- 
lities have expanded to give the 
near 1400 who registered this 
fall leading advantages as a 
'student in the state institution. 
The new faculty replacements 
have a lot to teach, the new 
buildings will make life and 
work pleasant here, and the 
future will continue to challenge 
progression on the Hill. 



Miss Graham Price, a native of 
Ruston, is the newly appointed 
director of nursing here at 
Northwestern. Miss Price holds 
tht bachelor's degree from La. 
Tech, a diploma from the John 
Hopkins Hospital of Nursing, 
and the Master's degree in nur- 
sing education from the Catho- 
lic University of America. She 
majored in the Administration 
of schools of nursing and min- 
ored in public health nursing. 

Before entering the nursing 
profession, Miss Price taught in 
the Ruston High School. She 
was instructor in nursing at the 
Shreveport Charity Hospital, di- 
rector of the school of nursing 
at the Tri-State Hospital, and 
for three years director of the 
Miss Price served in the Army 
Nurse Corps during the past 
World War. She attained the 
school of nursing and superin- 
tendent of Highland Sanitarium, 
rank of major and had over- 
seas service. In addition to these 
experiences, Miss Price has done 
private duty nursing and has 
had service in the field of pub- 
lic health nursing.

Samprac, venerable caretaker of 
the stadium, general all-round 
handy-man for the coaches and 
the Demons' loudest and most 
loyal booster. 

Most of the students here on 
the Hill now don't know Tobe. 
Only this fall he came back to 
take his old position at the sta- 
dium, having spent the last 
three or four years with a lum- 
ber company in Alexandria and 
'out in California'. But the old- 
timers remember him well. He 
started to work here in 1922, 
which makes him one of the 
really old heads on the campus. 
And ask some of the old football 
players that used to be here; 
they'll remember him — he took 
good care of them when he was 
dishing ice cream in the dining 
hall. 

Back before electric coolers 
invaded the campus. Tobe 
wheeled five or six hundred 
pounds of ice around in a cart 



to keep water cool for everybody 
to drink.

Another week has passed and 
things are still roaring — the steel 
bosses, the labor leaders, the dip- 
lomats and statesmen, the Rus- 
sion explosion, and the hot rods 
in California. 

On the labor front the big 
news is the war between Philip 
Murray of the CIO and president 
Benjamin Fairless of U. S. Steel. 
The basis of the argument is the 
interpretation of the report made 
by the president's fact finding 
board, which was reviewed in 
this column last week. Another 
roar on the labor front was that 
of John L. Lewis over the inter- 
nal confusion in the coal indus- 
try, caused by the ultimatum 
tossed to Lewis by James D. 
Francis. president of Island 
Creek Coal. The ultimatum of 
the bloc of Southern coal opera- 
tors, who produce 40 percent of 
the nation's coal, declared: "No 
contract, no royalty payments". 
This meant a cut of the 20c-a- 
ton payments made by the South- 
ern operators to the UMW's nine- 
ty million dollar-a-year welfare 
and retirement fund. 

In the Senate the legislators 
spent most of their time this 
week considering appointments 
and unobjected-to bills. Chief 
among these was the confirma- 
tion of the nomination of Walton 
Butterworth to be Assistant Sec- 
retary of State. A major con- 
troversial bill passed by the Sen- 
ate was the Armed Services Pay 
Bill, providing increased pay, al- 
lowances, and physical-disability 
retirement for members of the 
uniformed services. Conferees 
on the Foreign Military Assist- 
ance Act of 1949, met in execu- 
tive session to work out the dif- 
ferences between the House- and 
Senate-passed versions of the 
bill. They agreed on most of the

items, including all the Senate- 
approved amounts for foreign 
military assistance. 

On the international scene we 
are still concerned about our af- 
fairs with Russia — acutely with 
the revelation of an Atomic ex- 
plosion in Russia. The events of 
the past week dramatize vividly 
the need for a sensible valua- 
tion and understanding of the 
differences that make Russia and 
the United States potential ene- 
mies. The time has come to ex- 
amine carefully and seek dili- 
gently for the real sources of 
friction and to begin at once to 
search for ways to eliminate that 
friction. We might well remem- 
ber that "what Russia has ac- 
hieved, the scientists of other 
nations can accomplish". If sev- 
eral nations possess atomic bombs, 
it could mean a large scale, des- 
tructive war. On the other hand, 
it might be a reason for peace. 
However, in all this atomic up- 
roar, let us not forget that the 
basic cure of war is "educaion".

Jack Gaston, a physical educa- 
tion major from El Dorado who 
won his letter in diving last 
year, is back With us again. In 
1944 Jack won first place in the 
Arkansas State Junior AAU 
meet, and ni 1945 won first place 
in the senior division of the same 
meet. In 1947 he placed second, 
and in 1948 third in the 11th 
Naval District meet at San Diego. 
In 1947 he was fourth in All- 
Navy West Coast competition. 

Another El Dorado boy we ex- 
pect to hear more of is 'Bo' Just- 
ings, a free-style sprint man. 
Like Jack, he is a physical edu- 
cation major. 

One of the men responsible for 
the clown antics in last year's 
Aquaganza and gymnastic shows 
was Wally Fryer.

Two NSC Students 
Publish Pamphlets 

In collaboration with Dr. Wil- 
liam G. Erwin, member of the 
Science Department of North- 
western State college, Jeanette 
LaFleur and Janie Palmer, for- 
mer students at Northwestern, 
have published pamphlets re- 
spectively, entitled, "A pedigree 
of Migraine','' and "A Crustacean 
Food Allergy". 

These pamphlets, the result of 
outside work required in advan- 
ced genetics courses, were in- 
cluded in "The Proceedings of 
the Louisiana Academy of 
Sciences", Vol. XII, pp 23-26, 26- 
28, and were published recently 
in reprint form. 

Jeanette LaFleur, a former 
Physical Education major minor - 
ing in Biological Science, did a 
large amount of actual field 
work with a Louisiana family 
and it's geneology, tracing the 
migraine transmutations. 

"A Crustacean Food Allergy" 
likewise is the story of an aller- 
gic and a non-allergic who mar- 
ried, and the effects the consu- 
mations have produced to date. 

Miss Janie Palmer, a former 
major in Chemistry, chose this 
work as her outside assignment. 

Although the actual field work 



and research reading was done 
by the students, much of the 
credit must go to Dr. Erwin for 
his collaboration in interpreting 
the facts and for his technical 
phrasing of the pamphlets. 

In reply to a query regarding 
future publications of this sort, 
Dr. Erwin stated that it would 
depend entirely on the subjects 
chosen but that at any time in 
the future that equally or more 
important and interesting pro- 
jects were completed, an endea- 
vor would be made to have them 
published. *!••] 



At present, public enthusiasm 
for domestic and industrial news 
is rather stagnant compared with 
that for World Series and local 
football games.

His an- 
nouncement on the Senate floor 
of the death of Mrs. Helen El- 
lender, wife of Allen J. Ellender, 
senior senator from Louisiana, 
brought many speeches and ex- 
pressions of praise for the de- 
parted lady. Members of the up- 
per chamber were quick to ex- 
press their sincere sympathy for 
the bereaved Senator Ellender 
and his family. 

On the labor scene this week, 
good news is still at a premium. 
The only apparent peaceful set- 
tlement was made by Ford. Their 
plan of pensions for workers, ap- 
proved by the UAW, protects the 
company from higher payments 
for at least 5M> years. In fact, 
as the government raises old age 
benefits under its welfare pro- 
gram, the cost to Ford Company 
will decline. Under the settle 
ment made by Ford, workers 
with thirty years service may re- 
tire at $100 a month on pensions 
paid for jointly by the govern- 
ment and the company. How- 
ever, the workers will join the 
employer in footing the bill for 
insurance. 

In the steel and coal disputes 
another revelation of the power 
and danger of demagoguery in 
the person of labor leaders was 



advanced. As a result fo this 
master control of the lives of so 
many American citizens by one 
or two individuals, one is not ab- 
normal to wonder if complete 
nationalization of industry would 
not be a better policy. What is 
to be the answer? 

We are told that it is danger- 
ous for big business to get too 
much control over economics 
through monopolies. We are told 
that there is danger in the con- 
solidation of union labor for po- 
wer pressure. And we are warn- 
ed of an even greater danger 
when government trys to regu- 
late the economic conditions 
which give rise to American dis- 
tress and unstable living stand- 
ards. Surely we are not so base 
as to believe a complete hands- 
off policy will let things rectify 
themselves. The answer seems 
to be in the extent to which each 
of these agencies dictate the po- 
licy of the other. This brings 
us to a point which is rapidly 
growing in importance on the po- 
litical news front. Policies and 
issues for the forthcoming Con- 
gressional elections are now be- 
ing drawn. An enlightened citi- 
zenry should read and keep a- 
breast of the current news deve- 
lopments.

This column this week is more of a tribute than an opinion, 
however the writer is sure that a certain group in Missouri has 
some opinion on the following story. It is a tribute to the coaches 
and players who wear the purple and white of Northwestern State 
college. Their's is a story of hard work and diligence that has 
made them one of the leading contenders for the Gulf States Con- 
ference wreath of laurel. Last week they journeyed up to Missouri 
to meet a foe which they had little or no idea whatsoever of their 
football formation, varying from a "T" to a short punt and after 
a rather rugged and ragged first half they returned to the field to 
hand the Bearcats of Missorui State the worst defeat they had 
suffered since 1937. The credit cannot be attributed to one player 
or coach but it goes to the team as a whole and to the men who 
plan the strategy used on the playing field.

our ball carriers became more and more evident as the game pro- 
gressed. 

The credit for this victory goes to the team, but what of the 
men behind the team, the all-important coaching staff. Many times 
the coaches go as the unsung part of a football team, never hitting 
the head-lines unless they produce an all-winning team. The writ- 
er is sure that a large majority of the people reading this article 
can name the coaches of such schools as Notre Dame, Army So. 
Cal., and other year-in and year-out perenial football power-houses 
but can they name the coaches of the smaller schools as easily? 
Remember, the problems of a coach, whether he works for a big 
school or a small no are basically the same and many times even 
moreso because where large schools can induce outstanding ath- 
letes to matriculate with them, the smaller ones cannot, due mainly 
to the absence of large, influential alumni bodies, who are, per- 
haps, the number one source of athletes to the larger schools. Re- 
member also, that a small college coach feels no different than a 
university coach when his team loses and suffers just as much as 
any coach when his star player is injured or prevented from play- 
ing for some other reason. The Demons this year present to the 
G. S. C. some of the strongest competition that they have faced 
in many a year, should the Demons lose any game, the loss will 
be a decent one with no reason for making excuses or blaming the 
coaches or players for not cleaning up all opposition. If you are 
backing a team, back it all the way and make no excuses should 
they lose. (A GOOD WINNER SHOULD BE AN EVEN BETTER 
LOSER!!!!!)

The big roar on the news front 
this week is that of the U. S. 
Navy's big guns fired on the Air 
Force, and against the huge pro- 
portion of the defense appropria- 
tions being alloted to the Air 
Force. 

Speaking before the House ar- 
med services committee, which is 
holding sensation-packed public 
hearings on the unification pro- 
gram, the Navy experts are em- 
ploying all the verbal weapons 
available in the English language. 
In their attack on the Air Force 
they declared that the U. S. Air 
Force would slaughter innocent 
women and children, and suffer 
"catastrophic losses' of its own 
men and planes if it tried to 
knock out vital enemy targets 
with B-36 borne atomic bombs. 
The B-36 has been the target of 
Navy patriots since defense chief 
Louis Johnson canceled the build- 
ing plans for the super carrier. 
This giant mobile base was to 
give the Navy a major role in 
the "offensive defense" of United 
States interests. The testimony 
given has declared the B-36 as 
obsolete weapon which is receiv- 
ing disproportionate emphasis in 
our defense program. Top Navy 
and Marine Corps officials claim 
that they have a fighter which 
can cope with the B-36, and that 
Russia can knock it from the air 
at 40,000 feet very effectively 
with the Wasserfall rocket. This 
is a guided weapon designed to 
travel about 1700 miles per hour, 
seeking out its target up to 65,- 
000 feet at a speed of nearly 500 
miles per hour. 

The result of this committee 
and the information therein have 
caused friction in several parts 
of our government. Not only has 
the Air Force-Navy dispute been 
intensified, but the gap between 
defense secretary Johnson and

A bit of good news this week 
is that our Congressmen have fi- 
nally agreed on a farm support 
policy. The House has passed the 
sliding support plan and sent it 
on to the Senate. Although quick 
approval of this plan is expected 
from the Senate, the economic 
experts doubt that President 
Truman will sign the measure. 
Atlhough the mentioned plan is 
not a panacea to the agriculture 
industry, we can be proud, that 
our legislators can still legislate.

punted out on the Cats' 37 yard 
line. 

On the third play of the sec- 
ond quarter, Lowe kicked to the 
Demon 25. From there on an at- 
tempted reverse, Coyle fumbled 
and the ball was recovered by 
Lowe. Nicosia intercepted an- 
other pass by Cicero and return- 
ed the ball 39 yards. 

The longest run 
from scrimmage was turned in 
by Ernest Bateman as he scooted 
39 yards around left end on a 
beautifully executed reverse for 
the T. D. John Ropp tossed the 
key block that shook Ernest 
loose from the line. Bateman 
showed considerable sidestepping 
ability downfield as he eluded 
several intended tacklers. Bobby 
Davis converted for what was 
the game-winning point. 

La. College returned to the 
scoring column several plays af- 
ter the kickoff when V. Spruill 
intercepted a pass by Tanner 
and was caught on the one yard 
line. Quarterback Cicero sneak- 
ed over for the marker. The all 
important conversion by Clark 
was missed as he was rushed by 
practically the whole Demon 
line. 

Following the kickoff, the 
game see-sawed back and forth 
across the midfield stripe as nei- 
ther line would budge. Keaton, 
Huckaby and Crump combined 
to throw Cicero for several tell- 
ing deficits. These hardcharging 
linesmen broke through many 
times to throw the ball carrier 
for a loss and to rush the pass- 
er. 

The scoreboard remained un- 
changed all through the second 
half, but there were several at- 
tempts and near misses by both 
sides. Triple-threat halfback, 
Lancaster, and hard-charging 
fullback James Beck teamed up 
to make plenty of yards through 
the Wildcat line. David Coyle, 
swivel-hipped his way for valu- 
able yardage when the occasion 
called for it. 

Statistically the Demons held 
the advantage in the rushing de- 
partment although the Wildcats 
led in most other departments. 
The Demons could squeeze out 
only seven first downs while 
rushing the ball 222 yards to the 
Wildscats' 9 first downs in 101 
yards. The Wildcats completed 
three out of 14 passes for 24 
yards while the Demons couldn't 
connect in three attempts.

President of the Student Body 
Gabe Barkate disclosed yester- 
day that he and two other repre- 
sentatives had visited the Lou- 
isiana College campus Friday, 
October 7, to apologize for a mi- 
nority of students who painted 
the Pineville institution prior to 
that date- 

Barkate said that he, Gene 
Flores and Jo Johnson were cor- 
dially received at the Louisiana 
College general assembly at 
which time Barkate spoke in the 
form of an apology for the act- 
ions of only a few students. The 
president stated that it was just 
to apologize as local students 
were the first to invade the com- 
petitive campus and smear paint 
on its grounds and establish- 
ments. 

In his speech, Barkate explain- 
ed that the majority of North- 
western students were not be- 
hind such an action, that only 
a minority group had taken act- 
ion on their own. He emphasized 
that knowledge of the action la- 
ter promoted objections from the 
general student body.

At the same time, joint propo- 
sals of plans for the State Fair 
extravaganza were completed to 
include a parade, pre-game and 
half-time activities at the game, 
the presentation of queens and 
their maids, and the annual ban-, 
quet for both Student Councils 



and their special guests. The 
plans were completed with Tech 
officials and with Shreveport. 

A proposed banner bearing the 
two colleges' insignias will be 
complete for the Fair game, Bar- 
kate said, and the winning side 
will fly the object on the flag 
pole at the winning institution. 
Also approved was the gesture 
that the captain of the winning 
team rip the seat off the losing 
captains pants and take it to his 
home campus.

Burl Ives' popularity is at a

Letters to the Editor 



Dear Editor: 

Let me explain that this is in 
no way a letter of criticism or 
protest. It is being written in the 
sincere hope that the "mystery" 
to the student body surrounding 
my resignation as Editor of the 
1950 Potpourri may be clarified. 
The decision of the acting Cur- 
rent Sauce Editor not to attempt 
any explanation of the move in 
the news column story last week, 
was, probably, a good one. How- 
ever, it has unfortunately caused 
considerable speculation and 
that, I suspect, is not good. 

The explanation is relatively 
simple. It concerns a conflict of 
ideas, not personalities. I say 
that because my reasons for re- 
signing were in no way "perso- 
nal," as reported on the college 
newscast. Not unless one's ideas 
and beliefs are inseparable with 
one's personality. It was a pure 
and simple disagreement between 
myself, as the students' repre- 
sentative, and the college ad- 
ministration as to what should 



be the proper relationship be- 
tween the Potpourri and the col- 
lege.

The deletions of certain para- 
graphs from my letter of resign- 
ation were contributory, I feeL 
to the "mystery." For that rea- 
son, I request, if space permits, 
that the entire letter be run in 
the column set aside for letters 
of interest to the student body, as 
I hope this letter will be. 

I repeat: this is being written 
in the sincere hope that the sit- 
uation will, in the interest of the 
Potpourri and the college, be 
smoothed over as quickly -as pos- 
sible.

VIEW 
of the 
NEWS

Amid the vast quantity of 
news this week, the adjournment 
of Congress holds a top position 
for this writer, because of its 
direct or indirect relation to al- 
most every phase of national and 
international news. To some the 
adjournment caused a momen- 
tary reflection on the state of 
affairs in the U. S.; to some it 
caused a review of our interna- 
tional relations; to others it sim- 
ply meant that fathers, mothers, 
and friends would be coming 
home for a couple of months. 

Never-the-less, at 7 P. M. and 
8:10 P. M. (EST), Wednesday, 
the House of Representatives 
and the Senate, respectively, ad- 
journed until next January third. 
The adjournment was effectuat- 
ed amid much whooping, holler- 
ing, and singing. After a 10- 
month session of legislative acti- 
vity (and otherwise), the law- 
makers seemed very eager to be 
going. 

Reviewing the work of the 
first session of the the 81st Con- 
gress, we find that the adminis- 
tration ran up its best score on 
international matters, since much 
of this legislation received the 
hearty cooperation of Republi- 
cans. The European Recovery 
Program was extended and fin- 
anced; the Senate ratified the 
Atlantic Pact; both houses ap- 
proved the arming of friendly 
European nations against possi- 
ble communist aggression. And, 
after sharp debate the adminis- 
tration got through an extension 
of the reciprocal trade law that 
was free of previous restrictions 
on the president's tariff-cutting 
power. 

Relative to domestic matters, 
Congress extended rent control — 
with sharp modifications; passed 
a low-cost housing aid bill; 
granted the president broad pow- 



ers to recognize the " executive 
branch of the government. The 
pay of almost everybody in gov- 
ernment from the president to 
the postman was raised with 
even the military receiving an- 
other pay hike. Also adopted 
was a measure boosting the 
minimum wage in industry from 
40 to 75 cents an hour. 

On the other hand, there were 
many disappointments for Mr. 
Truman and his majority admi- 
nistrators. Their effort to repeal 
the Taft-Hartley Law — one of 
Mr. Truman's top campaign pled- 
ges — was completely beaten 
down. Congress refused the re- 
quest for creation of a Depart- 
on point four which called for 
ment of Welfare and did not act 
aid to under-developed countries. 
The much discussed Aid-to-Edu- 
cation bill was doomed by a re- 
ligious dispute in the House. An- 
other highly publicized measure 
— Compulsory health insurance — 
received no action from either 
house. 

Closing out the final session of 
the Congress was the Farm Bill. 
The bill, finally approved Wed- 
nesday, makes it possible to keep 
price supports for major crops at 
or near the current 90% of par- 
ity — that is so long as Congress 
provides the necessary money to 
buy up surpluses. Other major 
legislation passed just before ad- 
journment included a record 
peace-time appropriation of 15- 
% -billion-dollars for the armed 
services and 1-billion, 314-mil- 
lion-dollar foreign arms aid bill. 

President Truman praised the 
81st Congress while the Republi- 
cans claimed the Democratic 
leadership was fumbling, and the 
Truman program was inept. But 
in 1950, the voters will reflect 
their opinion as they elect a full 
quota of House members and 1-3 
of the Senate.

You May Break A Law

A boat captain with his long 
grey whiskers and chaw of to- 
bacco sat in his hotel room in 
Natchitoches one day in 1815. 
After futiley looking for a cus- 
pidor he decided to spit from his 
window. The results? The ruin 
of a lady's hat and the birth of 
one of the strangest of strange 
laws in the oldest town in the 
Louisiana Purchase. 

According to the Digest of Or- 
dinance, the fine for men to spit 
from a second floor window is 
ten dollars and failure to pay 



means two days in jail. 

This is but one of the many 
laws that have never been taken 
off the books. Others were add- 
ed as results of similar incidents. 

Because in the 1800's, the 
streets of Natchitoches were dirt 
and lined by drainage ditches on 
each side, the law was passed 
that no group of more than five 
men could stand and chat on the 
wooden planked side-walks. 

When a young lady was frigh- 
tened by a rearing horse, a city 
ordinance was passed prohibiting 
the breaking of horses, mules, or 



jack-asses within the city limits. 

Cane river has always been 
the subject for much municipal 
discussion. In 1903 the only foot 
bridges connecting the two sec- 
tions of the town were made of 
narrow planks. And so it is un- 
lawful for anyone to walk across 
the bridges at a speed exceeding 
one mile an hour. 

Speed laws also apply to bi- 
cycles that cannot be propeled 
through the city over eight miles 
per hour. At night a bell or horn 
must be attached to the vehicles 
to warn people of their appro- 
ach. 

Any person shooting what is 
commonly called a "nigger 
shooter" within the city is sub- 
ject to a fine of three dollars and 
default of payment means 



twenty-four hours imprisonment. 

In 1855 the City Marshall be- 
came a richer man because of 
the law passed entitling him to 
fifty cents for each bull, hog, or 
goat impounded or caused to be 
impounded by him. 

Ordinance 10 makes it unlaw- 
ful for any person or persons to 
throw or catch base or other 
balls used in playing such games 
on the streets of the city of Nat- 
chitoches. 

And if swimming in Cane Riv- 
er lake, remember, you will be 

arrested if your suit is not of 
the regultaion. This means cov- 
ering the person from his shoul- 
ders to the knees, and made of 
black or colored materials. At 
least that is the law passed in 
1905. 



Horse trading is illegal and so 
is the peddling, public selling, 
or importing of second hand 
goods. 

The stalls of the city market 
are not to be leaned on, stood 
on, or lain on at anytime under 
a penalty or conviction before the 
mayor of payment of five dol- 
lars for each offense. This law 
should not cause too much wor- 
ry, however, since the old city 
market was torn down in in 19- 
14. 

And so it is in Louisiana's old- 
est town as in many others, you 
never know when you are break- 
ing a law.

Two new motion-picture cam-

The center of news interest 
this week was the ever-favorite 
contest known as politics. Al- 
though the elections being held 
were more or less localized, they 
received much attention and in- 
terest throughout the nation. 
People from all parts of the 
United States listened with eag- 
erness for the results of the sen- 
atorial contest in New York, in 
which former Governor Herbert 
Lehman won a decisive victory 
for the Truman Fair-deal. 

Politics also found its way in- 
to labor negotiations. For one 
reason quite apparent and others 
not so apparent, the soft coal 
miners were ordered back to 
work by John L. Lewis, with a 
standing threat of another walk- 
out on November 30. This tem- 
porary back-to-work order fol- 
lowed the recent settlement of 
the mammoth steel industry 
strike. 

Another bit of recent political 
maneuvering resulted in the 
purging of the CIO. The activi- 
ties and attitudes expressed in 
the CIO convention in Cleveland 
indicate that perhaps the United 
States is destined for a return 
to normality. At least the ma- 
jority of the CIO labor group has 
shown signs of a more rational 
and logical attitude 'toward the 
economic plight of this country. 
From this convention has also 
resulted a successful step in re- 
ducing the number of commu- 
nists in the United States. 

On the floor of the convention, 
the right-wing majority was suc- 
cessful in winning the tremen- 
dous oratorical battle of words. 
The battle resulted from the in- 
troduction of a resolution which 
barred from the executive board 
or from any CIO office anyone 
"who is a member of the com- 
munist party, any Fascist organi- 
zation, or other totalitarian 
movement, or who consistently 
pursues policies and activities 
directed toward the achievement 
of the program of such groups." 
After much heated argument the 
constitutional amendment went 
through with little opposition. 

The amendment brought forth 
much verbal opposition from 
the left-wnig faction, led by the 
CIO Longshoremen president, 
Harry Bridges. He shouted, "We 
are not going to change our 
ways — To get rid of you'll have 
to throw us out." The Electri- 
cal Workers Union, another left- 
wing group with a membership 
of 500,000, walked off the con- 
vention floor declaring "that 
the main business of the CIO 
convention was a Red-baiting 
spree for gratification of the po- 
liticians and the anti-labor 
press." Their president, Albert 
Fitzgerald, told the convention 
that the CIO would have to 
stop its raiding attack or either 
kick them out. 

Opening the debate, president 
Ben Gold of the Fur and Leather 
Workers Union, reminded the 
delegates that if they" allowed 
Communists to be barred now, 
the CIO would soon be barring 
Republican party members, or 
others. The argument of the 
right-wing group summarized by 
Walter Reuther, UAW president, 
when he employed the analogy 
of whether to save the body or 
the cancer. 

The overwhelming majority 
passage of the purging amend- 
ment of the CIO constitution in- 
dicates that the organization is

With Test week over, the Pressbox again emits sparks and 
flashes, better known as views. 

A win and a loss were the results of the Demon intercollegiate 
tussels in the past fortnight. Mississippi Southern took the North- 
western boys into their stronghold to the tune of 67-28, which 
should be a record score for a single game. 95 points reached up 
on the scoreboard must have kept the scorer busy. It was a clean 
game and for that matter a hard-fought one. One of the roving 
reporters for this column cn report on it better than we. Bo Taylor 
states forthwith: 

"If 'Go-Go' Harlan had played the entire game against Mississ- 
ippi Southern there's no telling what the score would have been. 

During 'Go-Go's' stint of 40 seconds on the field, the Southerners 
racked up two touchdowns. At thai rate, the Mississippi boys would 
have scored 420 points, provided they kicked all the extra points. 
So Coach pulled 'Go-Go' out of the game; and the Demons had 
only 67 points scored against their 28. When he came off the field. 
'Go-Go' greeted head manager Catha with, "Hey, Strawberry; get 
out your time sheet and put me down for 40 seconds and 14 points." 
That's all the playing 'Go-Go' has done this season. . . . 

Those were 67 of the cleanest points that have been scored 
against them this season, according to the Demons. The report 
brought back to Natchitoches is that we have never played a more 
sportsmanlike bunch of boys. Penalties were relatively sparse, and 
play in general, though hard, was clean. 

To ilustrale, our own Johnny Emmons was knocked off his hurt 
foot only once. The Mississippi guard who hit him was immediately 
pulled out of the game and played no more. When a player broke 
through to Emmons, he only tried to grab his arms or shoulders 
and hold him to prevent him from passing. During the last half 
an assistant coach even used a megaphone from the bench to warn 
his players off Johnny. We don't go anywhere to lose gracefully: 
we go to win if we possibly can. But if we must lose, and if a loss 
can be made easier, losing to a team that shows the spirit and 
sportsmanlike conduct of Mississippi Southern makes it easier. 

Right after the final whistle Coach Pie Vann came onto the 
field and congratulated Buddy Lancaster on his brilliant running. 
He said that he hasn't seen anything to beat it against his team this 
year — not even from Kentucky. If you've somehow missed the 
news. Buddy crried the ball only three times; one run of 75 yards 
for a touchdown, another of 84 yards for another score, and a 
third time for 14 yards — no score. 

A lot of that score against us was due to the work of four fine 
ball players. Holmes, their quarterback, has already made Little- 
All- American at a junior colege. Three more men, Phillips, a back, 
Coggins, end and Sprueill, back, will almost surely be candidates 
for Little-All-American honors this year, with good chance of any 
one or all three of them making the squad of the mythical small- 
college dream team. Landford, probably the fastest man on the 
team, was another big thorn in the side of the Demons. 

After the game was over, the boys from Louisiana ale supper 
with the boys from Mississippi". 

It must have been a clean game and a hard fought one. Ordinar- 
ily 28 points is enough to win a game, but against Southern it just 
wasn't enough. Mississippi Southern is noted for its weak defense 
and wild offense. They sure put the pressure on the Demons, didn't 
they? 

If a few more of the Demon rooters had stayed here last week 
end they would have seen a fighting team go down in defeat. Little 
Union college brought only 25 men to the fracas in Demon Stadium 
last week but those 25 put up a mighty fight. The Demons jumped 
into the lead 14-13 at mid-mark. The Demons did a little roaring 
in the second half themselves, and racked up three markers in the 
scoring column. The Unioners were unable to score after half time 
although they played their hardest in the face of numerical odds 
with a little weight thrown in, about ten pounds per man. 

Just in passing we might note that Arthur "Buddy" Lancaster, 
our pride and joy for all-G. S. C. honors and leading ground gain- 
er in the conference has a 10.3 yards per try average. Bring on 
your "Six point Sitkos". 

Before signing 30 to this column, a special flash just reached 
these writers. Strawberry Catha would like to inform his friends 
(?) that he scored two touchdowns against L. S. U. in 1939 while a 
member of the Southwestern frosh squad.

LIQUID POISONS AID 
AERIAL WARFARE ON 
HARMFUL INSECTS 

New developments in airplanes 
for agricultural work will help 
to control harmful insects, Ray- 
moned E. Breazeale, instructor at 
the Natchitoches airport, ann- 
ounced recently. 

According to Breazeale, a vet- 
eran of aerial crop servicing, the 
modern airplanes can success- 
fully poison from 800 to 1000 
acres of plants per day, while 
the tractor can cover only about 
100 acres. 

In the last year, great strides 
have been made in the use of 
liquids, in the place of powdered 
insecticides, for controlling harm- 
ful insects. (Liquid insecticides 
can be successfully applied by 
plane and in velocities up to 20 
miles per hour.) 

In lieu of the need for aerial 
crop servicing pilots, Mr. Brea- 
zeale has established a crop ser- 
vicing course in conjunction with 
Northwestern. Pilots are given 
the flight instruction and ento- 
mology work necessary to suc- 
cessfully become efficient crop 
servicing pilots.

Many veterans are not receiv- 
ing return acknowledgements of 
their GI insurance dividend ap- 
plications because the cards are 
"undeliverable" by the Post Of- 
fice, Mr. Timothy J. Shea, Jr., 
Contact Representative of the 
Natchitoches Veterans Adminis- 
tration Office, reports. 

Mr. Shea said that these vet- 
erans cannot be found at the ad- 
dresses they had put down on 
their special dividend applica- 
tions. 

"We have requested veterans 
to give addresses that will be 
good for six months or more," 
the VA Representative pointed 
out. 

"However, if a veteran moves 
from the address listed on his 
dividend application, he should 
be sure to give a correct forward- 
ing address to the Post Office. 

"There is no need to notify 
VA. The Post Office will handle 
the entire matter."

"The right to decide his own 
fate is the priviledge of every 
man." Little did the author of 
this statement realize how false 
it would become in the course of 
history of the United States. 
Evidently he did not forsee our 
political and economic status 
quo. 

Let us consider for a moment 
the position of the working man 
or the common laborer in our 
economic set up. He has been 
brow-beaten by the leaders of 
organized forces to the point 
that he is merely a puppet for 
their wills. What is the force of 
criterion that causes the devo- 
tion of the coal miners to John 
L. Lewis? What prompts the un- 
breakable tie of the CIO union 
members to Philip Murray — the 
AFL union members to Green? 
Have the minds of these men 
been regimented to the point that 
they no longer have a free will: 
the right to decide their own 
fate? 

This should be an issue of 
concern to all of us as we view 
our present economic and poli- 
tical trends. Reviewing the cur- 
rent economic trend we find 
government getting a bigger and 
stronger hold on the private citi- 
zen day by day. This is due to 
a suppression of the will of the 
common man by unions and 
other organized forces. In the 
coal dispute it can be easily seen 
that the will of the common la- 
borer is not being executed. The 
coal miners, hungry and weary 
from idleness, were eager and 
willing to return to the mines. 
Having received no salary for 
many weeks, the miners were 
extremely perturbed about their 
growing debt. They also saw 
vividly and unquestionably that 
the emergency fund program of 
their leader was a farce. Yet, 
for some reason, they cling tena- 
ciously to John L. Lewis and 
his abhorrible techniques of ad- 
ministration. 

The partial settlement of the 
steel dispute revealed the eag- 
erness of that group to be at 
work again. Still, there are ap- 
proximately 75,000 steel and alu- 
minum workers idle just because 
their leaders will not accept lo- 
gical terms — terms which have 
been agreed to by most of the 
unions. Even the employees of 
Crucible Steel Company, Pitts- 
burg Steel Company, Sharon 
Steel Company ,and Allegheny- 
Ludlum Steel Corporation have 
agreed to the proposed pension 
settlements. However, because a 
few stubborn labor leaders re- 
fuse to accept these terms, 59,- 
000 employees of the named 
companies are still out on strike. 

The big maritime strike call- 
ed this week is another example 
of union control over the activi- 
ties of th eworking man. With 

the responsibility Rh?-ey - I 

the approaching seasonal slow- 
down of maritime operations, 
the workers have expressed a 
desire to make final full-time 
salaries. But, once again we find 
the desires of thousands being 
thwarted into submission by an 
unwise decision of a labor lead- 
er. 

As individual citizens we must 
accept our responsibility in pre- 
venting the execution of the ill- 
advised policies of our political 
leaders. Cannot we profit by the 
others' mistake?

This week the Demons engage the Southwestern Bulldogs in La- 
fayette. Having had an open date last week, the Northwestern 
team is setting on ready to engage their last conference foe. This 
Southwestern team is really loaded. They were considered for the 
Gulf States Conference in pre-season polls. They haven't quite lived 
up to expectations, never being able to string together a cohesive 
offensive attack with their defense. But every team has to play 
hard and furious to bring the Bulldogs into camp. Southwestern 
has one of the best lines in the conference, but for that matter, 
so has Northwestern. 

Now here is a fact that we have overlooked as the season has 
rolled on. Like any other fan, we are only human and are suscept- 
ible to the flashier of the backs. Every football season, the reader 
is bombarded with facts and figures about speedy backs swivel- 
hipping their way down the sideline of bulling their way through 
the opposition. Mention is seldom made of the persons who make 
the team tick. Ask any back who makes them go and they will 
truthfully tell .you that it is those hard-working linemen in the 
frontlines. 

They sweat, strain, and toil, not for glory to themselves, but for 
the sheer love of the game and physical contact. So seldom do they 
get their names in the resume of a game that to the average fan 
they are non-existent, mere pawns in a game of \:hess. In the case 
of the Demons, Lancaster scoots off to the right, all eyes are glued 
on him. They don't see guys like White, Hebert, Danos, Crump, 
Smith or Harper out there in front of him affording him protection.

Every time Johnny Emmons fades back to toss an aerial, he 
breathes a silent prayer that the guys up front will give him 
some more of th eprotection they have been giving him all season 
long. The big bruising tackles like Keaton, Baker, Thomas, Carter, 
Huckaby and Barnidge are bucking everything the opposition 
throws at them and giving back a little bit more. And if you'll 
notice, Johnny usually gets his protection 'til the ends can move 
downfield to position to receive his toss. 

Ever think about who takes the, worst beating of a ball club. 
It's the line of course. But did you ever stop to think who it is that 
takes the worst mauling in the line. It's the center. He has his 
head tucked etween his legs. His first assignment is to get the ball 
back to the ball carrier. Then and only then can he start to worry 
about his blocking assignment or protecting himself. The opposition 
knows he is the most vulunerable man in the line and they really 
work him over. If he makes a bad pass it usually results in a 
fumble or a loss in yardage. So they take rough going over. You 
gotta be a man to play in the line and to play in the line and to 
play center you gotta be a special sort of man. We've got a couple 
of really tough gentlemen playing the slot for us this year. J. R. 
Akins and Jack Moore take all the punishment and dish out a 
little bit more. 

These fellows have been here for a couple of seasons for the 
most part and haven't received much glory. But they are still in 
there taking the punishment and dishing it out because they love 
the game. This column votes to give the boys an orchid for their 
splendid play all season long. They deserve it. ,

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Disabled Vets 
Granted Extra 
Compensation 

Veterans with service-connect- 
ed disabilities rated 50 to 60 per- 
cent, and who have dependents, 
will receive additional allow- 
ances for their dependents ef- 
fective December 1, Mr. Timothy 
J. Shea, Contact Representative 
of the Veterans Administration 
at Natchitoches, said today. 

Previously, only veterans ra- 
ted 60 percent and up were en- 
titled to dependency allowances. 
The group rated 50 to 60 per- 
cent was made eligible by Pub- 
lic Law 339 of the 81st Congress, 
Mr. Shea said. 

In order to qualify for depen- 
dency allowances, the veterans 
must submit the usual proof of 
relationship, such as marriage 
and birth records. Where his de- 
pendents are on record with VA 
on December 1, 1949, the neces- 
sary evidence of relationship and 
dependency is furnished within 
five months from that date, the 
award will be made effective De- 
cember 1. Otherwise, the effect- 
ive date will be the date the 
evidenced is received. 

Mr. Shea said that VA is cur- 
rently reviewing the case files 
of veterans rated between 50 
and 60 percent disabled so as 
to advise them of their possible 
entitlement to dependency al- 
lowances. 

Monthly additional amounts 
for veterans disabled in war- 
time, based on 100 percent dis- 
ability, are: wife alone, $21; wife 
and one child, $35; wife and 
two children, $45.50; wife and 
three or more children, $56; one 
child (no wife), $14; two chil- 
dren, $24.50; three or more chil- 
dren, $35; one dependent parent, 
$17.50; and two dependent pa- 
rents, $35. 

Of these amounts, the veter- 
an receives the percentage his 
disability rating bears to the to- 
tal. A veteran with a 50 per- 
cent rating, for example, would 
receive half of the above rates.

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COMPULSORY ASSEMBLY? 

How to create interest in assembly programs has always been 
one of the biggest headaches facing student leaders on the campus. 
Skipping assembly is fast becoming a fad on the hill. It has grown 
to such proportions, in fact, that only a handful of students and 
faculty members were present during the first few assembly gath- 
erings held this semester. 

Such behavior is leaving the administration and stu- 
dent leaders with one of two choices; either to abolish as- 
semblies or to enforce compulsory attendance, neither of 
which is in keeping with the kind of student government 
our student leaders are attempting to promote on the cam- 
pus. 

Two of the main excuses that the students are possibly justi- 
fied in using in their defense are: 1. Assembly programs are not 
planned and are usually long winded and drab. 2. The time and 
purpose of the gathering is kept a dark secret until the program 
begins. 

As a last stand, the student leaders and administration are 
planning programs that will feature student talent. The purpose 
and time of the assembly are to be publicized well in advance of 
the programs. 

The first of these proposed programs is scheduled as a Christ- 
mas program to be held Friday, December 16. The last Christmas 
program of this sort was acclaimed by both students and faculty 
members. Students with extremely large feet received huge 
wooden shoes off the tree. Santa presented the President with a 
mop wig to cover his bald head. Everyone got into the spirit of 
the thing. A committee is earnestly at work planning such an af- 
fair for this year. 

We are proud that we have the privilege of deciding whether 
or not an assembly is worthy of our presence. This privilege has 
been abused in the past, possibly in part, because students were 
not informed in advance what was to take place.

Why are we so quick to criticize 
and so hesitant to express our 
more gentle reflections? Maybe 
its because a "feeling" is hard 
to describe. Can you explain 
how you feel when you pause a 
moment on the library steps to 
wonder how many autumn 
leaves have swirled about the 
columns — or when you hear a 
torrent of music pouring out a 
practice room window — or when

SEASON WITH TWO STRAIGHT WINS 



Maybe the season is too young 9 
to judge the Demon basketball 
squad yet, but after two games, 
the Purple and White has a per- 
fect 2 and record. It seems 
that Coach Prather has done it 
again, for the 37th time, and has 
a team which will rival that of 
last year when the Demon cagers 
won the Gulf States Conference 
crown, and went to the quarter- 
finals of the NAIB tournament 
at Kansas City. 

In the opening tilt of the sea- 
son, the big, fast, and accurate 
Demons trampled the Barksdale 
Air Force Skyraiders, 111-47. 
Coac hPrather says the records 
sho wthat this is not even a rec- 
ord for the gym; this is not the 
first high-scoring quintet to play 
on the hill. Though they start- 
ed off slow, and were ragged in 
backing up shots, the Demons 
soon found the range, and had 
the game wrapped up at the 
half. Claude (Jodie) Stoutamire 
hit the net for 28 points, taking 
high-scoring honors for the night. 
He was followed by Herschel 
McConathy with 16, Johnny Mc- 
Conathy with 14, and Artie Ra- 
new, who sank 6 goals for 12 
points. Tops for the losing Sky 
Raiders was Krajefska, who 
chipped in 20 points with a long, 
lazy left-hand push-shot, and 
Blanco, who scored 10 points. 

The second game, played a- 
gainst the Texaco Town Team 
Monday night, proved tougher 
for the Demon team, and was a 
real battle all the way, the 
Northwestern cagers winning by 
a narrow margin, 70 to 66. This 
is understandable when you read 
the names of some of the play- 
ers for the Independent Texaco 
team. They included Simmons, 
star center; Joe Bill Adcock of 
Coushatta, who played varstiy 
center for the L. S. U. Tigers 
during his college days; Bernard 
Waggoner, one of the main-stays 
of last year's Demon champion- 
ship team; Ocie Richie, one of 
the all-time greats of Northwest- 
ern; and others, each a star in 
his own right. Although all 
these men showed flashes of 
brilliance, the speed, endurance, 
and teamwork of the Collegians 
proved too much for the Inde- 
pendents, who visibly tired dur- 
ing the last half. 

The Demons were paced by 
Johnny McConathy, who scored 
24 points on 11 field goals and 



2 charity shots; Stoutamire, who 
had a bad night, netted only 14 
points, which was good for sec- 
ond place. Bates with 12, and 
Ouzts with 10 were the other 
high scorers. Adcock garnered 
18 for the losers' top effort, fol- 
lowed by Simmons with 15. 
Waggoner, who was closely 
guarded, scored only 3 points. 

McConathy, who is a Junior, 
will be back next year, and on 
the basis of his sterling perform- 
ance against Texaco, looks like 
a good bet to fill the shoes of i 
Stoutamire, who completes his 
career this year.

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That the American people still hold a high regard for the 
existence of a democracy was well witnessed by the reaction, both 
emotion and physical, throughout the nation when Jefferson 
Military Academy, a small private school in Natchez, Mississippi, 
placed it's ideals over the supremacy attitude of a millionaire — 
even though the supremacy attitude was backed by an offer of $50 
million dollars at a time when the school was bankrupt. 

The school turned down the money offered by mil- 
lionaire Judge George W. Armstrong because of the 
stipulation that "the true principles of Jeffersonian de- 
mocracy and the Constitution, Christianity, and the su- 
periority of the Anglo-Saxon and Latin-American 
races" be taught. 

Out of the nation-wide protest caused by the offer have 
come several small and large contributions to the school, amount- 
ing to more than $5000, bringing the school well on the way to 
freedom from it's bankruptcy. 

Acceptance of the S50 million would have sky- 
rocketed the tiny school, with 48 students, to approxi- 
mately the third largest endowed educational institu- 
tion in the U. S. 

One of the basic tenets of our constitution calls for just such 
action as this in such a case. Fifteen years after the first colony 
was established in the United States, the people organized local 
schools — under local control only — to avoid the educational tyranny 
encountered in the old countries. True, at first, the schools were 
not entirely free to teach what they chose — and perhaps a bit of 
that tyranny was carried over into the first American educational 
system. Since that time, however, countless educators have stud- 
ied and evolved methods to prevent the existence of an educational 
heirarchy in the United Stales. At the present they are fighting 
the same thing in denouncing federal aid. 

The work of these men has not been kept secluded — stuck 
back in education professional journals. It has been conveyed to 
the American public, both through the schools and through such 
organizations as the Parent-Teacher Association, until they are as 
aware of the existing danger to democratic education as are the 
educators themselves. Small examples of political influence and 
heirarchy in school systems are to be found here and there through- 
out the United States — some of them seeming to work better than 
othrs, depending on the power of the officials backing them and 
the lack of information about them offered the public. Once, 
however, the public does know the actual situation, usually the 
same thing happens that did in the Jefferson case. 

It is thus evident that dictatorship is not the vogue in Am- 
erican education systems and that it has yet a long way to go be- 
fore getting the upper hand.

Let us turn our attention at 
this time to an international is- 
sue which is currently being con- 
sidered at the meeting of the At- 
lantic Pact Military Committee 
in Paris. Should Germany be 
rearmed? Pre-meeting attitudes 
indicate that there will be much 
argument on this question — 
equally pro and con. 

At an Army consultation meet- 
ing in Frankfurt early this week 
Defense Secretary Louis John- 
son reiterated President Tru- 
man's statement that "the United 
States has no intention to rearm 
Germany". General Omar N. 
Bradley, Joint Chiefs of Staff 
chairman, quickly added, "at this 
time." Prominent Americans 
favoring the rearmament of 
Western Germany include: Gen- 
eral Lucius D. Clay, former Am- 
erican Military Governor in Ger- 
many; Senator Elmer Thomas 
(D.-Okla.) of the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee, who has 
just returned from a comprehen- 
sive study of Western Europe; 
Representative Joseph Pfeiffer 
(D.-N. Y.) in Berlin for the 
House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee who said "by all means" Ger- 
many should be rearmed. 

Our military leaders and plan- 
ners, of course, say that it is 
only feasible that we rearm 
Western Germany. To substan- 
tiate their opinions, they point 
to what Russia is doing with her 
sector of Germany and the ulti- 
mate outcome. They ask what 
is the logic in not taking this 
next necessary step after reap- 
proving the Marshall Plan assur- 
ing 5.8 billion dollars for West- 
ern Europe, after*ratifying the 
Atlantic Pact and providing 1.3 
billion dollars for military aid, j 
after financing and executing | 



the expensive and extensive air 
lift. 

The Russians, after failing to 
unite Germany in such a way 
that they would have complete 
control, tried to force us out of 
Berlin. Having failed there they 
are now trying to outbid us for 
Germany — and are apparently 
well out in front. The Germans 
want a united Germany free of 
outside governing and political 
forces. This the Russians have 
promised. They have made of 
the East German police force a 
national army of about 125,000 
men fully equipped for modern 
warfare. With military conscrip- 
tion promised to the Germans 
next spring, their army will be 
expanded to about 360,000 train- 
ed men. Of course, this well- 
equipped German army has at 
the top Russians in command. 

Our military leaders maintain 
that we cannot hope to defend 
Europe from the Russians with- 
out a German army. Their plan 
is not to make of Western Ger- 
many a separate, independent 
army to be feared by the rest of 
allied Europe, but to establish a 
West German army integrated 
with the whole of the Western 
Union. The Generals say that 
surely, rearmament of Germany, 
much after the pattern of the 
Russian established German 
army having at the top command 
American leaders, is the next 
logical step in our defense of 
Wesetrn Europe.

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Psychiatrist Explains Kilroy Fad 

(From the April 16, 1947, issue of the 
DESERT AIRMAN, Tuscon, Arizona.) 



No person or product has ever 
been as well publicized as Kil- 
roy. Lana Turner, Lifebuoy, 
even the atom bomb, have not 
received such promotion. Stra- 
tegic advertising places (like 
washrooms) were monopolized. 
Every seaport, airport, whistle 
stop and bus station announces 
it's inclusion in Kilroy's itiner- 
ary. No spot on earth is too 
high, too low, cold, wet, or radio- 
active, that someone doesn't get 
the urge to forge the name of 
Kilroy. 

One man, Francis J. Kilroy, of 
Everett, Mass., capitalized on his 
name, giving lectures at club 
meetings. A brief synopsis of 
his claimancy to Kilroy's origin 
goes as follows: He was a cor- 
poral attending an air force 
school a few years ago when he 
was hospitalized. Being a like- 
able fellow, he had friends. One 
of them began writing "Kilroy 
will be here in five days", "Kil- 
roy will be here in four days", 
and so on. Finally, "Kilroy is 
here". 

Other stories circulated with 
the theme of an escaping English 
or American flyer, writing taunts 
for the Nazis at his heels. The 
list of plots and incidents doubt- 
less will grow with time, with 
the possibility that Kilroy will 
end up a greater hero than Ser- 
geant York or General Patton. 
There is even greater danger 
that he will rival Santa Claus if 
parents are not careful. 

One psychiatrist has this to 
say on the "why" of the Kilroy 
contagion. "Our society makes 
people feel they have little per- 
sonal identity, that they are sim- 
ply cogs in the vast machine of 
the world; and today, in addi- 
tion, they are beset by endless 
worries and fears "Writing "Kil- 
roy" gives them a feeling of 
identifying themselves with a 
heroic figure." 

In conclusion, will there be a 
conclusion? A recent report tells 
of fresh markings on the walls 
of a university corridor, reading, 
"Kilroy hie erat". Since Latin 
is a dead language, perhaps some 
optimism may be felt.

VETS MUST APPLY 
TO VA TO OBTAIN 
MEDICAL CARE 

Veterans with service-connect- 
ed disabilities seeking home- 
town medical care must first ob- 
tain approval from their nearest 
Veterans Administration Region- 
al office— if they expect the VA 
to pay for the treatment. 

An increasing number of 
claims for reimbursement have

come to the VA Board of Ap- 
peals from veterans who failed 
to obtain VA approval before go- 
ing to their home-town doctor 
for treatment. 

Except in those cases where it 
was found that emergency treat- 
ment for a service-connected dis- 
ability had been necessary, the 
claims have been disallowed. 

Even in emergency cases, VA 
emphasized, it is necessary to re- 
ceive Regional Office approval. 
Some leeway, however, is allow- 
ed for requesting approval in 
emergency cases. 

Veterans who are hospitalized 
for emergency treatment with a 
service-connected disability are 
required to request approval 
within 72 hours after they have 
been hospitalized. Those given 
emergency treatment on an out- 



patient basis must have their 
request in writing at the Region- 
al Office within 15 days after 
such treatment is begun. 

The VA cautioned that ap- 
proval cannot be given on either 
emergency or non-emergency re- 
quests for home-town medical 
treatment if a VA hospital or

find no smoking signs in the 
auditoruim, in dressing rooms, 
on stage, and practice rooms in 
the Fine Arts building.

Teachers For Term 

The local chapter of The Am- 
erican Association of University 
Professors has undertaken as one 
of its projects for the year the 
evaluation of instruction on the 
Northwestern State campus. 

Dr. W. S. Erwin, president of 
NSC chapter, appointed a com- 
mittee composed of Dr. Carolyn 
E. Bock, chairman; Mr. Guy Ne- 
som, Dr. John S. Kyser, Mr. 
Ralph Combs and Dr. Leo A1I- 
britton, to prepare an evaluation 
sheet to be used in determining 
the success of performance of the 
classroom teacher. This commit- 
tee, assisted by a student com- 
mittee composed of Gabe Bar- 
kate, Dennis McMullan and Luke 
Petrovitch, devised a sheet which 
was presented to the local chap- 
ter, approved and explained at 
an open meeting to other faculty 
members interested in cooperat- 
ing in such a project. 

The sheet is a series of state- 
ments falling under the general 
classification of Academic Pro- 
ficiency, classroom procedures, 
evaluating achievement, relations 
with students, and personal 
traits. A rating scale from one, 
indicating "superior" to five, in- 
dicating "poor" will be used in 
marking each of the statements. 
There will be opportunity for 
writing suggestions regarding 
the course if the instructor and 
student so wish. 

The instructor making use of 
this teaching guage will distri- 
bute the sheet to their classes at 
the last regular class meeting. 
The student will mark them and 
turn them in unsigned. The

Dear Sir: 

It has been mentioned to me 
by a great number of students 
who are interested in Student 
Government at Northwestern 
State that the minutes of both 
the Student Council and Student 
Senate meetings have not been 
published in the Current Sauce, 
official student body publication, 
as is required by the Constitu- 
tion. 

The Constitution states: 
Article III, Section 4. "The Stu- 
dent Senate shall publish its 
minutes in the official student 
newspaper next published af- 
ter each meeting." 
Article VI, Section I, subsection 
d. "The secretary of the as- 
sociation shall keep the rec- 
ords and minutes of the Stu- 
dent Association and the Stu- 
dent Council in permanent 
and regular form, and shall 
" submit same to the official 
student newspaper next pub- 
lished after each meeting for 
publication." 

The former quote from the 
Student Association organ of 
government states clearly and 
precisely that the mintes SHALL 
be published, and in the latter 
the Constitution states that the 
minutes shall be submitted, but 
to my knowledge, and in a spe- 
cial interview with you, you told 
me the minutes were in question 
at one time, but since then have 
not even been submitted to your 
office. This is in direct viola- 
tion to the Constitution of wheh 
the officers of the student body 
took an oath to uphold. 

As to whether there is room 
in the official publication of the 
student body to run these min- 
utes is irrelevent. The fact re- 
mains that in past years the min" 
utes have been run, and the 



constitution clearly states that 
due consideration should be giv- 
en to the council's meetings, and 
the senate minutes SHALL be 
published. 

As to whose fault this is, I 
have no definite information, 
but I think that the descrepancy 
should be remedied.

VIEWS 
of the 
NEWS

The attention of practically 
everyone who is interested in 
World news is currently center- 
ed on the Far Eastern crisis, 
namely, that of China. Although 
the area is far removed from our 
continental boundary, the issues 
involved hold tremendous signi- 
ficance for us. What are we to 
do about our policy toward 
China? 

Surely this is a complex prob 
lem — politically as well as eco 
nomically. First of all we must 
cope with the fact that there is 
no longer "A" China, but two 
Chinese countries. This has been 
apparent for some time, but was 
made quite evident in the past 
few days by the recognition of 
Red China by another of the 
supposedly four great powers. 
We are now confronted with 
these two countries, each seek- 
ing, to some degree, our sanction 
and support. The English gov- 
ernment has formally recognized 
Red China. Should we likewise 
acknowledge this newly formed 
China? 

Certainly there are two schools 
of thought on this issue. There 
are those who feel that we 
should recognize Red China be- 
cause it would be a sound eco- 
nomic step. The proponents of 
this idea maintain that we can 
only further our bankruptcy by 
continuing to aid Nationalist 
China, because the efforts will 
be futile short of actual war a- 
gainst the Chinese Reds and pos- 
sibly Russia. 

This brings us to the argu- 
ments of those opposing recog- 
nition of Red China. They main- 
tain that it is politically expedi- 
ent that we help the Nationals 
hold the island of Formosa a- 
gainst the Reds. Led by Sena- 
tor Knowland of California, this 
group advocated the absolute ne- 
cessity of the United States to] 
hold Formosa as part of our 
Western Pacific defense. Of 
course the military leaders read- 
ily see the importance of the is- 
land as the apex of the trian- 
gular defense of all American 
interests in the Pacific. Certain- 
ly anyone who has any know- 
ledge of military problems can I 
see the tremendous importance 
of Formosa in the event of war 
with the Reds — either Chinese or 
Soviet. Therefore, the policy we 
take toward the Chinese crisis 
and the holding of Formosa must 
be determined by our possibility 
of war. If, as some maintain, 
war is inevitable, certainly we] 
should aid the Nationalists and 
hold the island of Formosa. Its 
strategic position can be seen 
easily by the mere layman who 
looks at the map of the Pacific. 

The policy of the State De-j 
partment toward China has cer-l 
tainly not been very comprehen- 
sive and satisfactory. In a wire- 
service report dated January 3, 
1950, carrying extracts of the 
State Department Document sent 
to Department personnel on 23 
December, 1949, they announced 
"Formosa has no special military 
significance". If this is the ac- 
curate attitude of our State De- 
partment, just why was Dr. Jes- 
sup sent on a slow-boat-to- 
China, and why are the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff going to consult 
with General MacArthur in Feb- 
ruary? As many of the other 
acts of our administration, these 
are post-mortem activities.

Too, weird impressions 
of fear were heard over the air 
when the sound effect man had 
to produce the sound of a wo- 
man, buried alive, trying to beat 
her way out of the coffin and 
grave. To produce the under- 
ground effect, a member of the 
cast rested in a box and beat on 
its walls, giving violent shrieks 
to make the tragedy seem real. 

A softly opening door to be 
followed by a violent slam for 
"The Purloined Letter" called 
for the least planning in their 
already not-too-difficult task. An 
actor simply opened a door slow- 
ly and slammed it. 

In "The Case of Madame Val- 
damar" sprung the need of a 
dead woman's voice actually 
speaking as a result of "mess- 
merism". The actress simply 
lowered her voice in weakened 
form and sighed her pleas to the 
quack in a pint jar, milk ex- 
tracted. 

Next Thursday will bring the 
sixth in a series of the Poe mys- 
teries. Carr has been receiving 
numerous compliments on a cam-

Such presentations are 
aired weekly from the Yellow 
Room of the Fine Arts Building 
by remote control from the local 
town station. Their next show 
will be "The Case of the Oblong 
Box".

FOR VETS 

Q — I was discharged after World 
War II without a service- 
connected disability. Recent- 
ly, I suffered a back injury 
in an accident whcih re- 



quires out-patient treatment. 
Will VA furnish such treat- 
ment? 

A — Since you do not have a ser- 
vice-connected disability, VA 
cannot give you out-patient 
treatment under the law. 
Such treatment is available 
only to veterans who have 
service - connected disabili- 
ties. 

Q — After my discharge from 
World War II, I surrendered 
my $10,000 National Service 
Life Insurance converted po- 
licy for the cash value. I 
have re-enlisted, and want 
insurance again. Am I eli- 
gible? 

A — Yes. Application for new 
NSLI may be made while 
you are in active service. 

Q — I am an honorably discharg- 
ed World War I veteran. 
Will Veterans Administra- 
tion give me legal advice on 
my domestic troubles with ' 
my wife? 

A — VA is not authorized to give ! 
legal advice regarding per- 1 
sonal problems. If you are ' 
in need of such advice, you 
should see an attorney or i 
contact your local bar asso- 
ciation. 

Q — If my brother, a World War 
II veteran, is admitted to a 
VA hospital, will his rela- 
tives be allowed to visit him 



while he is in the hospital. 
A— Yes. All VA hospitals have 
special hours set aside each 
day for visitors, the same 
as civilian hospitals.

The teacher was Charles C. 
Peterson, world's fancy shot 
champion, who challenged his 
audience to "show me a shot I 
c an't make", as he opened the 



best-stocked bag of billiard tricks 
ever collected by one player. 

The "dollar shot" served as an 
example of Peterson's cue wiz- 
ardy-skill that requires one of 
the most delicate strokes in the 
game. Pete stood a silver dol- 
lar on end between two pieces 



of billiard chalk. The pieces of 
chalk are about one-quarter of 
an inch apart. Pete then stroked 
the dollar to the far cushion, 
from whence it rolled back right 
through the two pieces of chalk. 

His fancy shots number about 
550, but they are only incidental 
to his purpose. What he wants 
to do — and what he has been do- 
ing successfully for the past 
twenty-five years — is to teach 
beginners that billiards is an 
easy sport to learn and easy to 
play.

Economist Tells Businessmen To Attend 
To Business, Stop Baiting Other Groups 

"Businessmen can contribute more to the American way of life 
by staying at home and attending to their business than they can 
by hurling charges at farmers and laborers and making trips to 
Baton Rouge and Washington in the interest of pet projects". 

That's the statement made by Dr. Arthur A. Smith, professor 
of economics and chairman of the economics department at South- 
ern Methodist University in Dallas, Texas, at the annual banquet- 
meeting of the Natchitoches chamber of commerce held Tuesday 
night in the beautifullly decorated main dining hall of Northwest- 
ern State college. 

"All of us, average Americans, 
can do a great deal to retain de- 
mocracy, to preserve the Ameri- 
can way of life, by our own be- 
havior", said Dr. Smith. He 
pointed out that the American 
was doing more to push us, this 
country, into socialism than all 
the Communists and other ism- 
baited organizations in the coun- 
try. 

"The farmer wants price sup- 
ports, the laborer wants more 
social security, veterans want 
more bonuses and all groups 
want their share out of govern- 
ment", said the professor. 

Dr. Smith added that chamber 
of commerce meetings are in the 
main attended by business and 
professional men who charge 
that the farmer is getting too 
much, labor is unbearable, when 
in reality they should take a 
good look at themselves.

benefit. They are a confidential 
statement by the student for the 
teacher only. They will not 
reach department heads, deans 
or the president.

Their purpose 
is an educational one: an oppor- 
tunity for analysis on the part 
of the student, a check-up for 
the professor. 

This is a tentative instrument 
subject to modification and 
changes.

S. U. and Harvard where he was 
considered an outstanding stu- 
dent. At Harvard his record 
w as an undeviating "A".

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TEACHER EVALUATION 

The majority of the students polled in a recent survey con- 
cerning the teacher evaluation were of the opinion that it was 
of little or no value at all. 

Without a doubt the views of the students were somewhat in- 
fluenced by one unfortunate incident where a professor used the 
evaluation sheet as an aid in making out final grades. Another 
factor entering into their general outlook on the program was the 
attitude of the instructors, who gave the students the impression 
that the forms were more or less a little chore that was expected 
to be taken care of as a matter of course. 

Students expressed the opinion that only the best teachers al- 
lowed themeslves to be graded although 66 teachers did apply for 
and pass out the sheets to their classes. 

The majority of the professors were in favor of the free-criti- 
cism sheets but were somewhat dismayed at the high grades stu- 
dents posted for them. Dr. Carolyn Bock, chairman of the teacher 
evaluation committee on the campus, was well pleased with 'the 
interest and outcome of the tests. She said that the teachers were 
particularly impressed with the evaluations submitted by upper- 
classmen. The Juniors and Seniors tended to take the matter 
seriously. 

Regardless of what point of view the teachers take toward the 
evaluation, the sheets are for their benefit. Students evaluate 
them every day orally and mentally. The sheets afford a very 
easy and efficient method for them to find their strong points and 
weaknesses.

The American people, who so 
often let things of tremendous 
importance pass with little or 
no thought, are guilty again. Be- 
ing discussed and voted in Con- 
gress this week is an issue which 
should (but hasn't) claim the at- 
tention of all — especially those 
who are interested in the De- 
mocracy we supposedly have. 
That issue is the method of elect- 
ing the president and vice-presi- 
dent of the U. S. Having high 
school delegates debating this 
same issue here today adds an 
extra significance. 

There are three principal 
schools of thought on this ques- 
tion: that which advocates 
complete abolishment of the 
electoral colleger that which 
desires a moderate revision; 
and thai which defends the 
status quo. There is much to 
be said for each of the systems. 
However, the one which seems 
most logical is that proposed 
by Senator Langer in Senate 
Joint Resolution 10. 

In this plan the expensive and 
unequally demopratic convention 
method of nominating candidates 
for president and vice-president 
would be abolished. The can- 
didates would be selected by 
popular primary election 
in June of the election year, let- 
ting the U. S. public vote their 
choice of candidate for the re- 
spective parties. Those candi- 
dates receiving the greatest ag- 
gregate vote would be the of- 
ficial candidate for their party 
in the general election to be held 
in November. Then the candi- 
date who has the greatest aggre- 
gate number of popular votes is 
the elected official. 

Through this system the peo- 
ple of the U. S. are given a di- 
rect voice in choosing their na- 
tional leaders. It abolishes the 
unfair practice that has been ef- 
fective nearly 150 years in our 
government. The farce known 
as the electoral college is des- 
troyed, and the possibility of a 
minority president is made ex- 
tinct. The Langer plan removes 
the present possibility of over 
15 million votes registering ab- 
solutely nothing in a presidential 
election. Another ill of the elec- 
toral college system which would 
be remedied by this plan is sec- 
tional voting. 

Every vote cast in the election 
would register an effect on the 
final outcome, whereas now, 
many people cannot even vote 
due to the region of their resi- 
dence, and countless others are 
not even considered for the same 
reason. Another advantage to 
be cited for abolishment of the 
electoral college is that it would 
make possible the election of a 
president from any of the smal- 
ler states which might have a 
better qualified candidate. 

The other system of change is 
found in S. J. Res. 2. known as 
the Lodge plan. Although bet- 
ter than the status quo, this plan 
does not remove the many ills 
of the current system. It only 
removes the physical electoral 
college while keeping the same 
theoretical plan. It divides the 
electoral count proportionately 
to the popular vote. This seems 
fair enough at first sight, but 
further examination reveals the 
gross deficiency in our electoral 
count. 

With the possibility of one of 
these plans being efffected, it

Some of the most successful peo- 
ple and influential leaders I 
know finished college." 

"Aha! They finished college 

should be the duty of all to 
study them and do his or her 
part in adopting a new system 
of electing our president and 
vice-president. 



but are they educated? Are they 
capable of applying what they 
learned to life's problems? The 
divorce rate, the national debt 
and the eminence of World 
War III fairly shouts the answer. 
It is agreed that from the col- 
leges come our leaders but how 
INTELLIGENT is tWir leader- 
ship?" 

"Well Ghost, why get so 
excited about it? We are just 
a little ole school way down 
here in the south.

"Think what it would mean 
if every graduate that has 
ever gone from this school 
had done the very best job • 
he or she could do of becom- 
ing educated.

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Students Say Teacher Evaluation 
Worthwhile Project In Recent Poll

"Judging of professors is done 
everyday in the classroom, but 
for the first time students were 
given the chance to express their 
opinion on paper instead of in 
the Student Center", remarked 
Miss Julienne Martin, assistant 
professor of speech, on the re- 
cent installation of a teacher e- 
valuation system from the stu- 
dent viewpoint. 

After many hours of consulta- 
tion, conferences, and debate the 
examination was finally made 
out, and distributed to the teach- 
ers that wished to use them. 
From a teacher-student poll of 
the results, the following co-cen- 
sus of opinion was drawn. 

From the student viewpoint 
the test was a worthwhile pro- 
ject. However, several different 
opinions were expressed on the 
use, lack of use, and on other 
problems encountered in such a 
project. 

The most prevalent opinion 
found concerned the lack of use 
by the professors that were con- 
sidered to most need it. The 
students held the belief that only 
the teachers who are continu-

ously seeking to improve their 
teaching methods utilized the 
test. 

Many students doubted the in- 
tegrity of the evaluation because 
of the lack of student qualifica- 
tion to judge those more highly 
educated than themselves. 

A majority of students thought 
that some of the questions of the 
examination needed clarification. 
Others believed that several of 
the questions were repetitious. 
To this was added that the ques- 
tions were too broad and should 
be broken down into definite 
traits. 

Others found that some ques- 
tions did not apply to all cour- 
ses. For example, the question 
on testing; some courses, they 
feel, do not need numerous tests 
while others might. 

Various students wished to ex- 
press themselves more fully and 
wanted to be allowed to give 
suggestions for change. 

Although the primary purpose 
of the evaluation was for the 
personal use of the teacher in 
discovering his good and bad 
habits, a small minority of the 
students felt that the examina- 
tion should be made compulsory. 
As argument to this, others 
thought that only those teachers 
that wished to change would use 
the evaluation sheets in the be- 
ginning. 

Some held the opinion that ef- 
fective use of the sheets was 
minimized by the injection of 
personal prejudices into certain 
answers. 

All the remarks, however, 
were not malicious. Many stu- 
dents felt the tests were well 
used. 

It was reported that effective 
use of the sheets is already ap- 
parent in some of the depart- 
ments. Some students were a- 
pathetic in their feeling toward 
the evaluation, holding no opi- 
nion either way. 

On the average, most of the 
professors interviewed found the 
evaluation beneficial. Sugges- 
tions of improvements were 
made on several points. 

The one of these most under 
discussion was the question con- 
cerning disturbing manerisms 
could be considered distracting. 

Some professors expressed the 
wish to be able to speak to the 
students and ask for suggestions 
and help. 

Those professors that have 
been teaching for many years 
found the evaluation helpful in 
making alterations on their "old 
style" way of instruction. 

Many found that too great a 
number of answers were incon- 
sistent. This they believe, is be- 
cause the student did not care- 
fully read the questions. As a 
reason for this, the belief was 
expressed that the evaluation 
was given at a bad time; being 
followed by a final examination. 



One professor thought that an 
evaluation would be more help- 
ful at mid-semester. 

When asked if they believed 
that the evaluation should be 
continued, the answer was in 
the majority "yes". The reason 
for this was that repetition will 
make a teacher more conscious 
of a need and that it would also 
show improvement or lack, as 
the case may be. 

Although some students held 
the belief that the answers would 
be according to grades, this prov- 
ed false by the professors when 
the results were polled. Very 
little correlation was found be- 
tween the student grades and 
answers. 

Although student and profes- 
sor opinions differed highly on 
some phases of the evaluation 
program, the majority agreed 
that it was a good project and 
that in the future it might prove 
a great help in ameliorating both 
teaching methods and campus 
life as a whole.

Vets Earnings Reports 
For Last Year Due at 
Regional Office Soon 

Louisiana veterans taking GI 
Bill institutional on-farm train- 
ing were reminded today that 
reports of their 1949 earnings are 
due at Veterans Administration 
Regional Offices in Shreveport 
or New Orleans by March 1, 
1950. 

Failure to submit the reports 
before the deadline may result 
in suspension of subsistence pay- 
ments to veterans concerned, VA 
said. 

The earnings reports — covering 
only income from productive la- 
bor for the calendar year 1949 — 
are used by VA as the basis for 
adjusting each veteran's sussist- 
ence for the current year (1950). 

The annual earnings report is 
based upon farm accounting rec- 
ords kept by the veteran trainee 
as part of his course of instruc- 
tion. Veterans generally receive 
assistance from their instructors 
in closing their books for the 
past year, and in transferring 
data to the VA form. 

Farm trainees received neces- 
sary VA Forms (Form No. 
7-1922) early this -year. 



VA Information 

Questions and Answers 

Q — I was discharged after 
World War II without a service- 
connected disability. Recently, I 
suffered a back injury in an ac- 
cident which requires out-patient 
treatment. Will VA furnish such 
treatment? 

A — Since you do not have a 
service-connected disability, VA 
cannot give you out-patient 
treatment under the law. Such 
treatment is available only to 
veterans who have service-con- 
nected disabilities. 

Q — After my discharge from 
World War II, I surrendered my 
SIO.OOO National Service Life In- 
surance and converted policy for 
the cash value. I have re-en- 
listed, and want insurance again. 
Am I eligible? 

A — Yes Application for new 
NSLI may be made while you 
are in active service. 

Q — I am an honorably dis- 
charged World War I veteran. 
Will Veterans Administration 
give me legal advice on my do- 
mestic troubles with my wife? 

A — VA is not authorized to 
give legal advice regarding per- 
sonal problems. If you are in 
need of such advice, you should 
see an attorney or contact your 
local bar association. 

Q — If my brother, a World 
War II veteran, is admitted to a 
VA hospital, will his relatives

be allowed to visit him while he 
s in the hospital? 

A — Yes. All VA hosptals have 
special hours set aside each day 
for visitors, the same as civilian 
hospitals.

The collaboration of the Bap- 
tist hospital in Alexandria with 
the Northwestern State college 
school of nursing was announced 
today by Dr. H. H. McBride of 
Winnfield, chairman of the board 
of trustees of the Central Lou- 
isiana institution, and Dr. G. W. 
McGinty, acting president of 
Northwestern. 

According to Dr. George T. 
Walker, dean of the school of 
applied arts and sciences, the 
students in the Baptist hospital 
transferred to Northwestern at 
the beginning of the Spring se- 
mester. He pointed out that 
they will return to the hospital 
for a two-year period of clinical 
instruction nursing next Septem- 
ber, and upon completion of the 
three-year program they will 
have credit towards a bachelors 
degree. Under the agreement 
the students may return to 
Northwestern for an additional 
year for a B. S. degree in nur- 
sing. 

In commenting on the new af- 
filiation with Northwestern, Dr. 
McBride stated that it was the 
feeling of the board and admini- 
strative officials that the new 
program would enable the Cen- 
tral Louisiana institution to make 
a greater contribution to the 
health needs of the area served. 

Here at Northwestern Presi- 
dent McGinty placed special em- 
phasis on the importance of the 
affiliation to the college since he 
regarded the Baptist hospital to 
be one of the outstanding in- 
stitutions in the entire South. 

The hospital is providing 
scholarships to the students who 
have transferred, and will give 
a minimum of 30 scholarships 
in September to qualified high 
school graduates who are inter- 
ested in the study of nursing.

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NATIONAL BROTHERHOOD WEEK 

It is indeed gratifying to note that a few progressive thinkers 
among the student body of this campus are not only awakening, 
but are beginning to express themselves about the dangers of re- 
ligious and racial prejudices.- These are the few to which this edi- 
torial, written in dedication of Brotherhood Week (February 19-26), 
is directed. 

These are the persons who realize what intolerance, bigotry, 
and hate are costing us in national relations, and, closer to home, 
in federal expenditures. 

Communist propaganda thrives on American prejudice, for in 
no other phase of life do we display such a weakness as in our 
social treatment of certain races and religious groups. 

The cost of our local and national governments is staggering. 
Segregation is by no means an inexpensive solution. 

An Eastern philosopher once wrote, "I met a hundred men on 
my way to Delhi and all of them were my brothers." Such true 
tolerance is rare. Most of us are prone to condemn racial and re- 
ligious prejudices, believe that we actually are tolerant. Why, 
most of us say, look at George Washington Carver— there was a 
well-educated, intelligent man. There are those among us who 
have conversed with an Irish-Catholic priest and have found that 
he had a surprisingly good sense of humor and was actually broad- 
minded when you got to know him. 

This sort of tolerance is not tolerance at all, but a sort of hide- 
ous form of nervous condescension that arises from a feeling of in- 
ferority or a sense of inadequacy. The cure for this disease? The 
cure, which cannot be a rapid one, is a definite change of attitude. 
The medicine is bitter to taste, so the doses will, of necessity, be 
small. Attitudes change slowly, even among people of good will. 

People, we must learn, are people, and must be judged on a 
common basis as good, bad, or indifferent, in spite of their beliefs 
or color. If this attitude ever becomes universal, prejudice will 
automatically vanish, and we will have learned to live and work 
together as a unit, facing each other and the world honestly and 
fearlessly. 

This struggle for peace and harmony among men, like charity, 
must begin at home. Remember Brotherhood Week. Remember 
it and practice it.

VIEWS 
of the 
NEWS

When one stops to think, he 
realizes that there has rarely 
been such a thing as a profit- 
able dispute or a profitable war. 
When an argument degenerates 
into a feud, both sides are likely 
to suffer. And if there is any- 
thing that will undermine the 
stability of a nation, it is the in- 
ability to equate problems and 
situations. 

In such a predicament is the 
coal industry of this country. It 
has been plagued by a continu- 
ing clash of strong wills. Minor 
differences which could have 
been settled with a small a 
mount of good will, have become 
formidable obstacles. The min 
ers have suffered for lack of 
steady wages, the mine owners 
have felt the pinch of diminish- 
ing returns, and the public has 
probably felt: "A plague to both 
your lots." 

It seems that the question of 
the right to bargain or the right 
to disagree does not enter into 
it. The main point has to do 
with the coal industry itself. It 
stands to reason that the gov- 
ernment cannot compel citizens 
to go down into the earth to dig 
for coal — at least not for long. 
Neither can the government 
force the coal operators to pay 
a given scale of wages. But if 
coal is not produced, the country 
at large will have to develop an- 
other source of fuel, causing 
many citizens to suffer during 
the change-over. Much of the 
industry of the United States is 
geared to coal as a fuel. There 
is also the undeniable fact that 
a large percentage of the homes 
and buildings in this country are 
heated by coal. But its import- 
ance is gradually diminishing. 

Of course, some people have 
counted coal out of the indus- 
trial picture much too soon. It 
is still essential to the country's 
productive economy. The pres- 
ent hoped-for revival in business 
depends to a large extent on 
continued production in lines 
which cannot do without coal. 
The jobs of many citizens will 
be jeopardized if coal stocks de- 
cline considerably. So the im- 
portance of coal still holds a 
relatively high position. 

At the same time, though, 
there have been steady inroads 
of oil and natural gas in the in- 
dustrial picture — mostly because 
of labor strife and mounting 
prices in the coal fields. In oth- 
er words, coal is in a way pric- 
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ing itself out of the national 
market as a fuel. 

It is suspected that both sides 
in the coal dispute are aware of 
all this. But they are so con- 
cerned with personal prestige, so 
involved in emotional factors, 
that they cannot bring themsel- 
ves to see the forest because of 
the trees. 

Some hold that the govern- 
ment can fix all this trouble. Of 
course, that is ridiculous. There 
are limits to what the govern- 
ment can do even in cases af- 
fecting the welfare of the major- 
ity. Non-cooperation has become 
a mighty weapon. But a rever- 
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sal in the current policy and 
tactics will certainly reap a pro- 
fitable harvest. It might be well 
to remember that even the will 
of a dictator can be defeated if 
the mass of population decides 
to defy the authority. And this 
country is not a dictatorship — 
yet.

The Barter Theatre players of

From there, the play mov- 
ed at a fast and constant pace 
to the final curtain. 

No actor stood far above his 
fellows. The Hart-Kaufman 
characters contribute a measured 
portion to the total effect of the 
production. Each of the Barter 
players played his part to the 
hilt without destroying the bal- 
ance between roles. 

From Rheba's first dialect line 
to the second-act invasion of what 
Penny called "Jay-men", the au- 
dience chuckled along, breaking 
into belly-laughs every time 
Grandpa Martin Vanderhof 
opened his big, fat, funny, philo- 
sophic mouth. 

Veteran Gordon Sommers as 
Martin Vanderhof, Ed Eastland's 
Tony Kirby, Pat Larson's slight- 
ly exaggerated Alice, and the 
direct but sometimes flustered 
Penelope Sycamore played by 
Mary Hayden, all earned cita- 
tions.

Alex Ericson as the irate in- 
ternal revenue agent and Henry 
Brown as "Jay-man" Mac Byrd 
did all that could be asked in 
their roles. 

Technically, the production re- 
flected the experience and gen- 
ius of technician Albin Auker- 
lund. Director Owen (De Pinna) 
Phillips, and the members of the 
cast. 

People who had seen the 1940- 
model movie starring Jimmy 
Stewart, Jean Arthur and Lionel 
Barrymore found the live acting 
and the scenes which did not ap- 
pear in the movie even more en- 
tertaining than the Hollywood 
product. 

Grandpa Vanderhof's tussle 
with internal revenue agents and 
the repeated intrusions of gov- 
ernment have become even more 
timely since the pre-war writing 
of the play. So has the sane and 
homely philosophy preached by 
Grandpa. Between laughs, the 
audience must have pondered a 
little on a world in which love 
is anrchy and happiness is social 
rebellion.

The Demons have 
come out on the short end of the score against Mississippi South- 
ern twice and against Centenary on Valentine's Day. 

Mississippi Southern, victors and losers the same num- 
ber of games, has played the hardest portion of their games 
whlie the Demons have some tough customers coming up. 
Southwestern Friday night and Southeastern Saturday 
make up the pair of upsetters from South Louisiana.

Winding up conference play this year will be a ioughie 
against the Centenary Gentlemen here on our home court 
on Feb. 27th. Centenary got off to a shaky start this sea- 
son and hasn't been able to recoup their losses, but they 
have taken the role of spoiler in the last few games. They 
have a terrific fast break centered around the Coushatta 
Flash, Dean Veatch. 

Outside the conference, the Demons have gone down in de- 
feat only once and that to a semi-Yankee team, the Tulsa Hurri- 
canes of Tulsa University. Once a big time basketball power and 
again getting in the ranks of high-powered athletics, the Clarence 
Iba coached team used a slow break featuring snappy ball hand- 
ling to befuddle the Demons. And then they only went down by 
a margin of five points. 

The Demons have decisions over some of the best minor 
colleges in the south. In the course of the season, they 
participated in a brace of double headers in Shreveport 
against Stephen F. Austin and Arkansas Tech.

Welfare Scholarships 
Available to NSC'ers 

Students interested in child 
welfare may be eligible for 
scholarships in professional so- 
cial work training, a release re- 
ceived Friday from the State de- 
partment of Public Welfare says. 

To be eligible for these schol- 
arships, you must: have a a col- 
lege degree with grades accept- 
able to an accredited g-aduate 
school of social work: be willing 
to accept employment with the 
department as a welfare visitor, 
preferably in a children's unit, 
before June 15, 1950, and prefer- 
ably sooner:: and be qualified 
to be appointed by virtue of their 
position on a Merit System regi- 
ster for welfare visitor at this 
time, or expect to be so by tak- 
ine the examination to be given 
in- March 1950. 

These scholarships are granted 
to enable workers either to com 
"lete a basic year of graduate 
Professional training, or to com- 
plete requirements for a Mast- 
er 's degree in social work, when 
the worker already has a basic 
y°ar of training. 



Vets May Question 
Dividend Payments 

Northwestern State veterans 
who believe they have received 
incorrect refunds in the National 
Service Life Insurance special 
dividend can write the proper 
Veteran's Administration office 
for a re-check of their records. 

Where deductions from the di- 
vidend have been made for pre- 
vious payments on educational 
subsistence, compensation or oth- 
er GI benefits, a slip explaining 
the deduction is enclosed with 
the check. 

If a veteran believes this de- 
duction is not correct, he should 
write the VA Regional office 
which has his service records. 
These offices, in Louisana. are 
at New Orleans and Shreveport. 

However, if no slip for deduc- 
tions is enclosed and the veteran 
still believes the amount of the 
dividend is incorrect, he should 
write the Veterans Administra- 
ton Insurance Service, 1114 Com- 
merce Street, Dallas. Texas. 

Full information should be 
supplied VA, including name, 
address, date of birth, branch of 
service, service serial number, 
and insurance number of known, 
ed at a fast and constaint pace 
deductions will be refunded to 
veterans, the VA has announced.

Townsend Says Trees Being Replaced 
As Fast As They Die On NSC Campus

Almost two hundred trees, 
more than enough to replace 
those that have been lost, have 
been planted on the NSC cam- 
pus, Prof. Hal Townsend of the 
Forestry department told a Cur- 
rent Sauce reporter this week. 

The newly-planted pines and 
oaks are an important part of 
the campus beautification pro- 
gram, Townsend said. 

They come from a large area 
planted several years ago by 
forestry classes. The area will 
orovide young trees for campus 
beautification for years, Town- 
send explained. 

CamDus tree casualties are 
mounting, the NSC forestry au- 
thority acknowledged, but are 



being replaced faster than they 
die or are removed. He pointed 
out that the dozen or more old 
giants killed last year by light- 
ning, insects and disease were in 
the pasture area behind the 
main buildings. 

Those trees were here before 
the college was built in 1884, 
Townsend pointed out, and some 
of them were over a century old. 

"After they get over a hundred 
years old, they just haven't the 
strength to resist insects and di- 
sease," the forester declared.

Fraternities Accept 
New Constitution

A new constitution governing 
the actions of the social fraterni- 
ties on the campus has been ac- 
cepted by the three fraternities 
comprising the Interfraternity 
council of Northwestern state 
college, student body president 
Gabe Barkate announced Wed- 
nesday. 

The constitution as ratified by 
Lambda Zeta, Phi Kappa Nu and 
Sigma Tau Gamma, went into 
effect as of February 1, 1950, and 
replaces the one drawn up by 
the council of 1946-47. 

The purpose of the new con- 
stitution is to promote more per- 
fect unity, and to encourage a 
higher standard of intellectual, 
moral, and social deportment a- 
mong the fraternity men of 
Northwestern State college, the 
preamble states. 

The interfraternity council is 



composed of the Presidents of 
the three fraternities, who serve 
as its officers, and two elected 
members of each fraternal group 
who serve as representatives. 
Dr. Leo T. Allbritten is faculty 
adviser. 

Work on the new constitution 
began in the early part of the 
fall semester and was presented 
to the individual fraternities at 
their regular meeting of the 
spring semester for ratification. 
The constitution was accepted in 
its entirety.

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WORLD DAY OF PRAYER CIRCLES GLOBE 



IN THIS DAY of political cleav- 
ages, multiple religious ideolo- 
gies and various Christian denomi- 
nations — even split denominations 
in towns and cities — an encouraging 
sign of coming unity within Christi- 
anity is the world day of prayer. 
It is a day set aside for Chris- 
tians all over the world — in Po- 
cahontas, Iowa, and Delhi, In- 
dia — to lift a common plea to 
Christ. The day has a long 
history. 

As far back as 1887, Presbyterian 
women in the United States were 
summoned by Mrs. Darwin R. 
James, president of the women's 
board of home missions, to gather 
on a specified date in their own 
communities for united prayer. 
Such a day continued to be set 
apart annually. In the early nine- 
ties, foreign mission leaders named 
a day for united prayer. For many 
years, the home and foreign mis- 
sion groups observed days of pray- 
er separately, but in 1919 they 
came together. In 1920 they were 
joined by Canadian women, and 
the first Friday in Lent was chosen 
as the "day of prayer for missions" 
— home and foreign. 

In numberless places, from 
missionaries returning to the 
homeland, the thought of a day 
of prayer spread until at the re- 
quest of many, the "day of 
prayer" became in 1927 a 
"world day of prayer." By 1950 
Christians in more than 90 
countries joined in the observ- 
ance of the day. 

The day begins west of the date 
line in New Zealand and the Fiji 
Islands, and as the day progresses 
new groups join in praise and 
prayer until some 40 hours later it 
ends at Gambell on St. Lawrence 
Island, off the coast of Alaska, 30 
miles east of the date line and 
about the same distance from the 
Arctic Circle. 

All these groups are praying 




that Christians may be one in 
service for Jesus Christ, that 
barriers of race and class may 
be eliminated and that all may 
truly learn to follow Him whose 
way is the way of life for all 
men — and that men may find 
the way by which individuals 
and nations may live together 
in peace and understanding. 

In 1923 the first offerings of local 
day of prayer gatherings were re- 
ceived at headquarters. It had been 
early decided that all promotion 
should be directed foward the ob- 
servance of the day and not toward 
the offering, but free-will offerings 
have increased from year to year 
until in 1949 they amounted to more 
than a quarter million dollars. Mis- 
sion projects named as the recipi- 
ents of such gifts are; in national 
missions, work among migrant and 
sharecropper groups and religious 
work directors in government In- 
dian schools, and in the foreign 
misson field, Christian literature, 
the eight women's union Christian 
colleges in the Orient, and work 
among foreign students in U. S. A., 
thus furthering causes that, 



through the years, have become so 
dear to the praying women of the 
churches. 

The world day of prayer pro- 
grams have been prepared year by 
year by Christian leaders of vari- 
ous lands. The two mission groups 
in 1942 transferred to the united 
council of church women respon- 
sibility for the publication of the 
world day of prayer programs and 
their distribution to local interde- 
nominational and other groups 
throughout the United States. All 
promotion and correspondence with 
foreign lands was left with the 
foreign missions conference. The 
committee on world day*of prayer 
has on it representatives from the 
foreign missions conference and 
the home mission council as well 
as from the united council of church 
women. 

The committee plans long in 
advance for the observance on 
the world day of prayer. First 
comes the task of deciding on 
the country to be responsible 
for the program and the finding 
of an author or authors. The 
service, when prepared, is 
mimeographed and mailed by 
the foreign missions conference 
in early June to representa- 
tives in more than 90 cooper- 
ating lands, where it is trans- 
lated into the languages used 
in these areas. 

It may be written originally In 
the language of the country where 
it originated, re-written in English, 
from which it is again translated 
into Hindu, Spanish, Greek, Arabic, 
Chinese, etc. The leaders in each 
land adapt the form and phraseolo- 
gy in order that the program may 
meet the needs of the groups by 
whom it is to be used. The world 
day of prayer committee prints 
and distributes more than two mil- 
lion copies of the call and prayer 
in the United States where some 
10,000 communities observe the 
world day of prayer. 
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EDITORIAL 

ARE YOU INTERESTED? 

It has been said that change indicates progress, but when you 
apply this saying to our present state constitution, you'll find that 
it doesn't hold water. "Any document that requires an average of 
over sixteen amendments every two years would appear in need 
of fundamental overhauling," says Kimbrough Owen, professor of 
government at LSU. 

In any program of constitutional revision, the legislature in 
its representative nature always comes to light. To keep the ratio 
of legislators to population fairly even, the Constitution provides 
a system of apportionment. This system states that after each fed- 
eral census, the legislative body shall reapportion the state ac- 
cordingly. However, since 1921 there has been no reapportion- 
ment. One representative may represent 7,203 inhabitants or he 
may represent 50,427. Such differences in representation are 
hardly democratic. 

As for the method of reapportionment, the procedure followed 
by the majority of the other states would be satisfactory for Lou- 
isiana — that is, that the legislature be made responsible for carry- 
ing out this project. Along with this responsibility should come 
privileges to legislators — longer sessions, better salaries, so that 
these men who must make our laws will be able to do so without 
the aid of apart time job. 

Maybe the proverb "Change means progress" will hold if we 
make it a complete change. We don't need improvements or 
amendments, we need a new constitution, for the problem of re- 
apportionment is only one error among many.

New Cut System 
Explained Here 

A new class attendance policy 
which originated with a special 
faculty committee, putting the 
individual student "on his own", 
has been approved by the stu- 
dent council. This bill, which 
awaits only the ratification of 
the administration, wll probably 
go into effect within the next 
week. The proposal, in its en- 
tirety, follows: 

"Students are expected to at- 
tend all classes. If a student 
knows in advance that he must 
be absent from a class, he should 
so advise his instructor. All oc- 
casional absences must be ad- 
justed between the instructor and 
the student. A student who is 
absent from two consecutive 
class meetings shall be reported 
to the office of the Dean of Men 
or the Dean of Women. 

An excessive number of ab- 
sences shall be defined as a num- 
ber of absences that would jeo- 
pardize the student's standing in 
the course. When a teacher de- 
cides that the absences of any 
student have been excessive, the 
student will be reported to the 
Dean of Men or the Dean of Wo- 
men who will confer with and 
counsel with the absentee on the 
matter. Should a student, after 
that, continue to be absent, he 
may on recommendation of his 
instructor and department head, 
with the approval of his aca- 
demic dean, be dropped from the 
class with grade of "F". For 
excessive absences in one or 
more classes, he may, upon the 
recommendation of his Academic 
Dean, be dropped from the rolls 
of the college. 

Students dropped from the 
rolls of the college for excessive 
absences are ineligible to re- 
enter the following semester."

Mrs. Ford Seeks "Ph. T." Degree 
After Thirty-Six Years oi Pushing 



The wife of a Northwestern 
faculty member put in a strong 
claim Wednesday for the Ph. T. 
(pushed husband through) de- 
gree. 

Mrs. F. A. Ford, wife of Dr. 
F. A. Ford of Northwestern's 
School of Education, told a re- 
porter that helping her husband 
acquire three degrees and raise 
a family for thirty-six years had 
kept her too busy to get a de- 
gree of her own. 

"But I read about the Ph. T. 
degree in the Current Sause," 
she said, "and I think I have as 
strong a claim as anyone." 

The Ph. T. degree first came 
I to national attention two weeks 
ago when Bucknell University's 
president awarded that degree 
to wives of BuckneU's mprried 
graduates. The Current Sauce 
picked up the story and found 
that 123 Northwestern students 
■^ere married and had wives 
eligible fo rthe Ph. T. 

"At Peabody Teachers* College 
in Nashville, where my husband 
got his master's and his docto- 
rate." the 56-year-old candidate 
recalled, "the wives used to say 
that husbands deserved the "Ph." 
Part of the Ph. D. degree, but it 
w as the wives who caught the 
"D!" 

When the Fords married in 
'913. Dr. (then Mr.) Ford had 
his two-year teaching certificate 



degree seemed the acme of edu- 
cation. 

But soon after the Fords mar- 
ried, Mr. Ford was made assist- 
ant superintendent of Calcasieu 
parish schools in Lake Charles. 
He was informed that a bache- 
lor's degree would be necessary 
if he wanted to go on teaching. 

So, with Arthur and Jessie 
Claire added to the family, the 
Fords trekked to LSU and Mr. 
Ford became F. A. Ford, AB, in 
1918. 

Then the Fords knew they 
were set for life. Educationally 
anyway. 

Soon after, Mr. Ford joined the 
faculty 'at Northwestern. He 
found out that college teachers 
needed graduate degrees for se- 
curity and promotions. 

He was awarded a general 
education scholarship at Pea- 
body, bundled up his family a- 
gain, and became F. A. Ford, 
AB„ MA, in 1925. 

That settled the education 
thing. The Fords returned to 
Natchitoches, sighed and settled 
down. But it became apparent 
that a doctor's degree was prac- 
tically a necessity for a college 
teacher, especially in education. 

In 1928 the Fords were off a- 
gain, Mr. Ford to "study more 
and more about less and less," 
and Mrs. Ford to "push her hus-

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EDITORIAL 

TOTAL IGNORANCE ... or else: 

In a recent issue of a national news magazine, there appeared 
an article on the total ignorance of the students and faculty of 
Northwestern State college. This article alleged that the 
cancellation of a play which was supposed to appear on the cam- 
pus is sufficient evidence to condemn an entire student body to the 
very bottom of the social and fraternal ladder. 

On the basis of this article, we might conclude, then, that in 
the eyes of the directors of this play, historians should delete from 
their writing, the names of such staunch southern leaders as Rob- 
ert E. Lee, Jefferson Davis and a multitude of others who gave 
their all in the support of a cause which in the eyes of the world 
is "total ignorance". Southern tradition has been in the past and 
will be in the future, living evidence of a true concept of ideolo- 
gical theory. While the position of the Negro in the South has 
been subordinated to that of the white, certainly we cannot be, in 
this subordination, accused of the persecutions and intolerations 
which have been directed against religious and sectarian groups 
in the other parts of the United States, nor can we be accused of j 
the instigating procedures which have resulted in the race riots 
in other parts of the U. S. 

Northwestern State college has been condemned for an action 
which in the minds of the students and faculty was the right 
thing to be done under the circumstances prevailing, and cer- 
tainly a group, collegiate or otherwise, which will follow a course 
which they feel is best for all concerned, should not be cast aside 
with the statement that their ideals are a matter of gross lack of 
knowledge. Surely every individual or group in our society to- 
day must set forth a fixed pattern of ideals by which to live, and 
then hold to these ideals, with a strict sincerity, regardless of the 
aspersions which are cast against them from dissenting groups. 
This ideology is a supreme virtue and not an example of "total 
ignorance".

Forty-two students selected by 
members of the Student Council 
to serve on a special Faculty- 
Student Committee took into 
consideration last week three 
basic problems concerning North- 
western students.

Also in the first session held 
the group recommended that stu- 
dents be informed of the present 
publication policies and that in 
the future definite canons of 
publication be developed which 
will assist in insuring that there 
remain for those in charge of 
publication standards which are 
acceptable.

Approximately eighty nursing 
students will take an education- 
al trip April 1, to the National 
Leprosarium, Carville, Louisiana, 
according to Miss Graham Price, 
Director of Student Nursing. 

The educational tour will car- 
ry the students through th° 
twenty-nine year old institution 
which has developed from wood- 
en buildings, poor equipment and 
living conditions to a half mil- 
lion dollar modern institution 
with improved methods of treat- 
ment which care for the psy- 
chological treatment as well as 
the physical comfort of the pa- 
tients. Student nurses will see 
the recreational, farming facili- 
ties and personnel housing units 
scattered throughout the sur- 
rounding 350 acres where the pa- 
tients not confined to bed live 
a well-balanced normal life. 

Bacteriologic and pathologic 
laboratories, physical therapy de- 
partment, operating rooms, and 
x-ray departments, the early and 
late stages of Hansen's disease, 
and the methods used in main- 
taining good spirits and high 
morale among the patients will 
be studied by the group. 

The students will leave the 
college on chartered buses at 
4:30 a. m. and rturn late that af- 
ternoon. Several of the faculty 
members have been invited to 
join the group as chaperones. 

This trip was made possible 
through the invitation of Dr. 
Johansen, medical officer in 
charge of the hospital.

2. Nominations and elections 
shall be held at the session spe- 
cified bv the executive commit- 



tee. They shall be from the 
floor of the general assembly. 
Elections shall be by a majority 
of the votes cast by secret bal- 
lot. 

3. A Louisiana Conference of 
College Editors which is affiliat- 
ed with the SFLCU but which 
will be completely autonomous 
and under no form of control of 
the SFLCU or any other organi- 
zation. The purpose of this be- 
ing to promote and protect the 
freedom of the press in colleges 
and universities of Louisiana. 

Six discussions were held on 
the second day of the meeting, 
March 4. The first set of discus- 
sions were "Campus Publica- 
tions" led by Ed Ashworth. Tu- 
lane: "How to Develop Interest 
in Student Government", Gabe 
Barkate, NSC: and "New Ideas 
on Organizational Financing", 
led by Fred Trapp. Southeastern.

NSC Tankmen Score In Atlanta; 
Lose Dual Contest To Pensacola

The NSC aquamen returned 
home Sunday with a defeat on

But, as is generally the case, 
Mrs. Pharis was right, and the 
esteemed Prof forked over be- 
fore he left with his package. 

I really shouldn't tell off on 
her, becuase she was a bit re- 
luctant in telling me about it. 
But probably most of you will 
be surprised to know that Mrs. 
Pharis has been married for 14 
years; and she was 'courted' for 
three years before she came up 
with an affirmative answer. 
Know where she met her hus- 
band? You guessed it — in a post 
office.

tactics of commanding the coal 
industry. Perhaps this is not as 
not so bad in itself — the two 
represent the respective ends of 
the mule very well. But when 
such a huge portion of the econo- 
my and well-being of this coun- 
try is at the mercy of the named 
combination, we must have some 
security from its trampling. 

John L .Lewis and the prob- 
lems he has caused this country 
are not new. As early as 1919, 
we find Lewis leading the coal 
miners in a paralyzing strike 
which necessitated the use of 
federal troops by Woodrow Wil- 
son. Presidents Harding and 
Coolidge also were forced to use 
troops against Lewis and the 
miners. In the Roosevelt years 
the "brush-browed" demagogue 
received tremendous concessions 
from the White House, resulting 
in an unprecedented growth of 



one-man industrial power. This 
power resulted in five major 
coal strikes in the war years 
when most citizens were sacri- 
ficing for a united effort. Yet, 
we find Lewis and his miners 
gaining numerous concessions at 
the expense of industry and the 
general public. The same pat- 
tern has continued in the Tru- 
man era, unchecked — in fact it 
has been encouraged. 

In the history of these labor 
problems in the coal industry 
Lewis has always come out on 
top, and the last dispute was no 
exception. One might ask then: 
aren't the demands justified? 
Perhaps so. But the fact remains 
that as long as the White House 
and even our high tribunals of- 
fer protection and encourage- 
ment to the strong-armed tactics 
of Lewis, HE will continue to use 
them for personal and selfish de- 
mands whether justified or not. 
It might be well to note that in 



the recent dispute, Lewis, after 
obtaining the support of the ad- 
ministration, immediately raised 
his demands from a 95-cent to 
a SI. 50 a day increase in pay, 
and changed his demand from 
35 cents a ton royalty for his 
welfare fund to 40 cents. There 
is hardly any justification in 



such proceedings as these. 

At any rate the coal miners 
are now under contract and back 
to work which is good. Never- 
theless, unless a change in policy 
by government, by Lewis, and 
by the operators is made, we 
have no hope but for a recurring 
coal war.

(Continued trom Page One) 
freedom in publication as is war- 
ranted by their acceptance of 
responsibility. 

Limits of student government 
were discussed at the second 
meeting of the group and the 
following suggestions were ap- 
proved. Any group of faculty 
members or students should have 
the right to make recommenda- 
tions as they believe are desir- 
able. In each instance the rec- 
ommendation should be directed 
through established channels. 
Under this plan students or stu- 
dent groups should recommend 
through the student council. Fa- 
culty members and faculty 
groups should recommend 
throueh their respective depart- 
ment heads or deans. Full and 
complete explanations were 
deemed necessary for any de- 
nials. 

The final recommendation 
made was that the necessary pro- 
cedures be utilized to inform 
both faculty members and stu- 
dents of the existing committees, 
their purpose, and the names of 
the persons forming those com- 
mittees.

Federal aid to education, a hot 
and cold issue for the past few 
years, was once more receiving the 
attention of our top law-makers 
this week. Although many feel 
that there is a need for a program 
of aiding the inadequate schools 
in this countiy, there is little like- 
lihood that a bill for general aid 
to all schools will be passed. 

Early this week the house labor 
committee voted 13 to 12 against 
the senate-passed bill providing 
$300,000,000 yearly to aid the na- 
tion's schools. The committee then 
refused to consider any other gen- 
eral aid measures. However, Chair- 
man Lesinski, Democrat from 
Michigan, allowed the consider- 
ation of a $600,000,000 special aid 
program which would be given to 
the states to build and improve 
schoolhouses and physical equip- 
ment. None of these measures thus 
far have the necessary support to 
pass from committee. 

Later in the week the group re- 
ported out two bills: (1) Ohio 
Democrat Representative Burke's 
bill providing that 75 per cent of 
the appreciated funds be used for 
teacher's salaries and (2) a bill 
which would give aid only to the 
neediest states. In spite of com- 
mittee agreement on the plans, 
they have little hope of final pas- 
sage in the House. 

The major drawbacks to the 
federal aid for education propos- 
als have been fear of federal con- 
trol over the public school system 
and the highly controversial par- 
ochial school participation issue. 
There are very strong and valid 
arguments for and against both 
the issue. It is quite evident that 
the federal government cannot 
pour hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars annually into our school sy- 
stem without having some control 
over its use. Whether or not the 
national government would try to 
dictate school policy or subject 
matter to be taught be absolutely 
ascertained. But we do know that 
it has already declared illegal the 
teaching of some subjects in the 
schools without having subsidized 
them. 

The other issue is just as im- 
portant in the status quo of the 
federal aid program. There are 
many who declare that giving gov- 
ernment finances to church or pri- 
vate owned schools is transgressing 
the principle of separation of 
church and state. Others declare 
that as tax paying citizens, all 
parents should have equal return 
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of tax funds for the education of 
their children, no matter what 
school they attend. 

In spite of the fact that these are 
the two official reasons for the 
failure to pass federal legislation 
giving aid to our schools, there is 
a more important fact which should 
prevent its passage. That is the 
simple fact that you can't get 
something for nothing. Every tax 
dollar which we would pay to the 



federal government, in order to 
receive aid for education, would 
require extraction of ten cents for 
costs. So why not use the dollar 
we have here, where we can get 
100 per cent capacity instead of 
only 90 per cent by channeling 
them through Washington. Be- 
fore begging for federal aid, we 
should realize that in the end we 
have to pay for all we get— plus 
some that we do not get.

Americans are the marryingest 
people on earth. 

That's what Dr. Reuben Hill of 
the National Council on Family 
Life told about 1,000 Northwest- 
ern State college students and 
faculty, members in Fine Arts Aud- 
itorium on the NSC campus Wed- 
nesday. 

Pointing out that 56 per cent of 
Americans between 15 and 90 are 
mariied while only two per cent 
are divorced, the marriage council- 
lor declared "More people are get- 
ting married in American than 
ever before and the enthusiam for 
marriage is increasing at the same 
time." 

Our society, Dr. Hill explained, 
is set up for marriage, and there 
is no place for the. widowed, the 
divorced and the separated. 

The University of North Caro- 
lina professor of marriage and 
the family- addressed a general 
assembly at the Natchitoches col- 
lege on "What It Means to Be 
Married." 

Most people marry, he said, to 
solve the problems of loneliness, 
to be rid of the feeling of not be- 
longing, and to satisfy the needs 
for affection and sex satisfaction. 

"Women marry to get a feeling 
of belongingness, to have sqme- 
one who loves them for themselves 
alone," Dr. Hill said. "Marriage is 
a prized status, and once they are 
married, people work at making 
the most of this status they prize." 

Dr. Hill pointed to the post-war 
tendency of couples to get mar- 
ried without financial security and 



! share the early struggles of mar- 
! riage as strengthening the frame- 
' work of American marriage. 
"Young people in this category 

talk about 'our job,' 'our degree.' 
; They are sharing in a way that 

will make their marriage stronger," 

he said. 

Dr. Hill is a noted author, lec- 
turer, and councillor on marriage. 
He is one of a series of speakers 
on marriage and the family who 
are being brought to Louisiana 
campuses by the Louisiana Coun- 
cil on Family Life.

holes. These are filled with a ge- 
latinous covering that keeps out bac- 
teria. When eggs are washed it dis- 
solves the protective covering and 
not only removes the dirt but may 
torce some bacteria through the 
shell where they proceed to spoil 
the eggs.

"BLACK MIDNIGHT" 
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Science Building Houses Historical 
Landmark of College; Now Forgotten

Fossils, minerals, Indian articles, 
and various other curios of historic 
interest, gathered from every part 
of the state and of the world, have 
been displayed in an almost un- 
known spot on the NSC campus. 
Along side the southeast corner 
of the science building, there hangs 
an old sign, weathered and gray, 
which reads: George Williamson 
Museum. Probably all of us now 
here plodding the torturous paths 
to learning have seen this sign and 
concluded that it referred to the 
glass cases in the hall. But there 
was, and in a sense is, a real mus- 
eum in the science building; and 
once it had a full time curator. 

The George Williamson Museum 
remains, though new dormant, as 
one of the landmarks in the his- 
tory of Northwestern State Col- 
lege. Occupying a quarter of the 
fir^t floor of the science building, 
the museum once recorded thie* 
thousand, six hundred visitors in 
a period of six months. The re- 
sults of years of work on the part 
of Professor George Williamson, 
both before and during his thirty- 
six years of teaching on the camp- 
us, the collection, now crated and 
stored in a small room in the 
science building, is available to en- 
able Northwestern to have a first- 
rats museum, should the space and 
curator be found for its proper 
exhibition. The collection is the 
property of the Alumni Associ- 
ation.

In further pursuance of this 
case, the Honor Court was criti- 
cized for writing Mayor Morri- 
son the facts of the cancellation 
of the April 19 date. Also the 
Honor Court has been intimi- 
dated in various ways for its 
stand on the Honor Court As- 
sembly.

VIEWS

Last week in Washington, 
D. ., I had the privilege of wit- 
nessing the activity of our rep- 
resentative government. At first 
glance one might think that 
there is little representing being 
done. With the Senate discuss- 
ing the important natural gas 
bill, S-1498, only four members 
were upon the floor as I en- 
tered the Senate chambers. How- 
ever, the number of senators 
on the floor at the time of re- 
cess two hours later had reached 
the grand total of seven. Being 
a student of politics and gov- 
ernment, I was not too much 
alarmed, because I know it is 
true that most of the important 
work of senators and congress- 
men is not done on the floors 
of Congress. Yet, it leaves a 
rather purturbed feeling for the 
neophyte when he sees such a 
show of apparent unconcern for 
important national legislation. 

The question involved in S- 
1498 to the Natural Gas Act 
which would exempt independent 
producers and gatherers of na- 
tural gas from the regulation 
and control of the Federal Pow- 
er Commission. The proponents 
of the bill, led by Senator Kerr, 
of Oklahoma (who is also co- 
sponsor of the amendment), pro- 
claim that it is a protective 
measure to stop the FPC from 
grasping complete control of the 
entire gas industry. They claim 
as one of the many benefits of 
the measure, lower prices for 
natural gas in the many distant 
regions of the U. S. being sup- 
plied by pipelines. And, of 
course, the ultimate appeal that 
it was another stimulating meas- 
ure for our free, competitive sys- 
tem of enterprise was brought 
into the arguments. Senator 
Kerr and his colleagues were 
also advancing a very strong 
and important argument dealing 
with legal technicalities. 

The opponents of the bill, led 
by Senator Douglas of Illinois, 
held that because of the monop- 
olistic practices in the natural 
gas industry, lower prices would 
prevail under Federal regulation 
and control. With both sides 
using the same charts, tables, 
and statistics, it was difficult 
to assume how they could re- 
veal so differentiated opinions 
on the issue. Their debate was 
very little different from the 
average collegiate debate, except 
that it was in the dignified 
chamber of the U. S. Senate. 

But the natural gas question 
has or should have much inter- 
est for all of us. In the U. S., 
natural gas and related products 
has grown from the rank of 
producing 33 percent of the na- 
tion's fuel to 52 precent. Louisi- 
ana, Texas, and Oklahoma are 
three major producers of this 
important fuel. Thus, it is to 
our interest that the industry be 
regulated or unregulated as will 
benefit us most. The recent de- 
velopment of the national pipe- 
line systems has opened an ex- 
pansive market for a tremendous 
industry development in this 
area. At the same time, it brings 
untold benefits to the people in 
the North and Eastern United 
States who are receiving natu- 
ral gas as a fuel. So, it is not 
without reason that much of the 
national news interest this week 
is centered on S-1498, the 
amendment to the Natural Gas 
Act. 



Austin Symphony Orchestra To Present 
Concert At NSC Dedication Activities 



Ezra Rachlin, conductor of the 
Austin Symphony Orchestra, 
which will present a concert in 
the Fine Arts Auditorium of 
Northwestern State College here 
April 22, is a case study of a 
child prodigy who has made 
good. 

Rachlin was born in Los An- 
geles His mother was a concert 
pianist and Ezra was a lusty 
three years old when he picked 
out his first tunes on the family's 
baby grand. Not wishing to 
push her child, Mrs. Rachlin 
waited until he was five before 
she permitted him to appear in 
a public concert. 

Ezra took it from there, de- 
butting in Carnegie Hall when 
he was 14, winning over 6.000 
contestants to become the first 
guest soloist in the Philadelphia 
Youth Concerts originated by 
Leopold Stokowski, and finally 
waving his first baton in 1937. 

He gave up one of the coun- 
try's most promising piano ca- 
reers to study conducting under 
Fritz Reiner in 1935. Even af- 
ter he had decided to make the 
podium his career, piano engage- 
ments so swamped him that it 
was in 1939 before he realized 
his conducting ambitions by be- 
coming associate conductor with 
the Philadelphia Opera. 

In 1944, he became chief baton- 
waver for the Quaker City's op- 
era and conducted the final 65 
touring appearances of the com- 
pany. He toured Europe, guest- 
conducted the Budapest Orches- 
tra, toured South Africa, and 
toured the United States with 
his own orchhestra for the 
Strauss Festival. 

The 34-year-old Rachlin hasn't 
been a one-talent man. His Eng- 
lish translations of "Carmen," 
"The Marriage of Figare," "Die 
Fledermaus," "The Merry Wi- 
dow," "Schwanda," and Jacques 
Ibert's "Angelique" aer widely 
used in this country and Eng- 
land. 

Still another talent won his 



wife for him. She was Carmen 
de Alfandari, daughter of a 
Spanish diplomat. She met 
Rachiln in a Berlin park whea 
she was ten. He was playing 
marbles, and they were married 
some years later in Rio de Jane- 
iro. Rachlin honeymooned by 
playing twelve guest perform- 
ances with opera and symphony 
groups in Rio. They have a 
five-year-old son, Michael Luis. 

The Austin Symphony was in 
a financial hole of considerable 
size at the end of the 1948-49 
season. Citizens of the Lone Star 
capital looked hard for a man 
who could make their sym- 
phony go — and save them from 
the snickers of Dallas, Houston, 
and San Antonio. Rachlin was 
engaged in Novermber, 1949. By 
January 1, 1950, he had reduced 
the deficit more than S2.000 and 
increased attendance at home 
and road performances by 40 
percent.

NSC Joins Army 
ROTC Unit Due 

Northwestern has joined the 
Army! 

A R.OJT.C. Anrti-aircraft 
Artillery Unit will become a 
part of Northwestern State 
College in the Fall semester 
of 1950, according* to informa- 
tion released by the office of 
the president early this week. 

Verification of the unit's 
establishment was made known 
by the receipt of a letter from 
Lieut Gen. LeRoy Lutes, 
commanding Fourth Army 
Headquarters in Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas. 

The R.O.T.C. department 
will be on the same level 
with other departments of the 
school and will require that its 
students complete three hours 
of instruction per week for the 
first two years. Advanced stu- 
dents, those in the last tw_o 
years of training, will have to 
complete five hours per week. 

Those enrolling in the de- 
partment will have the oppor- 
tunity for a full four year 
officer preparation course for 
service with active units for a 
reserved commission status. 

The unit will be operated on 
the same basis as the programs 
of LSU and Northeast Junior 
College, which are functioning 
on a voluntary system. Col- 
lege credit will be allowed to- 
wards a degree for all hours 
earned under this program. 

Full uniforms will be issued 
the student during his military 
training and, during the last two 
years in the school, he will re- 
ceive subsistance amounting to a 
full-time scholarship.

Northwestern State College 
Natchitoches, Louisiana 
Gentlemen 

At a meeting of the Wesley 
Foundation of Northwestern 
State College, after much 
thought and prayer, it was un- 
animously voted that our or- 
ganization go on record as dis- 
approving the action taken by 
our college in cancelling Mar- 
garet Webster's production of 
"The Taming of the Shrew" 
which was scheduled to appear 
in Fine Arts Auditorium on 
March 2, 1950. 

According to a letter sent Miss 
Webster, this play was cancelled 
because those who determine 
the policies of Northwestern 
feel that we are too far in the 
deep south to permit the appear- 
ance of two negro members of 
the cast on our stage." 

Such acts of injustice, discrim- 
ination, prejudice, and bigotry 
are. we sincerely believe, un- 
christian, detrimental to the 
welfare of our nation and even 
to world cooperation and lasting 
peace, and entirely contradictory 
to the ideals and principles 
taught from the kindergarten 
through the university — not ex- 
cuding this very college and its 
teachings. 

The concept of divine creation 
has a direct bearing upon race 
relations. What does it mean 
that God created all men in hli 
own image? It means that no 
race has an "image" superior to 
-that of any other— that we are 
all of one blood and are child- 
ren of the same father— that we 
are all brothers in the sight of 
God! It means that all of us 
share in the self-interest which 
has perpetuated segregtion the 
discrimination which builds bar- 
riers to opportunity, and the 
"white supremacy" myth which 
often justifies even the rankest , ■ 
injustices.

Is this all a farce — are we 
teaching concepts and ideals 
which we, ourselves, do not be- 
lieve or have not the courage to 
practice? Any preaching or 
teaching that is divorced from 
living certainly does more harm 
than good! 

Since it appears that Miss 
Webster's play was cancelled, 
not necessarily because of the 
personal beliefs of our leaders, 
but because "we feel that we 
are too far in the deep south", 
our prayer is that those who 



determine the policies of our 
school may be led to exercise 
moral courage and firm convic- 
tion in matters of this type 
which are bound to arise in the 
future.

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Survey Reveals 70.6 Per Cent Surplus 
In High School Positions, 26 Per Cent 
Shortage In Elementary Teachers Jobs 



That, based on a 10% replace- 
ment each year, in four years 
there will be a 26.0% shortage of 
elementary teachers and a 70.6% 
over supply of high school teach- 
ers it was recently revealed in a 
survey completed by Mr. J. B. 
Wooley, head of the SLI Depart- 
ment of Methods and Prectice in 
Education. 

In his survey, Teaching Educa- 
tion in Relation to Teaching Posi- 
tions in the White Public Schools 
of Louisiana, determined that the 
ratio of elementary to high school 
positions in the state was, re- 
spectively, 1.7 to 1.0. The ratio 
of elementary positions to high 
school jobs, based on students 
now studying for teacher certifi- 
cates, is 1.0 to 4.6. Based on the 
estimated number of college stu- 
dents to be certified, the ratio be- 
comes 1.0 to 7.8. 

In the elementary schools of 
the state, including kindergarten 
and grades through 7, there were 
6,312 classroom teachers and 410 
principals, employed — a total 
of 6,722. 

In these grades there were 223 
different combinations of grades, 
subjects or both. Of classroom 
teachers employed 83.4% taught 
one grade only, 9.6% taught two 
grades, 5.1% did departmental 
work, and 1.9% had a variety of 
combinations. 

Of elementary principals 31.5% 
taught no classes, 21.2% taught 
one grade, 22.7% taught two 
grades, 9.5% taught three grades, 
4.1% taught four grades, 5.4% 
taught one or two fields, and 
1.2% had a variety of combina- 
tions. 

Orleans was the only parish to 
have the departmental plan in 



all schools. 

In high schools throughout the 
state 96.1% offered a general 
curricula. In specialized fields 
92.1% offered home economics, 
68.1% offered commerce, 57.1% 
agriculture, and 13.4%, industrial 
arts. 

423 different combinations of 
teaching were found, the most 
common two-fields being English 
and library (88 teachers). The 
most common three-field combin- 
ation found was Math, PE and 
Science (71 teachers). 

Teaching responsiblities in high 
school positions were varied. Al- 
though 128 high school principals 
taught no classes, 254 taught from 
one to 7 classes. 41.5% of the 
classroom teachers taught in one 
field only; the others ranged from 
one to six different fields. 

The survey revealed that stu- 
dents who become certified in a 
particular field, or in two fields, 
do not always teach the subject 
for which they prepared. Of the 
teachers certified for the Social 
Studies who were teaching dur- 
ing the 1948-49 session only 15.4% 
were teaching that subject aione. 
Other specialized fields are brok- 
en down as follows: 

Agriculture, 40.5%; business 
education, 28.4%; English, 24.0%; 
foreign language, 14.8%; home 
economics, 34.4%; library, 20.4%; 
mathematics, 24.1%; music, 69.2- 
% physical education, 8.2%; and 
science, 14.9%. 

Of the 1.029 graduates who re- 
ceived teaching certificates dur- 
ing the 1948-49 session 11.3% 
were certified to teach in the ele- 
mentary field and 88.7% in the 
high school field. Of these 18.2% 
were graduated from private col- 



leges — 81.8% from public 
schools.

At the present rate of train- 
ing that the school is offering, 
by the end of the summer se- 
mester all but four aviation 
students would be graduated.

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New Building Enables Home Ec Department 
To Better Serve Community and College 




April 22, the date set for the 
dedication of the four new buil- 
dings on Northwestern State 
College campus, will have two- 
fold significance for home eco- 
nomics fculty and students. Not 
only will there be a large new 
building to work in, but, with 
modern facilities and ample 
space. Home Economics will be 
better able to serve the college 
and community. No longer will 
Home Economics teachers have 
to limit their classes for lack of 
space. For the first time since 
Home Economics was started on 
this campus all classes will be 
held in a Home Economics buil- 
ding. Northwestern State Col- 
lege will soon see an expanding 
Home Economics program. A 
larger enrollment is predicted 
for the future. The recently erec- 



ted building-aculmination of 
many years of planning and an- 
ticipation — will soon be ready 
for service. 

This two-story building for 
many phases of Home Econom- 
ics. Rooms will be equipped for 
laboratories, child development 
classes, clothing laboratories, 
weaving and textile laboratories 
and social actvities. A combin- 
ation library and methods room, 
containing reference books on 
Home Economics and teaching 
methods will be available both 
to teachers and in the field and 
to students. 

The offices, each representing 
a different period of furniture, 
will serve as illustrative mater 
ial for home furnishing classes. 
Iron grill work helps in creating 
very attractive entrance to the 



building. Many new ideas has 
been put into practice in the in- 
terior. 

More service for non-Home 
Economics majors is pledged in 
the future. Classes will be plan- 
ned so that all girls may elect 
courses in home and family liv- 
ing. Home Economics pledges to 
train more girls in skills of 
home-making to meet he grow- 
ing demand on the campus for 
these courses. 

Students graduating in Home 
Economics at Northwestern State 
College in the past have filled 
positions in Home Economics in 
business, in teaching and in home 
demonstration work. Some have 
rendered service in nursery 
schools, and many have gone di- 
rectly into homemaking. Other 
students have done graduate work 
in their specific fields of Home 
Economics and now hold leading 
positions in the state. 

Now that Home Economics is 
better equipped to serve the com- 
munity and school, Northwestern 
State College can look to Home 
Economics for better training, 
leadership and service. 



Business Department's Aim 
Is Two-Fold; Includes 5 Fields 



The broad aim of the Depart- 
ment of Business is twofold; first, 
to give college students systema- 
tic preparation for business ca- 
reers so as to enable them to ad- 
vance more rapidly in business 
after graduation; and second, to 
give students such training as 
will enable them to understand 
/ the problems of the society in 
I which we live, particularly those 
having to do with inter-relation- 
j ship between different businesses, 
I between business and govern- 
I ment, between employer and em- 
ployee, and between an individ- 
ual and his community. 

Accounting: A four year cur- 
riculum which provides training 
in all phases of applied and the- 
oretical accounting, including pre- 
paration for CPA examination. 
The curriculum includes courses 
in business, economics, social 
sciences, etc., which provide a 
broad background for under- 
standing the relationship of ac- 
counting to society and to other 
fields of business. 

General Business: This is a 4- 
year curriculum which covers all 
" elds of business. Training is 
ven in accounting, secretarial 



Animal Industry, Agronomy Forestry 
Are Basic Fields of Argiculture Dept 



The Department of Agriculture 
at Northwestern State College has 
for its basic purposes the training 
of young men in the fields of 
animal industry, agronomy and 
forestry. 

Two degrees are offer 2d, one 
a B. A., the other a B. S. The 
B. A. degree is granted to those 
men who elect to take with their 
major work eighteen hours in ed- 
ucation to equip themselves for 
high school teaching. The B. S. 
is granted to those who do a maj- 
or part of their work in agricul- 
ture and the supporting physical 
and biological sciences. 

Although the department can 
not grant vocational agriculture 
degrees, three years of the work 
needed for a degree in vocational 
agriculture can be obtained at 
Northwestern State College. The 
final year must be at another in- 
stitution offering vocational ed- 
ucation. Many of our graduates 
are engaged in government work 
such as Soil Conservation Ser- 
vices, related fields to agriculture 
such as farm machinery compan- 
nes, others are teaching agricul- 
ture and still others have gone 
°ack to the farm to carry on 
farming operations. 

The department is well equip- 
^ with practical facilities for 
teaching agriculture, operates a 
seventy cow dairy, feeds out ap- 
proximately 250 hogs a year and 
°Perates both a field crop and 
horticulture farms.

Content and 
methods courses are offered in 
typewriting, shorthand, account- 
ing and other business and educa- 
tion courses. Northwestern State 
has for many years trained a 
large proportion of the business 
teachers in the high schools of the 
state. 

Secretarial Science, Four- Year 
Curriculum: During the last five 
or six years, the College has been 
unable to meet the demand of the 
businessmen of the state for se- 
cretarial workers. In order to in- 
crease its effectiveness, the De- 
partment of Business offers two 
programs for students who wish 
'to major in Secretarial Science. 
The four-year curriculum gives 
comprehensive and specialized 
training in all phases of secre- 
tarial science, shorthand, type- 
writer, dictaphone, and office 
practice. In addition, through

One of Northwestern State's 
most distinguished graduates will 
be the principal speaker at the 
annual spring homecoming— de- 
dication of buildings day Satur- 
day, April 22. 

Lt. Gov. William J. "Bill" Dodd, 
champion debater and star ath- 
lete of the old "Normal" days, 
will deliver the main address to 
approximately 3000 graduates and 
visitors to the campus for the 
homecoming and dedication of the 
one million dollars worth of new 
additions to the physical plant. 

Born in Liberty, Texas, Novem- 
ber 25, 1909, Bill Dodd moved 
with his family to a logging camp 
near Elizabeth, La., when he was 
only a few months old. He start- 
ed his schooling in Leesville and 
later completed the high school 
course in Zwolle. His father fol- 
lowed the logging saw-mill trade 
which took the family to many 
small communities in Louisiana. 

It was in the role of a reporter 
that brought him fame while a 
student here at "Normal". The 
students at the local state college 
went on strike because the of- 
ficials wouldn't give them a hol- 
iday on the Monday after Easter. 
Bill didn't strike but he filed the 
story with a Shreveport paper and 
the fur began to fly. The presi- 
dent of the college dimissed Dodd 
from school. But the man who 
was to become Louisiana's lieu- 
tenant governor did not take the 
dismissal sitting down, instead he 
took the matter to the courts 



where he won his case and was 
reinstated. From then on "Bill" 
Dodd became the No. 1 hero on 
the "Hill". 

Although baseball and politics 
always took up plenty of his 
time, Mr. Dodd's first love is de- 
pating and public speaking. He 
remarks today, 'that Ralph L. 
Ropp, director of debate at North- 
western, gave him his greatest 
amount of balance and encour- 
aggement in public speaking." 

Following his graduation from 
Northwestern, he accepted a 
teaching position at the Oakdale 



high school in Allen parish. There 
he was athletic coach. There he 
organized a championship high 
school debate team. On one of 
his debate teams in those days 
was Mary Evelyn Dickerson, now 
director of the department of 
commerce and industry in Baton 
Rouge. She joined Dodd and 
Governor Earl K. Long at many 
speaking engagements during the 
gubernatorial campaign and won 
praise from pro and anti Long 
forces. 

Hankering for a shot at politics 
Dodd threw his hat in the ring for 
state representative of Allen par- 
ish in 1939. He won over op. 
ponents backed by both Earl

Student Council the proposed 
regulations for class attendance 
were ratified and the decision 
was made to place it in effect 
at the beginning of the 1950 
summer semester. 

The regulations as ratified 
follows: 

REGULATIONS FOR ~" 
CLASS ATTENDANCE 
Students are expected to 
attend all classes; and the 
instructors shall record all 
absences from classes Ab- 
sences which are not exces- 
sive in number shall be ad- 
justed between the instructor 
and the student ("excessive" 
is to be defined as the num- 
ber of absences that would 
jeopardize the student's stand- 
ing in the course.) A student 
who is unavoidably absent 
from a class may ask ths! 
Dean of Men or the Dean of 
Women for a written state- 
ment to that effect for pre- 
sentation to his instvuetor 
when adjusting the absence. 
If a student knows in advance 
that he must be absent from 
a class, he should so advise 
his instructor. For the infor- 
mation of the college author- 
ities, whenever a student is 
absent from two consecutive 
class meetings, the instructor 
shall report this fact to the 
office of the Dean of Men or 
to that of the Dean of Women. 
The instructor shall warn a 
student when his absences in 
a course are becoming exces- 
sive. 

When an instructor decides 
that the absences of any stu- 
dent in any course have be- 
come excessive, he shall so 
inform the student; and the 
instructor shall make a writ- 
ten report of the absences to 
his own department head, 
who shall transmit this re- 
port to the student's Acad- 
emic Dean. It shall be the re- 
sponsibility of the student to

To Stand Student Poll May 4 



Amendments to the student 
body constitution propose a mer- 
;er of the Honor Court and the 
Judiciary Board of the AWS in 
to a single unit, the Student 
Court fo NSC. 

The bill, passed by the Stu- 
dent Senate and Student Coun- 
cil, will be put before the stu- 
dents for ratification on May 4. 

According to the amendments 
the student group would be the 
complete judiciary power of the 
student body and would handle 
all disciplinary cases not decid- 
ed by individual dcrmitory 
councils. 

Under the proposed plan the 
Court, composed of five males 
and five female members of the 
Student Body Association, will 
hear all cases referred to it by 
the Dean of Men, the Dean of 
Women, the Director of Student 
Personnel, the President of the 
College, and the various dormi- 
tory councils. 



In addition the group will 
handle cases appealed by the de- 
fendeut and charges made by 
one student against another. 

The proposed amendments are 
printed in their entirety below: 

Constitutional Amendments 

The following amendments to 
the Student Body Constitution 
have been passed by the Student 
Senate and the Student Council: 
Article III 
Legislative Department 

Section 2. The Senate shall be 
composed of twenty-one (21) 
members to be selected in the 
following manner from the 
Student Association at-large. 

a. Sixteen members of at least 
sophomore standing who shall 
posses the qualifications general- 
ly applied to Association offic- 
ers, and who shall be selected 
by popular vote, by those of at 
least sophomore standing, on 
Wednesday of the sixth week of 
the fall semester. Intention shall

Three years you devote to be- 
ing the gay collegian— in the 
old class-cutting, rah-rah sense 
of the word.

Almost in horror you rea- 
lize that your argument bears a 
startling resemblance to the tra- 
ditional graduation speech with 
the emphasis on opportunity 
and service to mankind. 

What factors influenced your 
way of thinking on this bus- 
iness of education? When did 
your attitude change? Was it 
the day you walked into a fifth 
grade classroom and were con- 
fronted wth 37 learners? Your 
purpose in being there supposed- 
ly was to learn to teach them. 
As you worked with them and 
came to know them as individ- 
uals you became deeply inter- 
ested in their welfare. Suddenly 
you realized more than anything 
else you wanted them to devel- 
op a keen respect and a desire 
for knowledge. You wanted to 
help then gain mastery of the 
skills that they must have in or- 
der to learn. Was it then, 
through the eyes of a fifth grad- 
er, that you began to see the 
true concept of education? 

The people you heard speak — 
what thoughts did they leave 
with you? A woman from Ohio 
told you of the obvious need for 
social understanding in our com- 
plex society. A man from Minne- 
apolis reported wonderful ad 
vances made in public educaton 
in his city. Dr. Hilton from Sy- 
racuse University leaned across 
the speaker's stand to say earn- 
estly, "I believe in young peo- 
ple and in their ability to make 
a better place of this world." A 
simple statement— but you are 
startled by the feeling it gives 
you— and v o u \ response 
tnoiu'h "You're r ght! We am 
make this world better plao' 
— the feeling h.-.rcrs still. 
There is a growing conscious 
ness of the fact that the profes- 
sion you stumbled into is an old 
and honorable one. Throughout 
the ages fine people with fine 



minds have worked tirelessly on 
the educational structure we 
now have. Dr. Hilton said that 
there are mediocre minds in 
education — and she was right. 
But a true educator is one of the 
most interesting, well-informed 
persons you can know. It would 
be difficult to find a group of 
professional people who believe 
more wholeheartedly n the im- 
portance of the job they are 
doing — and who do it with more 
enthusiasm — than true educators. 

The speeches you heard — the 
educators you met and worked 
with — your fifth graders — these 
are some of the things that 
brought about a realization of 
the value of an education. They 
don't entirely explain the 
change in attitude — you don't 
fully understand it — but you are 
glad it came. The steady, level 
gaze of a child looking to you 
for understanding can make 
your very best seem pitifully 
little to offer. 



V. A. NAMES 
DEADLINE FOR 
BEGINNING COURSES 

The Veterans Administration 
has reminded World War II 
veterans that the deadline for 
starting a course of education or 
training under the GI Bill is 
15-months away — July 25, 1951 
— for most of them. 

The exceptions are those vet- 
erans who were discharged after 
July 25, 1947, and those who 
enlisted or reenlisted under the 
Armed Forces Voluntary Re- 
cruitment Act. 

The date is not important to 
veterans who have started and 
actually are pursuing GI Bill 
training on that date as they 
have a right to complete their 
courses. 

But once a veteran completes 
or discontinues his program of 
'd Bill training after the 1951 
'date, he may not start another 
course.

Although "Gabe" hadn't con- 
sidered running for office, he 
found himself nominated for 
the presidency and, after care- 
ful consideration, decided to 
run. 

Such slogans as "Follow the 
Nose" took him through the 
victorious campaign to a suc- 
cessful term in office. 

His winning smile has made 
him the most familiar char- 
acter on the campus. All are 
rewarded his cheerful greet- 
ing from the lowliest of "Dogs" 
to the most wheelish senior.

10 HOLD REINS OF COLLEGE 
IN ITS 67 YEARS OF OPERATION 



Dr. McGinty, who started his 
term as acting president last July, 
is the tenth president of North- 
western State College, which was 
founded in 1834, and is presently 
in its 67th year of operation. 

When this college was founded 
in 1884, the first president was 
Dr. Edward E. Scheib, professor 
of ethics, psychology and educa- 
tion. Dr. Scheib held the admin- 
istrative reigns of what was then 
Louisiana State Normal College 
for five years until 1888, when 
Thomas D. Boyd, professor of 
psychology, moral philosophy, 
and general history, took the 
oath to become the second presi- 
dent of the up and coming teach- 
er's college. 

Boyd remained here as presi- 
den from the latter part of 1888 
until the 1896-97 session when he 
was succeeded by B. C. Caldwell, 
after whom Caldwell Hall was 
named. President Caldwell re- 
mained in office until 1909, when 
J. B. Aswell succeeded him as 
president. Aswell was president 
of'L. S. N. C. until the latter part 
of 1912. 

Mr. Aswell's successor was Vic- 
tor Leander Roy, who attended 
University of Chicago, Tulane U- 
niversity, and Louisiana State U- 
niversity, where he got his B. S. 
degree. President Roy occupied 
the president's office from 1912 
until 1928, serving for fifteen 
years, so far the longest duration 
of any NSC president. He is now 
president-emeritus of NSC. 

William White Tison, L.S.N.C. 
'04, A. B. L.S.U. '14, M.S.' Unver- 
sity of Chicago '24, was president 
until 1935, when he was succeed- 
ed by Albert A. Fredericks, B.S., 
L.S.U., '17, M.S. L.S.U. '26. Mr. 
Fredericks served as president 
from 1935 to 1941, his successor 
being Dr. Joe Farrar, B. S. L.S.U., 
M.A. University of Iowa, Ph. D. 
George Peabody Institute. 

Dr. Farrar served as president 
until July 1946, when he >vas re- 
placed by Joseph Gibson, pre- 
decessor to Dr. McGinty. Mr. Gib- 
son, popular with students, served 
until July of 1949, when he re- 
signed to take the post of Direc- 
tor of Educational Promotion at 
Tulane University. Mr. Gibson 
had a B. A. from the University 



of Mississippi, and an M. A. from 
Columbia University. 

Most returning gradi will also 
remember several members of the 
faculty. Among the faculty mem- 
bers are four 30-year or more ve- 
terans. They are Coach H. Lee 
Prather, who started here as an 
instructor of mathematics and 
| athletics in 1914, thirty-seven 
years ago; Francis Gary Fournet, 
a newcomer to the L. S. N. C. fa- 
culty staff in 1915; Albert George 
Alexander, a 1918 beginner; and 
Miss Hope Haupt of the Art De- 
partment, who also started t each- 
ing here in 1918. 

In case you have ever wo:idev- 
,ed how large the first graduating 
class from here was, or who was 
in it, etc., well, here's the scoop! 
The three, yes, I said three, gra- 
duates of Louisiana Normal 
school first graduating class, in 
1886, were Miss Emma Oswalt of 
Jonesville, La., Miss Sallie May 
Phillips of Sao Paulo, Brazil, and 
Miss Mary E. Washington of 
Fayetteville, Ark.

honor among the students of 
N. S. C. and to promote fellow- 
ship and higher standards of cit- 
izenry. 

Section II Personell of the 
Court. 

a. The court shall consist of 
ten justices. Five female and 
five male who are members of 
the Student Body Association of 
N. S. C. They must have main- 
tained at least a "C" average 
and meet with the approval of 
the Inter-Dormitory Council and 
the Student Senate. They must 
be of at least Junior standing, 
and will serve until graduation 
or unless otherwise removed. 

b. The appointed justices of 
the Court shall elect from 
among their own membership 
a Chief Justice, whose duty it 
shall be to preside at all meet- 
ings and hearings of the Court, 
and to serve as the official rep- 
resentative of the Court. 

c. The Court shall also appoint 
an Attorney General, who shall 
be the prosecuting officer in all 
cases; and a Chief Clerk of 
Court, who shall compile all rec- 
ords of the Court including the 
hearings of all cases and the de- 
cisions of the Court. The Attor- 
ney General shall appoint his 
own Assistant Attorney General. 
A Deputy Clerk of Court shall 
be selected by the Chief Clerk 
of Court, subject to the approval 
of the Court. The Court shall ap- 
point a Warrant Officer, whose 
duties shall be to issue sum- 
mons, to act as Court Attend- 
ant, and to maintain order. They 
shall also select a Faculty Ad- 
viser being either male or fe- 
male. 

Section III 
Method of Selection 

a. The student must be regu- 
larly enrolled in Northwestern 
State College and must have a 
general "C" average in all aca- 
demic work. This average must 
be maintained throughout the 
term of office of each justice. 
Upon loss of the said average, 
the justice must immediately 
vacate his office. 

b. The various Dormitory 
Councils, both men and wom- 
en, including the Vet's Town 
Council, shall submit names of 
students from the Student 
Body Association to the Men's 
Inter-Dormitory Council and 
the governing body of the A. 
W. S. which together will se- 
lect ten members that meet the 
stated requirements and their 
rating as to citizenship, schol- 
arship, character, and ability. 
After the ten members are se- 
lected their names are sub- 
mitted to the Student Senate 
for approval. When these two 
bodies agree, the ten people 
selected are then the Justices of 
the Student Court. To begin the 
first court this must be done by 
the end of the third week of the 
fall semester of 1950. 

c. Vacancies will be filled in 
the same manner in which the 
first justices are selected. In 
cases of emergency where fill- 
ing of vacancy is required, the 
Student Court shall appoint a 
justice protem, having the same 
qualifications necessary for all 
justices. 

d. Impeachment cf a justice 
Will be regulated as stated in 
Section 8, Article III of the Con- 
stitution of the Student Body of 
N. S. C. 

Section IV 
Jurisdiction of the Student Court 

a. The Judiciary power of the 
Student Body shall rest in the 
Student Court. 

b. All matters falling under 
the category of discipline and 
not falling under other jurisdic 
tion, or not accounted for else- 
where in the Constitution of the 



Student Body of N. S. C. shall ings and read same at next reg 



be reguated, in the instances 
where both men and women 
students are involved by the 
Student Court. The Court shall 
hear all cases referred to it by 
the Dean of Men, the Dean of 
Women, Director of student per 
sonnel, the President of the Col- 
lege, the various Dormitory 
Councils, or appealed by the de- 
dendent, or charges made by one 
student upon another. 

c. The Student Court may also 
serve as a court of appeals. 

d. In every case, a hearing 
shall be held, testimony receiv- 
ed, and a decision rendered. Sev- 
en Justices shall constitute a 
quorum of the court, and at least 
seven must concur in every 
judgement. The Chief Justice is 
required to read the decision, 
and the same must be filed with 
the Chief of Court. 

Section V. 
Court Procedures. 

a. A student must be notified 
in writing of the charges which 
have been brought against him 
and the time and place designat- 
ed for his hearing. He must be 
given forty-eight hours to pre- 
pare his defense. He must ap- 
pear before the Court when so 
notified and may either plead 
his own case or be represented 
by a student counsel. All wit- 
nesses summoned by Court must 
appear at the time and place 
designated. The Attorney Gen- 
eral appointed by the Court 
shall conduct the prosecution. 

b. The trial may be held open 
or closed as the defendant so 
desires. 

c. Upon completion of the 
hearing, the Justices shall retire 
for deliberation and their deci- 
sion shall be announced by the 
Chief Justice, in the presence of 
the Defendant. 

d. A complete transcript of 
each case, together with the de- 
cision which has been rendered, 
shall be filed by the Clerk of 
Court in the office of the Dean 
of Women and the Dean of Men. 

e. When a defendant is dis- 
satisfied with the decision of the 
Court, he may, in all cases 
which fall within the jurisdic- 
tion of the faculty Discipline 
Committee, appear to said com- 
mittee for a rehearing of hs-case. 

Section VI 
Upon acoption of this amend- 
ment the title "Student Court" 
shall be substituted for the titles 
"Honor Court" and Judicial 
Board of the A. W. S." where- 
ever they appear in the consti 
tution. 

Article VI 
Student Association Officers 
Section I 
Composition 

c. Co-Ed Vice-President 

1. Shall appoint any needed 
assistants to the members of the 
Council to aid in serving as elec- 
tion commissioners; these aides 
must be impartial. 

2. Shall serve as chairman of 
the election commissoriers who 
shall have the responsibility of 
preparing and guarding all ball- 
ots and setting up all election 
equipment. 

3. Shall perform other duti^ 
appropriate to the office. 

d. The Secretary of the Asso- 
ciation: 

1. Shall keep the records and 
minutes of the Student Associa- 
tion and the Student Council in 
permanent and regular form, 
and shall submit same to the of- 
ficial student newspaper next 
published after each meeting for 
publication. 

2. Shall carry on all correspon- 
dence for Student A sociation or 
Student Council. 

3. Shall perform other duties 
appropriate to the office. 

f. Classes:

The following schools have 
been scheduled by the Red Cross 
for the summer months: North- 
western State College, Natch- 
itioches, La., under the direction 
of Eugene Jones, June 4-14; 
Camp Carolina, Brevard, N. C, 
under the direction of Ellis Fy- 
sal, first session, June 7-17 and 
second session, August 21-31; 
Roosevelt State Park, Chipley, 
Ga., under the direction of Har- 
ry Kenning, first session, June 
14 24 and second session, August 
21-31. 

Included in the 10-day school 
will be courses in lifesaving, div- 
ing, small craft operation, first 
aid and accident prevention. 
Each course includes study, dis- 
cussion, demonstration, and prac- 
tice. Upon comletion of these 
courses students will be quali- 
fied as Red Cross instructors. In 
addition to special reresentatives 
of Red Cross water safety, first 
aid and accident prevention, 
specialists in these fields from 
schools, colleges, and various 
safety organizations will serve 
on the faculties. 

The total fee for the aquatic 
school sis only $40, and for the 
small craft school $45, which in- 
cludes board, room, books, sup- 
plies ,annd tuition for the 10-day 
period. Through the cooperation 
of the Tennessee A & I College, 
the enrollment fee for the Negro 
Aquatic School at Nashville is 
only S30. The fee may be paid 
by the individual enrolling in a 
school or by sponsoring groups, 
such as camps, municipalities, 
Red Cross chapters, or other 
agencies. 

More detailed information and 
enrollment blanks may be ob- 
tained from local Red Cross 
chapter or from Safety Services, 
American Red Cross, 230 Spring 
Street, N. W., Atlanta, Georgia. 
Because enrollment in most of 
the aquatic schools is necessarily 
limited to the number for which 
there are accomodations, early 
enrollment is advisable.

Bossier City, Iowa, and Campti picked up Class A, B, and C 
titles in the Northwest Louisiana High School Rally on the North- 
western State college track Saturday. Six meet records were bat- 
tered. 

Bossier City's high-flying Bearkats showed a sparkling relay 
team and some brilliant individuals to pile up 95 points, besting 
DeRidder with 53, Mansfield with 20, and Winnsboro with 6 points 
in Class A. The Bearkats took 10 firsts. 

Iowa swept the Class B relays 
and scored five firsts to pile up 
62 points against 30% for 2nd- 
place Vinton, 27 for Logansport, 
23 for Merry ville, 18y2 for Mar- 
thaville, 15% for Hall Summit, 
14 for Coushatta, 10 % for 
Zwolle, and 8 for Haughton.

Sex Habits of American Female 

Is Subject of New Kensey Report 



The most significant of the 
findings which will appear in 
the second report by Dr. Alfred 
C. Kinsey and his associates, 
"Sexual Behavior In The Hum- 
an Female," to be published 
next year, are previewed in an 
article by Morris L. Ernst and 
David Loth in the May issue of 
Reedbook magazine (appearing 
on the newsstands nationally 
April 28th). 

Under the heading "What 
Kinsey Will Tell," the authors of 
"American Sexual Behavior and 
the Kinsey Report," which sold 
more than one million copies, 
present for the first time a selec- 
tion of heretofore unknown or 
uncorrelated facts gleaned from 
close association with the work 
of Dr. Kinsey and his associates. 

Already people are asking,, 
the article says, if the Kinsey 
report will reveal that women 
have greater sexual activity, 
sexual interest and sexual ex- 
perience than men, and whether 
those who condemn the modern 
woman for loose morals are 
right or wrong. It is mainly on 
the answers to these questions, 
the writers say, that new con- 
cepts of education in the homes 
and in the schools and even new 
laws on the subject of sex may 
well be based. 

In predicting that the report on 
women will be more widely read 
and discussed than the first vol- 
ume, on men, the writers say that 
both men and women are more

interested in the sexual behavior 
of women than in that of men. 
Men want to know how members 
of the opposite sex react, the 
article says, and women want to 
know the sex habits of other 
members of their own sex. 

If anyting the report on wom- 
en should be more ac- 
curate than the one on men be- 
cause it is based on twice the 
number of interviews, more than 
10,000, and represents an elabor- 
ation on the earlier interviewing 
techniques. 

The article then presents the 
answers to sixteen questions as 
they are expected to develop in 
the Kinsey report on women. 
Among the more definitive find- 
ings were the following: It is an- 
ticipated that Dr. Kinsey's fig- 
ures will show that the sexual 
development of women is slower 
than that of men with only a- 
bout twenty-five per cent of fe 
males having experienced the 
climax of emotional excitement 
by the time they are fifteen, as 
compared with ninety-two per- 
cent among males, and that not 
until the age of nearly thirty 
does women's experience in this 
regard become comparable with 
men's. This fact, the writers say, 
poses some difficulties for our 
educational system, which is 
geared to handling students by 
age. Also, it appears, according 
to the writers, that while males 
attain their maximum sexual 
drive in their teans, women do 
not reach it until several years 
after the average age of marri- 
age, or at about twenty-nine. 
Moreover, unlike that of men, 
women's maximum sexual drive 
does not decline at once but ra- 
ther remains at an average high 
level for five or six years. 

Discussing the question of 
whether sex activity increases 
with education, the Kinsey fig- 
ures are expected to show that 
the one sex activity that seems 
to increase is "peting" and to be 
a lesser degree homosexual ex- 
perience. Also, that there ap-

About 500 Northwestern State 
College students and faculty 
members heard the lecture In 
ryie Arts Auditorium, and" two 
Northwestern faculty members 




denied Fielding's charges that 
the U. S. should have supported 
the Kuomintang goverment mili- 
tarily. 

In a post-lecture open forum 
that developed into a near-de- 
bate, Dr. John Duffy, professor 
of history, and William Havard, 
assistant professor of govern- 
ment, questioned the wisdom of 
supporting so corrupt a govern- 
ment as that of Chiang Kai- 
Shek. 

Dr. Duffy declared that mili- 
tary support of the Kumonitang 
vculd have meant complete sac- 
rifice of democratic ideals to the 
military necessites of the cold 
war. Fielding answered that 
such sacrifice was necessary in 
■hat he termed the "barroom 
brawl" between the American 
•ay of life and the Russian way 
of life. 

Fielding said that because the 
China decision came up in an 
flection year, "no politician had 
Pits enough to tell the American 
P«ple the score," and that 
therefore the state department 
a d the administration ruled 
gainst aid to Chiang Kai-Shek. 
Havard pointed out that the 
Vision against military aid to 
^iang was made by Congress, 
tod not by the state department. , 
Captain Fielding, who was 
on the Tibetan border in

communist-inspired assassins. 

He said that it was impera- 
tive for the state department to 
be impartial in its dealings with 
Pakistan and India because of 
the intense feeling between 
those countries, warned that the 
United States UN delegation 
should press for an immediate 
plebiscite in independent Kash- 
mir, and asked that the armies 
of both countries be given di- 
rect aid impartially. 

The lecturer identified Pak- 
istan as a vital flank guard 
position for the Middle East, a 
section vital to control of world 
communications in an atomic 
age. 

Captain Fielding is of Eng- 
lish-Irish parentage, has travel 
ed in more than 30 Asiatic coun- 
tries, and speaks several langu- 
ages, including little-known dia- 
lects. He was a commentator ov- 
er two Chicago networks during 
the war, has been public rela- 
tions adviser to an Arab chief, 
and a reporter and feature 
writer on Chicago newspapers. 

He was a guest of the social 
science department of North- 
western State.

pears to be a greater perecent 
age of women who have sexual 
relations among those who had 
a grade school eduaction or less. 
Futhermore, the writers say, 
general confirmation can be ex- 
pected of earlier studies show- 
ing that one-third of college 
women who marry never attain 
complete sexual satisfaction. 
This seems true, the article says, 
in spite of the fact that in rec- 
ent years college women have 
been taught that it is possible 
for wives to achieve the same 
goals as their mates in this re 
gard. When the modern college 
graduate fails to achieve satis- 
faction with her marriage part- 
ner, the article says she is likely 
to bame him or herself. This dis- 
satisfatcion is said to contribute 
to the increase in divorce, for 
she is more apt than her grand- 
mother would have been to 
seek a change in her partner 
for this reason. 

. Other phases of the subject 
treated in the questions and an- 
swers include discussion of the 
effect on sexual behavor of 
changing customs, the relative 
frankness of men and women in 
taking about sex, comparsion 
of what is sexualy stimulating to 
each of the sexes ,the incidence 
of homosexualty among women, 
the differences in sex behavior 
patterns including that of the 
unmarried woman as compared 



to the bachelor, the variations in 
sexuals patterns in the light of 
differences in race, build and 
color. The article also discusses 
the attitude of women toward 
children's sex activities and the 
differences in the sex actvities 
of boys and girls. 

The writers maintain that ev- 
en such facts as they present 
show that sexual behavior is 
governed largely by the cultural 
pattern of the individual and 
that there is a tremendous gulf 
between practice and what has 
been held up as a practice, thaf 
this is a challenge for parents 
and teachers especially to whom 
the full Kinsey report may- 
serve as a tool to make the sex 
life of future generations heal- 
thier than that of the past.

At College — We Learn 

The Louisiana State Board of Education went 
into session yesterday. One of the problems that it 
must consider is the recent uprising of students 
here at NSC in protest to the infiltration of politics 
into the state educational system. A serious problem! 

Students here have been accused by many as 
"rabble-rousers" — mere children who, in the embroy- 
onic stages of their education, are trying to "take 
over" the educational process. They have been dub- 
bed "irresponsible persons" and their actions stamp- 
ed as an effort to cause mistrust in the administra- 
tion of the schools and attempts to fawn their opin- 
ions and policies on others who are unconcerned 
with what such a minority group thinks. 

It is hard to believe that these accusations could 
be entirely true. There is no action whatsoever to 
prove that the students at Northwestern are trying 
to take over the educational process. It is hard to be- 
lieve that they should want to tell the president, his 
administartors, or the faculty how to run their job. 
They had much rather tend to their own business 
with confidence that the State Board of Education 
has placed competent persons in office than to neces- 
sarily fight to get a decent compromise when a con- 
flist arises — or a decent explanation. 

That they should want to cause distrust in the 
administration is insane. Their very purpose is to 
assure college students, including themselves, of an 
administration that is appointd on the basis of abil- 
ity and experience and of one that can be trusted 
implicitly. If they cause mistrust in the administra- 
tion are they making their own world a better place 
to live in? 

v As for the accusation that students are trying 
to "fawn their personal opinions and policies on 
others are concerned with what such a minority 
group thinks . . . Merely gathering and presenting 
information can hardly be called fawning of forcing 
personal opinions. It is left up to the person who re- 
ceives the material to use his own intelligence and 
make his own decisions. If 28,000 students are a 
minority group and if no one cares what they think, 
then the situation is worse than is apparent. 

Rather than the above accusations, it is much 
easier to believe that the students have, partly 
through education and partly through experience, 
learned to recognize educational problems, have 
learned to stand up and fight for what they believe 
to be right and just. 

If this is the case then administrators and teach- 
ers should, as some of them do, at least be thankful 
that their students have learned something.

VIEWS 
of the 
NEWS

There has been much said re- 
cently concerning investigations 
and their place in the American 
system of government. Needless 
to say, they are not something 
new, but are an old and impor- 
tant phase of our governmental 
activities. Recently, however, the 
good or advantages of investiga- 
tions is questionable. 

In the past few years millions 
of dollars have been spent for 
cost of investigations on the na- 
tional level alone. Yet, the bene- 
fits of these tremendous expendi- 
tures are not prevalent to the 
layman. Why do the State De- 
partment officials object so heav- 
ily to the investigation of their 
fellow-employees? Is it because 
they are themselves guilty of the 
alleged charges and fear an in- 
vestigation would reveal such in- 
formation? It is important to re- 
member that any public official 
should perform his duties in such 
a manner that they would at all 
times withstand a very thorough 
scrutinization. There is much 
validity to the assumption thaf 
when a public official causes as 
much doubt about his position as 
those who have been charged by 
Senator McCarthy, certainly an 
investigation is in order. 

However, my purpose is not 
to uphold or disqualify the 
charges of Senator McCarthy or 
any other accuser. My thesis is 
to take issue with the funda- 



mental principle of investiga- 
tions. What is the value of 
spending millions of dollars in- 
vestigating when after an alleg- 
ed wrong is proved, there is 
nothing done about it. Surely 
anyone who has studied thor- 
oughly the reports and revala- 
tions of the subversive inquir- 
ies in our National Government 
can readily see, as was proved, 
the presence of disloyal activi- 
ties. Yet, little or nothing is done 
about it. Why? An important 
factor is that the top side of the 
administration, which has the 
power as well as the duty to cor- 
rect the evil, gives its support 
to those proved maladministra- 
tors. 

This same situation is quite 
prevalent here on the state level. 
With an abundance of informa- 
tion showing beyond resonable 
doubt the inadequacy of certain 
officials, we see the "top-side 
cohorts" supporting them in this 
inefficiency. Therefore, valid is 
the question "What good does 
an investigation do, if after the 
guilt is proven, nothing is done 
to correct the matter?" The local 
situation is very much analogus 
to the farmer who, after staying 
up all night for a month in order 
to find out what was stealing 
his chickens, caught the fox in 
the act. Then he walked away 
saying "I thought so." 

The spirit of the American cit- 
izen is becoming weak. More and 
more we are becoming mere 
puppets at the control of our 
despotic leaders. How long will 
the democratic ideals of a nation 
stand under this throttling by 
such despots as we have as our 
leader? You, the citizens of Lou- 
isiana, and in turn of the nation,

Farmers probably will receive 
almost 4 billion dollars from mar- 
ketings of milk and butterfat in 
1949 compared with 4.4 billion in 
1948.

Net income of 
dairymen also may fall below 1948 
since production costs probably 
will not drop as much as cash 
receipts.

Follow the same 
procedure, but be sure to check 
the application to show you had 
a card before. You will then re- 
ceive a new card beaming the 
same number. 

Be sure you always have just 
one social security number. See 
that your employer copies your 
name and number from the 
card each new place you go to 
work. Then when you or your 
family apply for payments based 
on our social security account 
there will be no delay. 

There are jobs that you will 
not need a card on. If you are 
going to work on the farm, for 
the city, parish, state or federal 
government, or if you are under 
21 and working for your parents, 
you will not need a social secur- 
ity card. Do not apply for a card 
unless you are fairly sure to 
need it. Then get one promptly.

Coach Turpin's 
thinclads failed to win a single conference meet, although many 
first places were won by individual tracksters. 

COACH GUY W. NESOM also deserves a round of applause 
having put over another successful Aquatic Carnival. The show 
has been asked for by numerous pools throughout the state only 
to be turned down due to lack of time to put it on. This has been 
a non-profit show, too, as the few dollars that have been received 
through one admission show went to the Aquatic funds to cover 
the cost of new materials used. Incidentally, three shows are going 
to be staged in Shreveport within a week. Two of these were given 
last night at the Fair Grounds' Pool before an overflowing crowd. 
It took two presentations in order to accomodate the many persons 
desiring to see it. The third show will be given at the Shreveport 
Country Club, Saturday, May 27 ,at 8:00 P. M.

not have available copies of the 
proposed Constitutional Amend- 
ments for the voters use, nei- 
ther any identifying nomencla 
ture of the said amendments on 
the official ballot; 

Now therefore, be it 

SECTION I— Resolved by the 
Honor Court of Northwestern 
State College (Unanimously con- 
curring therein) 

(a) That the Student Body 
election held 4 May, 1950, at 
Northwestern State College, 
Natchitoches, Louisiana, was not 
in keeping with the democratic 
process of government. 

(b) That the said election was 
unconstitutional; and 

(c) That this Joint Resolution 
shall serve as the official pro- 
test of said election. 

Be it further 

SECTION 2— Resolved by the 
Honor Court of Northwestern 
State College (unanimously con- 
curring therein) 

(a) That upn reciept of this 
Joint Resolution, the Executive 
Department of the Northwestern 
State Student Government 
shall, upon the follow- 
ing day, call for a Judicial Hear- 
ing on this protest, as prescribed 
for in Article IV, Section 2 of 
the Constitution bf the Student 
Body of NSC. 

James Poole, Chief Justice of 
the Honor Court, stated in an 
interview that the Honor Court 
members felt that the constitu- 
tion election was not handled ac- 
cording to the constitution and 
that some of the amendments 
were railroaded through. 

In a call meeting of the Honor 
Court arid the Student Council 
in LI Thursday at *tf0 P. M. 



Jimmy Johnson, acting as Prose- 
cuting Attorney for the Honor 
Court, attempted to establish the 
legality of interpreting the con- 
stitution without a quorum. Ac- 
cording^ to the constitution, there 
must be present an off-campus 
student representative as a mem- 
ber of the interpreting body as 
well as the President of the col- 
lege as ex-officio member. Nei- 
ther person had been notified to 
be present by the protesting 
group. Since neither were present 
at the meeting the group ad- 
journed until Monday at 5:15 P 
M. 

Dennis McMullan, Chairman of 
the Student Council, filed a let- 
ter with the Honor Court Chief 
Justice yesterday requesting an 
open hearing for the case. He 
stated, "Since this is a controver- 
sial issue on the legality of the 
Constitution Amendments elec- 
ton, which directly concern the 
entire student body, I feel that 
it is only just and fair they 
will be able to hear the case as 
it progresses. It is for this reason 
that I have requested an open 
meeting." McMullans letter is 
printed veratim:

Honor Court 
Natchitoches, Louisiana. 
Dear Mr. Poole: 

In that the meeting sche- 
duled for Monday afternoon 
for the purpose of deciding 
whether or not the Constitu- 
tional Amendment Election 
held 4 May, 1950, at North- 
western State College, Natch- 
itoches, Louisiana, was within 
the constitutional limitations, 
is of supreme interest to the 
student body as a whole, I 
request that the hearing be 
opened to the public. 

If this request is permiss- 
able with the Honor Court 
and is granted, I will attend 
to the arrangements for noti- 
fying the students through 
the media of the Current 
Sauce, and the public address 
system in the dining hall, as 
only to the time and place of 
said meeting.

NSC President Cleared 
At Board Hearing June 9 

Dr. G. W. McGinty, acting 
president of Northwestern, was 
cleared of all charges presented 
by the Student Federation of 
Louisiana Colleges and Univer- 
sities at a special meeting of the 
State Board of Education hear- 
ing held in Alexandria on June 
9. 

During the session, held at 
the Bentley Hotel in the city, 
students of the college testified 
against the president in the Stu- 
dent' Federation's charges that 
the president's administration 
had been conducted more on a 
political and personal than on 
an educational basis. 

Robert Wall, president of the 
SFLCU appeared to present 
charges by the group, previous- 



ly submitted to the State Board 
of Education with a request that 
the administrator be removed 
from office. 

The one day hearing closed 
with the State Board of Educa- 
tion retiring into executive 
council. After a short session 
they submitted a prepared state- 
ment clearing the president of 
all charges. 

Dr. Mc Ginty, acting president 
of the college for the past year, 
came to NSC from Louisiana 
Tech after the resignation of 
Mr. Joe Gibson,, who is now a 
member of the administrative 
staff at Tulane University in 
New Orleans.

E. M. Tuft, Director of Per- 
sonnel for RCA Victor, Camden, 
N. J., stressed this point along 
with many other valuable tips 
for the 1950 college graduate 
crop of jobseekers in his July 
Esquire article (out June 9), 
HOW TO FIND A JOB. 

Says Tuft, "Because the war 
interrupted his (the college 
grad's) schooling, he is older 
than he used to be and often 
has a wife. The prospect as to 
how long he will remain with us 
may be affected by his .wife's 
family, as well as his own. 

"During the courtship and at 
the altar, the girl says with the 
Biblical Ruth, "Whither thou 
goest, I will go.' Her resolution 
may last only through the hon- 
eymoon or the first few years 
of marriage. We must therefore, 
ask the' job candidate with a 
family hundreds of miles away 
to consider the tug of family 
ties when selecting his job lo- 
cation."

VETS NEWS 

Unremarried widows of veter- 
ans who died as the result of 
service in World War II are 
made eligible for GI home, 
farm and business loans under 
instructions issued by the Vet- 
erans Administraton this week. 

Such unremarried widows be- 
came eligible for VA-guaranteed 
loans as the result of one of sev- 
eral amendments to the GI loan 
provisions contained in the re- 
cently-enacted Housing Act of 
1950. 

Eligibility requirements for 
such widows to receive GI loan 
guarantys in general parallel 
those governing death compen- 
sation payable to widows of 
World War II veterans. 

The widow's husband must 
have served in the armed forces 
at some period between Septem- 
ber 16, 1940, and July 25, 1947, 
a nd his death must have been 
a result of service while on du- 
ty) or from service-connected 
causes following disharge under 
conditions other than dishon- 
orable. 

The widow must not have re- 
married following the veteran's 
death. 

GI loans are made by private 
•ending institutions with VA 
guaranteeing the lender against 
'°ss on a portion of the loan. 

Congress has recently author- 
ed VA to make direct loans 
10 eligibles for home purchases 
^ter July l, 1950, in localities 
wh -ere mortgage financing at 4 
J* r cent is not available.

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CROP Sets Goal 
Of 1,350 Cars 

A goal of 1,350 railroad carloads 
of American farm products to. 
flil Friendship Food trains for 
the needy overseas has been set 
for this year's nationwide appeal 
of the Christian Rural Overseas 
Program (CROP), it was an- 
nounced by Albert W. Farmer, 
National Field Director of the 
cooperative church relief pro- 
gram. 

Plans for the 1950 appeal were 
announced in Chicago by Mr. 
Farmer at the close of CROP'S 
annual meeting of state direct- 
ors, when blueprints for the 
organizational phase of this co- 
ordinated Christian endeavor 
were drawn up. 

The CROP appeal will reach 
into every state in 1950. Altho 
in national scope, it is concen- 
trated in the nation's top agri- 
cultural states. 

Already 16 top agricultural 
states have organized for the 
1950 CROP appeal. They are 
Colorado, Illinois, Indiana, Io- 
wa, Kansas, Michigan, Minneso- 
ta, Missouri, Nebraska, New 
York, North Dakota, Oho. Okla- 
homa, South Dakota, Texas and 
Wisconsin. In some states, vol- 
unteer committees will direct 
the CROP appeal n close consul- 
tation with CROP's national 
headquarters in Chicago ,the Na- 
tonal Field Director explained. 

A CROP volunteer program 
which has already started and 
which supplements the carload 
campaign, is the "Friendship 
Acres" plan. This seeks to em- 
brace rural youth, farm groups 
and farm community organiza- 
tions and individuals who will 
"work at giving" by setting 
aside an acre of grain, a berry 
patch, a calf, pig or a setting of 
eggs and give the yield to CROP 
at the time of maturity, Mr. Far- 
mer revealed. 

"Anyone, wherever he or she 
may be, even in the most re- 
mote farm region, may partici- 
pate in the "Friendship Acres" 
plan which is handled nation- 
wide from CROP's natonal head- 
quarters in Chicago," he said. 

CROP is sponsored by Cath- 
olic Rural Life — War Relief Ser- 
vices Church World Service, ser- 
ving 22 Protestant denomina- 
tions annd Lutheran World Re- 
lief, serving^_the eight church- 
es of the National Luthern 
Council of America. 

Mr. Farmer stated that organ- 
ization of CROP committees at 
the county level, which is now 
under way in some states, will 
be more intense than last year 
with the three Parent Agencies 
represented on the county level 
along the pattern of the state 
CROP committees. 

Completion of county organ- 
ization will signal the start of 
farm-to-farm solicitation of bulk 
gifts in kind. While the CROP 
appeal in some states will vary

western. 

McGinty was first placed un- 
der attack by NSC students 
when cancellation of an Artist 
Series performance occured. The 
president stated at the time 
that he was acting under orders 
or suggestions from the state 
board of education. At the Alex- 
andria hearing George T. Mad- 
ison, President of the Board, 
stated that the board had taken 
no action on the cancellation. 

Other charges filed by the 
SFLCU were concerned with the 
use of political standards for 
the appointment of faculty and 
administrative members. 

Chief witness for the student 
organization at the hearing was 
James Pool, Chief Justice of 
the Northwestern Honor Court. 
Pool testified on acts committed 
by President McGinty and the 
administrators in cancelling the 
selection of Mayor Morrison of 
New Orleans as speaker for the 
Honor Court Convocation during 
the Spring Semester.

reaches about 20 percent. 3-5-40 
dust will be used every four or 
five days. 

Standard spraying treatment 
will be used on section C, and 
will begin when boll weevil in- 
festation reaches 20 percent, us- 
ing Kiltone at intervals of four 
to five days. 

No poison will be put on sec- 
tion D, and this will be used 
as a check or grading point. 

Each section will receive 
standard fertilization and culti- 
vation. This experiment will 
continue for a period of three 
years, and after this time rec- 
ords will be compared and re- 
sults will be made known. 

This work is under the lead- 
ership of Harrison Young, Ag- 
ronomist, and Dr. Grady Erwin. 
Entomologist.

Water Limited; 

Conservation 

Requested 

The water situation is not 
critical, but students are urged to 
avoid unnecessary use and waste 
of that vital commodity — H2o — 
this summer so that there will 
be no lack in the future, it was 
released by A. E. Brown, super- 
visor of college plants. 

The plant presently installed 
here on the campus is of the 
condensation type. During the 
winter the exhaust system is 
used for heating purposes. Con- 
sequently, the same water is 
used over and over again with 
relatively little loss of moisture. 
But since the advent of sum- 
mer, and steam heat is required 
in small amounts in only such 
paces as the dining hall, the 
excess energy is released into 
the air. 

Contrary to previous summers, 
the electricity load is increased 
this year and now almost equal 
to the winter load. Where it used 
to run around 200 to 250 kilo- 
watt hours per day, it now runs 
three times that amount . 

A new 550 kilowatt generator 
is to be installed shortly which 
will greatly reduce the amount 
of water needed to produce 
electricity for the school. All 
water at present is supplied from 
the college wells. There is a 
possibility of some relief from 
the city, but the amount is ques- 
tionable. 

Mr. Brown has asked that any 
persons knowing of leaks on the 
campus — taps, faucets, hoses, 
showers, etc. — should notify the 
power plant immediately so that 
repairs may be made as soon as 
possible. 

President McGinty has releas- 
ed a letter of appeal to the stu- 
dents, and with their coopera- 
tion there will be an adequate 
water supply for everyone.

NURSING SCHOOL ENROLLMENT 
EXPECTED TO INCREASE IN FALL 



Approximately 150 new stu- 
dents majoring in nursing are 
expected to attend Northwestern 
this 1950-51 fall semester, ac- 
cording to Miss Graham Price, 
Director of the Department of 
Nursing at NSC. 

Examinations and personal in- 
terviews will be held in Shreve- 
port, Alexandria and Monroe be- 
ginning Saturday of this week. 
June 17, and completed by June 
24 in Monroe. 

Five hundred dollar scholar- 
ships have already been granted 
to 79 students. Eighty-five have 
already been screened (passed all 
examinations). Ninety are ex- 



pected to take the examinations 
between June 17 and June 24. 

Approximately 70 students at- 
tending Northwestern now, ma- 
joring in nursing, will begin 
their clinical work after this 
summer semester. About 30 of 
the 100 nursing students at NSC 
will continue their work at 
Northwestern. 

Mrs. Whiteley has recently 
been added to NSC nursing staff 
as assistant professor in charge 
of Nursing Arts. Mrs. Whitley 
hails from Mississippi where she 
holds a diploma from Mississippi 
Southern College. 
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Perhaps the water situation at NSC isn't quite 
comparable to the recent shortage experienced by 
New York City or as large an issue as the Colorado 
one fought out in 1948 but it is close to home — 
which should make it more important to each stu- 
dent. 

At present the school has five wells in opera- 
tion. One of these wells is twenty-seven years old, 
three others 14, 13, and 12 years respectively, one 
well was drilled last year. During the past twenty- 
seven years fifteen wells have been drilled at the 
present site of water supply, the area known as Col- 
lege Wells, located off Highway 20. 

According to Mr. Brown, the power plant su- 
perintendent, more water is being produced than 
ever before. But . . . more water is being used 
than ever before. 

The addition of new buildings to the campus and 
the extra power required of the power plant takes 
more water. This, plus the amount of water used 
by students daily, has caused a water shortage that 
threatens to be serious. 

At present the college is using 350,000 gallons 
of water daily. Normal usage would require only 
about 200,000 to 250,000 gallons per day. 

Regardless of whose water it is, regardless of 
who pays for it, when the supply is exhausted— 
that is all. All the money in the world couldn't re- 
plenish the supply. So . . . 

Let's all help save it!

Several years ago the legisla- 
ure of Louisiana established the 
Louisiana Law Institute, whose 
purpose was to study the present 
complex Louisiana Constitution 
and offer recommendations for 
the establishment of a new one. 
The work of this group was com- 
pleted, behind schedule, early 
this year and prompted a special 
call of the legislature by Gov- 
ernor Earl Long. Little was or 
could be done in this special 
session due to a gross misunder- 
standing of the intended results 
of the institute's study. How- 
ever, a very pertinent concensus 
was obtained from this extensive 
work, namely, Louisiana needs a 
new Constitution. This fact is 
obvious to any layman who 
knows the impact of the present 
monstrosity we have for a Con- 
stitution. 

A major step was taken in the 
fulfillment of this necessity this 
week, when the Louisiana House 
of Representatives passed 76 to 
14 a bill providing for a con- 
stitutional convention. This news 
should be received eagerly by 
Louisiana citizens at first recep- 
tion, However, upon close ex- 
amination of the terms of the 
bill, one wonders if a new con- 
stitution, under those provisions, 
would be any better than the 
present document. To be sure, 
there is danger of it being much 
worse. Considering the evidence 
of the status of government in 
Louisiana now, there is little 
hope for an improvement in our 
constitution fi drawn by the pro- 
viisons of the recently passed 
bill. 

The bill provides for a Con- 
stitution?! convention with its 
members being as follows: 20 
appointed by the governor; 100 
elected from the parishes; 3 su- 
preme Court justices named by 
the chief justice; 7 named by the 
Louisiana Law Institute; and 12 
idministration officials including 
state executive officals and leg- 
islative committee chairmen. The 
objections to such a convention 
are obvious. We cannot hope to 
be removed from the shackles 
of a strong central government 
if that same government is to 
formulate the blue print of our 
"hoped for" individual freedom 
in government. This, understand, 
is the presentation of a principle 
of governmental process and not 
an obtrusive attack upon any 
established administration. There 



are those who argue that the 
masses in Louisiana are ignorant 
and therefore should not be al- 
lowed participation in the for- 
mulation of governmental policy. 
Yet, what do they offer as an 
alternative? Nothing. These are 
the people who wish to keep the 
public steeped in ignorance in 
order that they may rule that 
public with all the vice they 
wish to employ. 

As a student of government I 
see no logic in the above gov- 
ernmental argument. I have 
learned conclusively (in a class 
at N. S. C.) that "one learns to 
do only by doing." Thus, it is 
with the people of Louisiana. 
The public can never learn the 
practice or principle of their 
government unless given a 
chance to participate. Preventing 
the public from acting individ- 
ually will not improve the status 
quo of Louisiana. Therefore, it 
becomes every citizen of this 
state to think and act now on 
the proposal for a new Consti- 
tution for Louisiana. 



LICENSE REQUIRED 
FOR STUDENTS TO 
FISH IN CANE LAKE 

Students desiring to fish in 
Chaplin's Lake will be required 
to obtain fishing license from 
the Natchitoches Gun and Rod 
Club, Inc. The club has exclu- 
sive rights over the fishing privi- 
leges in the lake. Students who 
fish without licenses may be 
punished according to law. 

Under the present plan, one 
must be a stock holder in order 
to exercise the privilege of fish- 
ing in Chaplin Lake. Only 103 
shares of stock are issued, and 
stock is available only from a 
current member. However, the 
Natchitoches Gun and Rod Club 
has provided that students at- 
tending Northwestern State Col- 
lege will be allowed to fish in 
Chaplin Lake provided they pay 
the regular dues of $3.00 per 
year and abide by all the laws 
and regulations of the club. This 
is the amount of dues charged 
each member of the club, thus, 
students are given membership 
privileges. 

Those students who desire 
fishing privileges should see Mr. 
E. O. Payne in the City Mar- 
shall's office, next to the police 
station. Mr. Payne will receive 
dues, issue appropriate authori- 
zation, and will inform you of 
the regulations of the club. Stu- 
dents must also fish in accord- 
ance with state game laws.

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Elementary School Building Under 
Consideration; Bill For Land OK'D

According to late reports from 
the President's office NSC will 
soon be heir to a new elemen- 
tary school_building. 

No official action has been 
taken by the State Board of 
Education, although the state 
legislature passed the issue 
and Governor Long has sign- 
ed it. The bill, as approved 
by the governor, provides 
only for the site on land to 
erect the building on and 
not for the actual construc- 
tion. 

A bond issue has been sug- 
gested by the Natchitoches Par- 
ish School Board to pay off the 
estimated 5800,000 cost required 
to complete the building. 

Tentative plans indicate that 
the two buildings, Warren Eas- 
ton, the present elementary 
school, and the one to be con- 
structed, will be merged under 
one administration. Under this 
plan the grades would be divid- 
ed between the two buildings. 

Present plans are for the build- 
ing to be located on the NSC 
campus, somewhere in the vicin- 
ity of the Men's Gymnasium. 

At the May 2nd meeting of 
the Parish School Board the fol- 
lowing reasons for the need of a 
new elementary school were out- 
lined: 

1. Co-ordination of the pro- 
gram of work for elementary 
grades so as to provide the same 
opportunities to those children 
attending the public schools in 
the elementary grades in the 
schools of Natchitcohes. 

2. Placing the school at a point 
(on the NSC campus) where an 
adequate supply of facilities are 



available will result in a more 
economical arrangement. 

3. The school being on the 
Northwestern campus will sur- 
pass all conflict on the part of 
patrons as to what school their 
children should attend. 

4. Since high school and ele- 
mentary students ride the same 
bus to school it is more conven- 
ient that both schools be located 
on the campus.

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A professor made the remark in a class session 
recently that many people thought that this "really 
wasn't a war" yet. Just a small upheaval which 
would, eventually, amount to almost nothing." He 
continued, saying that he wondered just how real it 
was to the men who were actually doing the fight- 
ing — who were trying to defend southern Korea. He 
wondered how they felt, knowing that a 30 caliber 
bullet — whether in a war or just n upheaval — either 
maims or kills. 

The trouble in Korea has had it's effect on the 
campus of Northwestern just like it has had it's 
effect on the whole world. In times of crises, regard- 
less whether the danger seems as close as it really 
is or not or whether it seems much closer, concepts 
change. They change quick. 

It is no hard task to perceive the disgust on the 
faces of many veterans . . . men who have been 
through war once and who do not want to go back. 

They understand, perhaps, more fully, the commu- 
niques releases from the actual war zone. They know 
what it feels like to see shells bounce off of a tank; 
thy know what it feels like to fly mission afer mis- 
sion into enemy territory, they know what it feels 
like to silently slip through waters infested with 
hidden submarines — and, above all they know that 
they don't want an}' more of it. 

On the conrary, it is a hard task to perceive 
the feelings of those who were too young to fight 
in the last war. They, like the veterans before they 
went into service, don't quite know what it's all 
about. They can point out the political, economical, 
and even the social effects of each action taken in 
Korea — yet they do not understnd the devastating, 
crushing powr of total war. They cannot until they 
are in the midst of it. 

Perhaps the reaction of students here on a small 
college campus is insignificant to the total cause. 
It undoubtedly contributes no panacea for the world's 
ills — but it is a recation interesting to watch and 
that causes one to wonder if this is a consensus of 
opinion for all American people.

But to be intelligent neces- 
sarily means to use reasoning 
that will withstand the test of 
logic. One must not become the 
victim of his emotions, if he is 
to serve at maximum capacity. 
\ smr-11 amount of intelligent 
reasoning can do a large amount 
in the stabilization of our way 
of life. 

In the past two weeks retail- 
ers have reproted a tripling of 
sales in new and used automo- 
biles, a doubling of automobile 
tire sales, and an increased de- 
mand for sugar. These are ex- 
amples of how the American 
people are so readily stimulated 
into doing the things which are 
subject to endanger them most.

(Editor's Note— This is the 
first in a series of articles de- 
signed to bring you the opinions 
of various persons on the cam- 
pus on certain issues. Below is 
printed, verbatim, a statement 
prepared by Dr. Kyser on the 
request of the editor. Letters to 
the editor concerning this series 
of articles, whether they be ad- 
verse criticism, favorable com- 
ment, or just opinion on the con- 
tents of each article, are wel- 
come.) 

The Korean push is but one 
phase of an attempt by the men 
of the Kremlin to win control of 
the Eurasiatic continent and ap- 
proaches thereto. The United 
States is now reaping the fruits 
of a policy of blind hatred that 
led to the doctrine of "uncondi- 
tional surrender" that resulted in 
the destruction of the balance of 
power in Europe and the Far 
East. 

For the historcial moment the 
principal result of this catastro- 
phe is thta the men of the Krem- 
lin now have no effective oppo- 
sition from contiguous national 
states at either end of the far- 
flung territory of the USSR. 

The present unhappy situation 
is that, at the very first sign of 
trouble, there is really no alter- 
native but for the United States 
to use its own resources and 
men, if we are to tide over the 
period when a new distribution 
of power is being effected among 
the principal national states of 
the world. 

We are paying for our wordy 
folly of recent years. There is 
nothing worse in the field of in- 
ternational relations than to try 
to assume the role of world - 
leadership without power, and 
the willingness to use it when 
occasion demands. Because you 
have asked for a personal view 
on the Korean affair, I am will- 
ing to admit that, for me, Ameri- 
can action in Korea is like a good 
vlean blast of fresh air; it is 
clearing the atmosphere. 

There is indication that the 
blast will have to be continuous 
for some time. It could lead to 
the thir dworld war that every- 
one dreads, but at this stage 
there is little to indicate the 
probability of it. The United 
States and the USSR are able 
to face up to and act against 
each other through puppets. 

The two great powers are in 
the postion of Knights on a chess 
board. They are able to push 
around and hide behind pawns. 
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This game of puppetry makes it 
possible, at this time at least, to 
hold prestige and "save face" — a 
vital matter in our relations with 
the peoples of the Far East. 

By having recourse to the 
strategem of blaming disastrous 
actions on pawns rather than 
principals, be they Knights or 
Knigs or Queens, each manipu- 
lator has an effective device that 
is likely to result in relatively 
limited committments. 

Again, since you have asked 
for my opinion and feeling in 
the matter, I simply wish to in- 
dicate that from the point of 
view of vital American interests, 
we have no alternative to the 
backing up of our Korean action 
with everything we have. If it 
means a major war we had far 
better have it now than later. 
The present miserable farce of 
"peace" in the world could 
scarcely be worse. 

Let us re-establish or perhaps 
establish an order where more 
than two national states essen- 
tially control the destinies of the 
people of the planet. Despiet all 
"space annihilating" inventions, 
the world is still too big for that 
kind of arrangement, and all of 
us could profit from a more 
realistic distribution of power. 
Harsh as this may sound, it is 
up to the "oppoistion" to prove 
a substitute at this stage of world 
evolution. 



Dr. John S. Kyser

Dr. John S. Kyser, head of the 
Northwetsern State College de- 
partment of Social Sciences, 
spent Monday, Tuesday, and 
Wednesday, June 19, 20, and 21, 
conducting a geography .work- 
shop on the campus of Central 
Missouri State College at War- 
rensburg, Missouri. 

Dr. Kyser, was also the speak- 
er at the Convocation Wednes- 
day morning and following this 
gave a series of lectures on var- 
ious subjects pertaining to the 
field of Geography and to the 
use of visual aids in education. 

The subjects of Dr. Kyser's 
talks were: 1. Intellect and Mo- 
rality in International Relations. 
2. The Use of Visual Aids in 
Teaching Georgraphy. 3. Our 
American West, A Study in Re- 
gionalism. 4. The Integration of 
History and Geography in the 
Study of regions. 

There were eight general ses- 
sions of these disucsions and 
many of the stuednts and facul- 
ty of Central Mo. College at- 
tended. Dr. Kyser also spoke to 
the Warrensburg Rotary Club 
on certain aspects of the spread 
of American business firms in 
foreign lands.

ling that their farms must in- 
clude tilling of the soil as a basic 
activity, VA reports. 

Their farms, however, still 
must meet all other require- 
ments of the law establishing the 
farm training program and of 
previous VA regulations. The 
farms of veterans enrolling on 
or after May 15 must meet the 
new criteria. 

Institutional on-farm training 
is a program taht combines class- 
room instruction with actual 
experience onthe veterans' farms. 
According to the ruling which 

applies to newcomers, a farm 
or other agricultural establish- 
ment on which GI Bill training 

is offered must include "the 
cultivation of the ground and 
the raising and harvesting of 
crops, including fruits, vege- 
tables, pastures, etc." 

The farm also may have as 
an activity of greater or lesser 
economic importance "feeding, 
breeding and management of 
livestocks, including poultry." 

But single-enterprise establish- 
ments "engaged solely in feed- 
ing, breeding and management 
of animals and poultry" do not 
meet the requirements of the 
law. Neither do establishments 
engaged primarily in the proces- 
sing distribution or sale of ag- 
ricultural products. 

Veterans who started training 
on or after May 15 on farms 
which fail to meet VA's require- 
ments may not continue on the 
Institutional On-Farm Plan. In- 
stead, they may train either on- 
the-job or in schools. 

One of the major requirements 
that farms of all veteran-trainees 
must meet is this: "The farm 
shall be of size and character 
which, together with the group 
instruction part of the course, 
will occupy the full time of the 
veteran, permit instruction in all 
aspects of management of a 
farm of the type for which the 
veteran is being trained, and if 
the veteran intends to continue 
operating such farm at the close 
of his course, will assure him a 
satisfactory income under norm- 
al conditions."

QUESTIONS 

AND 
ANSWERS 

Q — As the beneficiary of my 
late husband's NSLI policy, I 
am at present receiving monthly 
insurance payments. How should 

I proceed to collect NSLI divi- 
dends on this policy? 

A. Since the policy was in 
force at the time of your hus- 
band's death, the NSLI dividend 
will be sent to you, his beneifi- 
ciary automatically. 

Q. My husband, a World War 

II veteran, died from a nonser- 
vice-connected disability. Am I 
entitled to a pension even though 
we had been married less than 
10 years? 

A — Since you were married 
within 10 years of the official 
close of World War II, you may 
be entitled if you meet income 
provisions, but there must be a 
showing that at time of his 
death, the veteran also had a 
service-connected disability. 
However, it is not necessary that 
death resulted from the service- 
connected condition. 

Q — I had an arm amputated 
when I was 10 years old. Am I 
entitled to a pension as the de- 
pendent child of a Civil War 
veteran? 

A — You are not entitled to a 
pension. To receive a pension af- 
ter age 16. a child of a Civil War 
veteran must have been totally 
helpless prior to that age. . . . 

Q — If my husband, a pension- 
ed World War II veteran, dies, 
will his pension go to me or to 
a dependent uncle? 

A — The veteran's pension will 
stop at his death. You. as his 
wife, may apply and qualify for 
a widow's pension if you meet 
the necessary requirements. The 
uncle may apply, but would not 
qualify unless he had acted as a 
parent to the veteran. 



Farm Electricty 
Short Course T*> 
Be Given At LSU 

Farm' electricity in all phases, 
ranging from irrigation to home 
milk pasteurizing, will be dis- 
cussed at a one-week course to 
start Monday at Louisiana 
State University. 

The Agricultural Engineering 
department is conducting the 
annual session for practicing en- 
gineers and advisors on farm 
electrification. John H. Hough 
of the L. S. U.. faculty is chair- 
man of the program. 

Demonstrations and lectures 
will feature new methods and 
equipment in the electrical field, 
as applicable to rural needs, 
Hough said. Includeed will be 
sessions on refrigeration, soil 
heating, hay curing, and poultry 
raising aids. 

Industrial representatives on 
the program will include E. A. 
Hodge, Louisiana Power & Light 
Co., New Orleans; E. W. Schoen- 
herr, General Electric Co., 
New Orleans; E. W..

JOHN DUFFY 
(Editor's Note: The following 
is the second in a series of arti- 
cles on the Korean situation. Mr. 
Duffy, ex-editor of the Current 
Sauce, incidentally, wrote this 
article in response to our re- 
quest.) 

Traditionally the years follow- 
ing major conflicts have been 
characterized by economic and 
social discontent and the ravages 
of World War II were on such a 
huge scale as to aggravate great- 
ly the problems of returning to 
a stable economy and balanced 
international relatoin. The com- 
plete disruption of hte old West- 
ern State System by the elimi- 
nation, at least temporarily, of 
two major nations and the weak- 
ening of England and France has 
left only two great powers, Rus- 
sia and the United States. The 
U. S. S. R. with its Marxist 
idealogy is seeking to capitalize 
on the prevailing economic and 
political chaos in order to spread 
its particular vesion of the Com- 
munist doctrines. Yet the Rus- 
sian brand of Communism has 
steadily diverged from the orig- 
inal Marxist conception during 
the past thirty years, and what 
we see today is an extension of

Not only South Korea, but NSC, is under fire. 
From all indications hunting season opened early 
this year. We are speaking of the paint marks that 
were found on the campus Sunday morning of last 
week. 

This inane feud has been going on between NSC, 
La. Tech, La. College, and Southwestern for some 
years. Perhaps it all began in fun — and still, for 
the most part, is carried on in fun . . . BUT . . . 
obviously, to some persons, it has gone beyond that. 
It has become a deliberate misdemeanor. 

The tradition of "painting the campus" between 
friendly football rivals was originally a device creat- 
ed by student bodies to build and maintain morale. 
Prior to the annual game between the two each 
campus became a veritable arsenal of minor wea- 
pons (never intended to be used) manned by fresh- 
men at the command of their superiors, the upper 
classmen. The price of getting caught in enemy ter- 
ritory, armed with paint and brush, was one head 
of hair. 

During recent years — particularly during the 
last year — the feud has become more intense. Seem- 
ingly innocent acts taken to guard the campuses 
neared vandalism as "outsiders" were caught on the 
campus. Three students — minus any painting equip- 
ment — were caught in a dormitory here. Before 
they finally got out of town they were forced to take 
shelter at the local police station. On the way out 
of town in their car they were forced to dodge 
rocks thrown at their car and to drive wildly to 
escape the several cars pursuing them. Other inci- 
dents, on all campuses involved, are just as preva- 
lent. 

We believe in college morale. We believe in back- 
ing any athletic team to the utmost. We believe in 
the old college "never die" spirit. BUT ... If it takes 
vandalism to maintain such spirit, then it isn't worth 
the price. 

In the light of the original intention of the paint- 
ing of campuses the recent acts are not readily un- 
derstandable. Various solutions, from just a bunch 
of non-college kids "having fun", to a deliberate 
smear on the part of the schools involved, have been 
offered. Whatever the solution, the big, blue letters 
"L C" that appeared on the campus Sunday morning 
are an outrage and should be thoroughly investi- 
gated by both the administration and the students.

Accred- 
ited representatives of recognized 
organizations sue has the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, the American 
Legion, Disabled American Vet- 
erans, Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
etc., are authorized to accept 
nower of attorney for such pur- 
poses. Also, agents have been ad- 
mitted to practice before the VA 
and a power of attorney issued 
to such agent may be accepted. 
Any person may be; recognized 
for the purpose of a particular 
claim upon filing of a power of 
attorney from the claimant and 
a statement signed by such per- 
son and the claimant that no fee 
or compensation of any nature 
is to be charged or paid for such 
srevice.

Despite the fact that this na- 
tion is not at war, the release 
stated, those who suffer injury 
or disease in line of duty are en- 
titled to disability compensation 
pay at full wartime rates. 

Dependents of those who might 
lose their lives may be entitled 
to death compensation benefits 
at wartime rates. 

Full wartime rates for dis- 
ability and death compensation, 
arising under conditions similar 
to the Korean stuation, are auth- 
oirzed by Public Law 359, 77th 
Congress, passed 12 days after 
the attack on Pearl Harbor in 
1941. Peacetime rates, the VA 
said, are 80 percent of wartime 
rates. 



Less than one percent of loans 
to veterans have been in 
default to the extent that Vet- 
erans Administration had to 
make good the guaranteed and 
insured portions.

continued. 

The Veterans Administration 
pointed out that those takin' 
part ni action in Korea would 
not be entitled to GI Bill bene- 
fits as a result of that service.

American Students Can Receive Liberal 
Education from Foreign Exc. Students 



American students can receive 
a liberal education if they are 
willing to take advantage of the 
knowledge that foreign exchange 
students in our colleges and uni- 
versities have at their finger- 
tips. 

Who is better informed on the 
actual situations, political and 
otherwise, than these citizens 
from other countries? Surely, 
their opinions are worth more 
consideration than some of the 
propaganda that we accept so 
readily. 

For example, on a trip I made 
recently I met an unforgettable 
Austrian. He had just completed 
a year of study in Mechanical 
Engineering at the University of 
Alabama through the courtesy of 
the Armed Forces Educational 
Program. 

In this critical period in the 
history of the world, it was in- 
teresting to me to discover what 
his contacts with "real" Russians, 
who sincerely believe in Com- 
munism, were like. He said that 
they were just like ordinary 
people except for the fire that 
possesses them that must be 
much like that of the first cru- 
saders for Christianity. He em- 
phasized, however, that the Red 
country papers over there are 
making strong use of the power 
of suggestion. "Less than one- 
tenth of the American people 
own a swartzman," the story will 
read. While the Russian peasant 
worries over the unfortunate 
persons in this country who do 
not own this simple household 
article, I did not even know 
what it was. The discrepancy of 
course, lies in the different cus- 
toms of the two civilizations. 



When a young couple is married 
in Russia, the very first thing 
that they receive to signify that 
they are starting a home is a 
swartzman, or better known to 
us as a hot plate. Since we do 
not have this, the Russian draws 
the conclusion that the average 
American is still living in a 
primitive stage. 

He spoke groudly of Austria 
his own country. In his descrip- 
tion of the snow-capped moun- 
tains he remarked, "They are 
just as beautiful as Switzerland's, 
but not so commercialized." 
There was a hotel that must be 
something of another age. It was 
a spacious place, lighted by can- 
dles, where you dine and dance 
out of doors to the muse of hun- 
dreds of lilting violins. His ex- 
perience in such places was mea- 
ger, for his family has a very 
small income. 

Speaking of economics, he 
said, "You can't possibly under- 
stand how it is. I must save 
for six months to have enough 
money to buy a tennis ball." 

This young man's ingrained re- 
spect for parental authority was 
illustrated in reply to my state- 
ment: "Your parents must be 
very proud of you." Thinking a 
minute before he answered, he 
said, "I am proud of my parents 
because any accomplsihments 
that I have made are because 
of them. I am only what they 
have made of me." 

His impressions of America 
were inspiring, and because of 
all these things I decided that it 
would be worth my time to swap 
ideas with any exchange student 
in other colleges and our own.

Everything You Do Calls For Energy Expenditure 
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What's the most strenuous ex- 
ercise you get? 

Think a minute before yuo an- 
swer, because chances are you'll 
guess wrong. Probably the most 
strenuous activity you perform 
is climbing stairs! Yes, walking 
upstairs is more trenuous than 
horseback riding, swimming, 
sawing wood, dancing or run- 
ning ... by actual measure- 
ment! 

Furthermore, it's easier for 
Mom to fire the furnace than it 
is for Dad. At any rate, Mom 
burns up less energy doing this 
familiar chore. 

How come? Well, science tyUs 
us it's calories that count! It 
seems a calorie is simply a meas- 
urement of energy, based on ex- 
penditure of bodily heat. And 
the number of calories you burn 
up depends on just three things

Henry Wilcoxon, the determined 
leader of the Philistine armies. 
Under DeMille's astute direction, 
they contribute immeasurably to 
the greatness of "Samson and 
Delilah." 

Basically, the film is a power- 
ful story of a man's fight to free 
his enslaved people, his betrayal 
and his ultimate retribution. But 
words cannot accurately describe 
the color, pageantry and throb- 
bing excitement which build to a 
breathtaking climax in "Samson 
and Delilah." 

DeMille has staged many spec- 
tacular scenes in his motion pic- 
tures, but nothing he has done 
surpasses the destruction of the 
Philistine Temple by the blinded 
Samson. So stirring and memo- 
rable is this sequence that any- 
one who sees it will never forget 
it. It's an unparalleled triumph 
of movie making. 

But there are other scenes of 
comparable magnitude, notably 
Samson's furious assault on a 
thousand Philistine soldiers, his 
barehanded struggle with a lion 
and a fearful wedding feast 
brawl.

the old imperialism of the Czars 
under a new guise. Thus the 
threat to world peace actually 
arises from the imperialistic aims 
of a totalitarian Russian state 
using international Communism 
as a means of furthering Russian 
expansion. 

Granting all this, the question 
arises as to the means of check- 
ing Russian aggresion. Before 
considering the immediate prob- 
lem of Korea it is well to bear 
in mind that in the event of an 
open clash between the U. S. 
and the U. S. S. R. the decisive 
theatre of operations will still be 
the European front. Sheer dis- 
tance and the consequent prob- 
lems of logistics preclude a ma- 
jor war between Russian and 
American troops in the Far East. 
Hence it behooves the United 
States to beware of too great an 
involvement in an area which 
cannot prove decisive. 

For reasons of prestige we are 
compelled to demonstrate our 
willingness to meet power with 
power in Korea. But if this op- 
eration involves us in a major 
campaign against the unlimited 
manpower of Communist China 
backed by the industrial re- 
sources of the U. S. S. R., the 
United States and allied Western 



powers may well find them- 
selves in an untenable position. 
Nothing would please Soviet of- 
ficials more than to see the West- 
ern nations pour their man- 
power and resources into the 
vast reaches of the Asiatic con- 
tinent, while the Russians, as in- 
terested spectators, watch and 
wait until the time is ripe for a 
descent upon Western Europe. 

Although our information is" 
scant as to the degree of Rus- 
sian economic recovery and al- 
though we badly underestimated 
the Russian military capacity 
prior to World War II, it is still 
extremely doubtful that the Rus- 
sians are prepared for a full 
scale war. The complete de- 
struction of the major Russian 
steel industry in the Donetz 
basin during the past war was 
undoubtedly a serious blow to 
the Sovet economy, and taken 
into consideration with the tre- 
mendous rebuilding job facing 
the Soviet Union, it is evident 
that another five or ten years 
must elapse — and this is a mini- 
mum — before Russian steel pro- 
duction and armament capacity 
can even begin to compare with 
the unexcelled facilities of the 
United States. 

Hence we must use this 
breathing space to concentrate 
upon strengthening the Western 
European nations. In my estima- 
tion, if after reestablishing the 
South Korean frontier along the 
38th parallel we find ourselves 
facing the tough, well trained 
Chinese Communist armies, we 
will do well to disantangle our 
forces and withdraw with as 
much grace as possible. In Eu- 
rope we have the support of the 
majority of the people but an in- 
vasion of China would place us 
in the position of foreign con- 
querors and might lead to an 
even greater intensification of 
the present nationalistic trends 
in Asia which bode ill for West- 
ern interference.

NSC Nursing School 
More Advanced, Says 
Visiting Director 

"The Northwetern school of 
nursing is a little more advanced 
than most program in the coun- 
try" stated Mildred Brown, As- 
sistant Director of Nursing for 
the Los Angeles County Gener- 
al Hospital while on a visit here 
last week . 

The nursing director, on an 

extensive three-week study tour 
of hospitals througout the na- 
tion, spend several hours in- 
specting the school of nursing 
here. She was accompanied by 
Mrs. Willys, of the Charity Hos- 
pital in Shreveport. 

In an interview the director 
stated that she was "delighted 
at the interest you people take 
in nursing", and that she "en- 
joyed the hospitality of NSC. 

Her itinerary for the three- 
week tour includes New Orleans, 
Nashville, Baltimore, Pittsburg, 
Bellevue, N. Y., Columbia Uni- 
versity, Yale, Chicago, and Se- 
attle. She is due back in Los 
Angeles August the 28th. 



The State Board of Education 
awarded the contract for the 
building of a new science build- 
ing on the campus at a meeting 
Monday, July 17. 

The contract was awarded to 
R. J. Jones and Sons of Alex- 
andria. The lowest bid was 
$449,999.00. 

The new building will be 70 
wide and 219 feet long. It is to 
be a two story building with the 
first floor devoted to the teach- 
ing of physics and two courses 
in Introduction to Physical 
Science. Louis Cusachs, pro- 
fessor of chemistry, will also 
have his office on the first floor. 
The first floor space is filled by 
one large lecture room which 
will seat 130 people and two me- 
dium sized classrooms, one large 
laboratory for physics, four med- 
ium sized laboratories for advan- 
ced physics, and one workshop. 

The second floor will house 
the chemistry department and 
there are two laboratories for 
general chemistry, four large 
laboratories for work in organ- 
ic, biochemistry, quantative and 
qualitative chemistry, and also 
small experimental laboratories. 
There is also one large and one 
medium-sized lecture room. One 
of the features of the new build- 
ing is that the storerooms are 
adjacent and accessible to all 
laboratories. 

On the front of the building 
the word "SCIENCE" will be 
place din large letters with the 
symbols of both physics and 
chemistry underneath. 

In the future, another section 
will be built which will house 
the biological science depart- 
ment. The new building that is 
to be erected in near future will 
be on the site of the old dairy 
building. 

The science department has 
been in dire need of a new 
building as well as more space, 
according to F. G. Fournet, head 
of the department. In the fall of 
1949, statistics showed that 82 
percent of the entire student 
body was enrolled in some 
course in the field of science. 



Gate Open For Student Achievement 
In Military At NSC Says PMS & T 



"The gate is wide open", sta- 
ted Major J. Bowman, Profes- 
sor of Military Science and Tac- 
tics for the ROTC unit to open 
here in the fall semester, "for 
students to advance in the mili- 
tary school". 

The Major, who is ct present 
installing the organization for 
operation here next fall, placed 
advancement in the school on a 
strict basis of intelligence, char- 
acter, and willingness to work. 

The Reserve Officer Training 
Corps at Northwestern will b e a 
"senior division", or four-year" 
training unit for Anti-Aircraft 
Artillery personnel, consisting of 
two years of basic and two years 
of advanced training. 

Under the authorized staff of 
three officers and eight enlisted 
men students will complete two 
hours of class and one drill hour 
during the basic course. The ad- 
vanced course is intensified to 
four hours class work and one 
hour drill. 

Although the classwork will be 
divided into sections for individ- 
ual group training, the entire 
corps will drill at once. "Once 
the unit is fully organized," the 
Major stated, "the whole show 
will be run by the cadets them- 
selves, under the supervision of 
the staff personnel." 

To enroll in the organization a 
student must be a citizen of the 



United States, acceptable to the 
institutions as a regularly enroll- 
ed student, and he must meet the 
physical requirements set forth 
by the Department of the Army. 

Age limit for enrollment is, 
for the basic course, 23. Veterans 
are excepted from this regulation 
and allowed to enroll up to the 
age of 25. A flat limit of 27 years 
of age is set for matriculation in 
the advanced course. 

In speaking of the veteran- 
group on the campus, the PMS & 
T urged that they come by his 
office prior to enrollment. "Vet- 
erans who have completed one 
year of active duty and who 
have two years of college train- 
ing left, are eligible for entrance 
into the advanced course", the 
Major stated. Since, however, it 
is necessary to check discharge 
records, physical requirements, 
and school records, it is advis- 
able to contact the ROTC officer 
prior to enrollment. 

In return for the work he 
does the NSC ROTC cadet will 
reecive during his first two 
years of work, regular officer- 
type clothing,text-books, and 
credit towards graduation for 
the courses completed. Upon 
completion of the basic course 
his benefits are increased to in- 
clude a mementary subsistence 
allowance. At present the allow-

According to recent announce- 
ments, there will be approxi- 
mately twenty thousand young 
men drafted into the armed for- 
ces at the first of next month. 
These will be followed by a 
larger draft the following month, 
with a possible call of our cher- 
ished women to the armed ser- 
vices of this "great" country. It 
is very questionable to this writ- 
er if this country is so greeat as 
it has been proclaimed to be. 
Certainly when we continually 
resort to such gross and relative- 
ly unfair practices as the above 
mentioned, there is room to 
doubt the myth which has been 
advanced concerning these Uni- 
ted States. 

As proponents of Democracy, 
just how do the leaders of this 
nation justify the actions of 
which they have been guilty 
in the past and which they are 
repeating today? It is fair to 
draft the man-power of this 
coun- Nlksi v ms - 
country, to interrupt and confis- 
cate the normal routine of the 
young men's lives, while allowing 
labor and industry to enjoy the 
tremendous profits of a nation 
in the realm of war? 

During the last war the capi- 
talists, the industrial tycoons, 
and the big contractors extorted 
billions of dollars from the Uni- 
ted States treasury. These dollars 
represent a huge portion of the 
280 billion dollar debt whcih we 
have today. In brief, the last 
war was a mere shot in the arm 
to the big business men of this 
country. It meant increased pro- 
duction, which resulted in tre- 
mendous profits, to the owners 
of the productive industries. 
Much of the cost of converting 
and, in many cases, building and 
improving the plants of industry 
was born by the government. 
Billions of dollars were spent in 
government contracts — exorbi- 
tant fees being paid in many in- 
stances. Yet, there was no ap- 
parent thought of drafting indus- 
try or even labor. 

However, the young men of 
this country were "slurped up" 
by the armed forces. Many gave 
their lives trying to defend a 
country they thought great. 
Many died not knowing for what 
they fought. Many fought and 
'ived hoping that this nation 
might live to lead the world to 
oeace. Yet, less than a decade 
f he same task again. More cor- 
later we are asked to perform 
rectly, we are drafted to give all 
our efforts to the defense of a 
practice which I detest. 

No, I am not complaining be- 
cause I had to go to the last war; 
nor am I complaining because I 
have been called on to go to the 
present crisis. But I am "dam 
sick in the middle" of this prac- 
tice of drafting the man power 
of this nation to service, while 
industry and labor are allowed 
to extort the wealth of our Re 
public.

Educators To 
Convene Here 
July 24-28 

High School principals and 
supervisors from throughout the 
state of Louisiana will convene 
on the campus July 24 for a 
four day conference on Evalua- 
tion. 

The work of the conference, 
held annually on the campus 
here, will be centered around 
the Evaluative Criteria. The first 
two and a half days of the meet 
is to be devoted to consideration 
of the High School Criteria; 
the latter part of the week to 
the study of Elementary Criter- 
ia. 

Chief consultant for the con- 
ference will be Dr. W. T. Ed- 
wards of Florida State Univer- 
sity. The educator has distin- 
guishtd himself as a student in 
evaluation and has given much 
study to the Secondary Evalua- 
tive Criteria. Dr. Edwards was a 
consultant to the summer con- 
ference here in 1946. 

In announcing the 1950 confer- 
ence to Louisiana High School 
Principals and Supervisors Dr. 
John B. Robson, Dean of the 
School of Education here, stated 
"The evaluationof our schools, 
both secondary and elementary, 
is one of the most important 
matters facing the school people 
of the state at this time. North- 
western State College is proud 
to announce these arrangements 
for study of this time issue."

ance amounts to approximately 
90 cents per day. Since this al- 
lowance is computed on the cost 
of living at the institution at 
which it is installed it is subject 
to change. According to regula- 
tions a cadet is able to receive 
this allowance for a total period 
of 595 days. 

On completion of the basic 
course, or the first two years of 
training, selected cadets may re- 
ceive a certificate entitling them 
to entrance to, or qualification 
for, Officer Candidate School. 
"Men who have completed the 
j basic course", the PMS & T sta- 
ted," would probably go into 
the Enlisted Reserve Corps with 
an non-commissioned officer sta- 
tus. 

On completion of the advanc- 



ed course, or four years of train, 
ing, a cadet will be tendered a 
reserve commission of 2nd lieu, 
tenant. Distinguished students 
will be recommended by the 
PMS & T and the president of 
the college for a commission of 
2nd lieutenant in the Regular 
Army. The Major stated that, 
"There is no limit to the men 
who can be recommended for 
this regular commission. Quali- 
fying for that honor is up to the 
individual man.'' 

Prior to completion of the four 
year course cadets will attend a 
six-weeks duration summer' 
camp. While at camp students 
will participate in firing activi- 
ties and in general put into 
practical service what they have 
learned in the classroom. Cadets 
will be payed at the rate of $75 
per month for the six-week ses- 
sion. Transportation to the camp, 
normally held at Fort Bliss, Tex- 
as, will be either furnished the 
cadet or a travel allowance win 
be payed him if he wishes to 
travel by private conveyance. 

The purpose of the Reserve 
Officers Training Corps is to 
"train students for positions of 
leaderhip in the Armed Forces in 
time of national emergency." 

"The mission of the senior di- 
vision, Army ROTC, is to train 
college students as junior offi- 
cers who have the qualities and 
attributes essential to their pro- 
gressive and continued develop- 
ment as officers in a compon- 
ent of the United States Army, 
particularly in the Reserve 
Components, i.e., the Organ- 
ized Reserve Corps, and the 
National Guard. In addl|ion, 
the senior division will provide 
a major source of procurement 
of junior officers for the Regu- 
lar Army through the recurring 
selection of a number of dis- 
tinguished military graduates 
from senior units for direct 
Regular Ak-my appointment

Gas Generator 
To Be Installed 
This Summer 

Chances are that Northwes- 
tern State college will generate 
enough power for its own use 
for many years. 

According to Curtis E. Brown, 
campus engineer and power 
plant superintendent, a new unit 
for generating more power for 
campus use will be installed as 
necessary repairs are made. 

The new generator, said 
Brown, will be a dual fuel unit, 
operating on ten percent diesel 
and 90 percent natural gas. It 
is a 550 kilowatt unit developing 
800 horse power at 514 rpm's. 
This will be approximately 50 
kilowatts larger than the 
large generator in the present 
plant. 

In addition to furnishing the 
campus physical plant more 
power ,the new unit will save 
on the college water bill. The 
present generator uses steam 
which requires about 30 to 40 
thousand gallons of water per 
day. 

Another cost out, according to 
the plant superintendent, will be 
the amount per kilowatt. At pre- 
sent the cost is 2% cents a kw, 
whereas the new unit will bring 
this amount down to less than 
one cent. 

College personel supervised 
the loading of the generator for 
shipment Thursday.

Evaluation Conference For 
Louisiana Educators Held 



Approximately 100 high school 
principals and supervisors of 
Louisiana schools convened last 
week on the Northwestern cam- 
pus to discuss the 1950-51 edition 
of Evaluative Criteria. 

The general theme of the con- 
ference, annually held in the 
Little Theater of the Fine Arts 
building here, was evaluation. 
High School Criteria were dis- 
cussed by the group during the 
first two-and-a half days of the 
meeting. The remainder of thei 
week was spent studying the 
Elementary Criteria. 

Dr. W. T. Edwards, principal 
speaker for the group, headed 
many of the dsicussion sessions 
during the five-day meet, giving 
the educators the benefit of his 
extensive research in the field of 
evaluation. The Florida State 
University educator has distin- 
guished himself as a student in 
evaluation, and, in addition, to 
study given to the Secondary 
Evaluative Criteria, he directed 
the group that prepared the Ele- 
mentary Evaluative Criteria in 
their present form. Dr. Edwards 
was one of the consultants in the 
summer conference held here in 
1946. 

Dr. Turner, Chairman of the 
Louisiana Committee of the 
Southern Association, gave the 
group an idea of what the Com- 
mittee of the Evaluative Criteria 
of Education is doing in the 
state and it's approximate cost. 

According to Turner, "The 
1950 edition of the Evaluative 
Criteria is better than previous- 
ly for self-study, self-planning, 
annd self-evaluation." 

During the operation of com- 
mittees in the state over 70 
schools have been evaluated at 
an approximate cost of S2.800. 

Dr. Turner, here from South- 
eastern Louisiana Institute in 
Lafayette, stated, however, that 
so far the committee's cost, in 
relation to the work being done, 
is not too high..

Dr. G. W. McGinty, Acting 
President of the college, spoke 
to the members of the 1950-51 
Student Council in their first of 
three meetings held in the Green 
Room of the Fine Arts Building 
last week. 

The president spoke on a sug- 
gested plan of improvement for 
consideration by the 'Student 
Council and Senate. 

In his talk the speaker outlin- 
ed the following points: 

1. There ^ has been a tendency 
on this campus for a separation 
to exist between the government 
of women and men. 

2. Over a period of years, or- 
ganizations have grown up on 
the campus with a minimum of 
supervision and evaluation. (Dr. 
McGinty made the suggestion 
that there be set up policies and 
standards which must be met be- 
fore the establishment of a new 
organization; or a student-facul- 
ty committee to review each of 
the present organizations each 
year. 

3. Since the responsibility of 
the Current Sauce and the Pot- 
pourri lie in the hands of the 
Student Council, the Concl 
should require a complete bud- 
get estimate, requiring frequent 
reports, and should supervise 
the publications. 

4. The Student Council 
should assume definite respon- 
sibility for the content of the 
publications, considering the good 
of the college. Both publications 
should contain only those items 
which are generally accepted for 
college publications. 

5. Perhaps the Student Council 
should study and make recom- 
mendations concerning money- 
making activities on the part of 
student organizations. 

6. Student leadership is con- 
fined to too few individuals. 
(The president suggested that 
the present activity point system 
be enforced or revised). 

7. Hazing should be abolished. 

8. The Student Council should 
do all possible to break down 
what appears to be a feeling of 
antagonism between the students 
and the administration. 

9. All organizations should 
have a faculty sponsor. (The 
suggestion was made that the 
Student Council and the Student 
Senate both have faculty spon- 
sors). 

Following the president's 
speech to the group the council 
formulated plans for the con- 
struction of a trial budget for 
the coming year.

Review Vet's Records 

Case records of World War II 
veterans, whose applications for 
compensation for service-con- 
nected pulmonary tuberculosis- 
have been rejected, will be re- 
viewed automatically to deter- 
mine whether they qualify for 
benefits under the recently-en- 
acted Public Law 573, Veterans 
Administration has announced. 

The new law increases the 
"presumptive period' for tuber- 
culosis from one year to three 
years from date of discharge 
from the armed forces. 
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How different it is! 

We are referring to the American way of plan- 
ning and placing before younger generations educa- 
tional opportunities. 

Few of us have actually witnessed such a scene 
but it is not hard to imagine aristocratic lords, land 
and power owners, sitting around a great council 
table, outlining mandatory educational procedures 
for the youth of their domain. Here at NSC we have 
little or no concept of such actions. They are mem- 
ories from history, social studies, or education books 
only. They are not tangible. 

The lack of a tangible basis on which to com- 
pare the two systems is by some considered the rea- 
on for the often careless attitude about our Demo- 
cratic process. 

This past week, in the Little Theater of the 
Fine Arts building, NSC students could have obtain- 
ed a definite basis on which to compare the two sys- 
tems. They could have seen educators from through- 
out their state discussing the evaluation of schools. 

They could have witnessed men from all walks of 
life, men of all scales of financial ability, informally 
discussing the philosophy and organization of edu- 
cation. 

There was no educational dictator present. No 
one to say, "This you must do because I believe in 
it". There was a group of high school principals and 
supervisors asking each other, "What do you think 
Jack". 

Maybe Supervisor Jone's, from Podunk High, 
ideas aren't worth much in un-Democratic countries. 
Perhaps the idea-exchange basis of evaluating 
schools isn't acceptable — and — maybe they are happy 
in conducting their education in such manner. But, 
from what we saw last week, we'll stick to our own 
methods; gladly.

al rights does the now ancient 
Selective Service Act give to a 
veteran of World War II?. 

Right off the bat, even an ex- 
GI would say that it gives him 
the right to resume his pre-war 
job where he left off to enter 
the armed forces. 

Anything else? Now he's 
stuck. He can think of no other 
rights. 

He should be able to, says 
Josseph L. Golsan, director of 
Louisiana's Department of Vet- 
erans' Affairs . 

"It wouldn't be so bad if the 
veteran alone did not know of 
his Selective Service rights,'' 
Golson said, "but many indus- 
tries, employers and labor unions 
are in the same boat. They be- 
lieve, as does the veteran, that 
once the job is restored, the 
books are closed. In reality, 
that's not true." 

Golsan pointed out that be- 
sides job restoration, the ex-GI 
is entitled to the services of a 
committeeman of the Bureau of 
Veterans' Re-employment from 
the State Department of Labor, 
whose job it is to attempt to ad- 
just differences involving such 
industrial matters as seniority 

and your personality, or the per- 
sonality you'd like to have. 
That's one of the biggest points 
about perfume, the life it gives 
you, the boost to your self con- 
fidence, the prop for the role 
you play all day long.

"The re-employed veteran,"

or typewriter, instead of . enter- 
ing the service. 



Chaplin Lake Road 
Nears Completion 

The resurfacing of the Chaplin 
Lake Road should be completed 
by July 17, according to Griffin 
Taylor, College Business Mana- 
ger. The contract for resurfacing 
the Chaplin Lake Road was giv- 
en to Wells Contractnig Com- 
pany.

WORKMEN WALK 
425,000 MILES 
TO HOE CANE 

Walking 425,000 miles is some 
stroll! 

That is the distance workmen 
walk in hoeing Louisiana's 
$60 million sugar cane crop. At 
S6 per mile it is also an expen- 
sive jaunt. 

Tests now being conducted 
promise to replace the hoe with 
chemicals, according to Dr. S. J. 
P. Chilton, director of the de- 
partment of plant pathology at 
Louisiana State University. 

The main compound being us- 
ed is 2, 4-D, a British-born 
chemical which has been in

use as a weed-killer in the rice 
fields of Louisiana for four years. 
Its possibilities as a weed-killer 
for the cane fileds occurred to 
a group of planters and it was 
tried on a small scale. 

Dr. Chilton started a series of 
tests at L. S. U. agricultural ex- 
periment station three years 
ago and the results have been so 
good that 50,000 acres of cane 
are being treated this year. 

Before the introduction of 2, 
4-D as many as ten plowings 
and two hoeings have been ne- 
cessary to control Johnson grass. 
Costs run as high a $30 per acre 
but since the chemical has come 
into use costs have been cut 
more than half. 

Flame cultivators are used 
with the compound, and the 
combination has meant death to 
Johnson grass, a major enemy of 
cane growers because of its pro- 
lific reseeding. Counts have 
shown more than 10,000,000 seeds 
to the acre in some parts of 
Louisiana. 

One result has been that two 
stubble crops are now feasible 
instead of the meager single 
crop possible when manual con- 
trol was used. 

2,4-D was brought to th 
country after the war to try 



keep the apple crop on the tree 
until it ripened. Geneva, N. Y.. 
workers noted that weeds died 
under the trees being treated 
and began trying it as a herbi 
cide. 

Controlled flame has been in 
use for many years but the de 
partment of agricultural engi 
neering at L. S. U. has develop 
ed machines especially for use 
in the cane fields. 

Since sugar cane and rice are 
the two most valuable single 
crops in Louisiana, chemical 
weed control promises greater 
yield and in turn greater profits, 
Dr. Chilton says.

State Librarian Essae M. Cul 
ver reports that the 25,000 infor 
mation requests ansswered by 
the State Library since January 
include more questions on house 
building than any other single 
topic. 

Next in reader interest is the 
care and teaching of children, 
including books about kinder- 
garten curricula, correcting chil- 
dren's speech defects and in- 
structing handicapped youngst- 
ers.

A close third is anything about 
camellias — when to plant, how 
to graft, how to root, where to 
place, how to fertilize and how- 
to arrange as house decorations. 
In spite of a flurry of requests 
on the magnolia and iris during 
the recent legislative controver- 
sy over replacing the magnolia 
as state flower, the camellia has 
far outdistanced other flowers, 
according to Library records. 

A wide range of interests 
among Louisianians has result- 
in some rather surprising pop- 
ularity ratings, Miss Culver 
said. Livestock raising is high 
on the list, but its place is 
closely challenged by paintings 
figurines and china. Tanning lea- 
ther is equal in demand to em- 
balming, making kitchen cabi- 
nets, hypnotism and Diesel en- 
gines. 

Questions about raising chin- 
chillias have gradually gained 
a lead on poultry husbandry, 
while mink and pheasant raising 
are on a par, and jiu-jitsu ranks 
with soberer subjects such as 
travel, forestry and map drafting. 

Endless variety is represented 
in the information requests Lou- 
isianians send to the State Lib- 
rary, Miss Culver explained. In 
the same morning's mail there 
will be letters asking about old 
clipper ships, neon signs or civil 
defense legislation; requesting a 
French grammar, a consumer's 
report on dish-washers or a man- 
ufacturers address; wanting in- 
formation on supersonic waves, 
wiring refrigerators, styling hair 
or raising hound dogs. 

Then there is frequently a 
really difficult question such as 
how long it takes gold fish to 
hatch or what is California beer 
seed. But the State Library finds 
the answers to questions like 
those, also, Miss Culver said.
